Type C Water Softeners 


NTERNATIONAL Type C Water Softeners are 
I suitable for comparatively long runs between 
regenerations at high softening rates. High rate 
performance is made possible by the use of CRYS- 
TALITE, a high speed, high capacity zeolite and 
an exclusive International Filter Co. product 
Many advantages found in these ‘Type C Soften- 
ers have been desired for years but have never actu- 
ally been attained before in zeolite water softeners 
Only a general comparison of zeolites will be made 
here, for the purpose of this bulletin is co describe 
and illustrate Type C softeners so that their appli- 
cation to water supply conditions may be better 
understood. 


Zeolite 


Zeolite is a term that has come to be applied 
to all base exchange silicates used in water soften- 
ing, although some are not zeolites if the miner: 
alogical definition is strictly applied. 

‘Among the zeolites" that have been used are 
those made from various natural clays and sands, 
as well as the artificial zeolites made from fused 
and precipitated ingredients. More recent advances 
in the art are concerned with a zeolite made from 
concentrated solutions. The proper mixture of the 
solutions results in a gel which dries co a flint-like 
state, in which form the particles are sufficiently 
hard to scratch: glass. 


Control of Properties 


One of the novel advantages in manufacturing the 
gel type of zeolite is the possibility of controlling 
the size, weight and capacity of the finished prod 
uct. Size of zeolite particles, together with weight 
that is, its effective weight in water —is most im 
portant; for it is by means of these factors that the 
zeolite bed is made practical in the apparatus 

Compared to greensand, the particles of which 
are very small, the grains of CRYSTALITE are 


giants. Were it not for the fact that usually several 
of the tiny greensand grains are held together as 
‘one by a foreign clay or cement-like binder, they 
could hardly be used. When separated by wear or 
use, they pass away, being coo small to be retained 
by any mechanical means. 

Greensand is used in making this comparison be- 
cause no control of size can be brought to bear in 
its preparation. It is necessary to take it as it occurs, 
The most that can be done is to screen or wash out 
the single small nodules and save the larger usable 
grains, Whether these larger particles will hold to- 
gether for any length of time is a question, Certainly 
they break apart with use and this fact accounts for 
the increasing pressure losses experienced by all 
users of greensand softeners. 

As lower backwash rates become necessary in 
order that the fine greensand may be retained in 
the apparatus, serious packing with consequent 
high pressure loss occurs, While the retained fine 
material continues to soften some water, it accom 
plishes this result with increasing cost. This packed 
condition which brings about uneven contact be- 
tween hard water and greensand explains the reason 
for short capacity runs. The usual results of this 
condition are the necessity for more frequent regen- 
eration, the use of more salt, greater waste of wash 
water and, of course, greater pumping costs to over: 
come the drop in pressure 

The average size of CRYSTALITE grains is much 
greater than that of greensand and the CRYS- 
TALITE grain is not made up of several smaller 

ranules which tend to separate with use. CRYS- 
TALITE grains are sharp cornered and irregular in 
shape. These factors lessen the tendency of CRYS 
TALITE to pack to such a gi 
pressure losses through a bed of CRYSTALITE are 
only 4 fraction of those through a bed of greensand 
of the same depth and at the same rate of flow. It 
is obvious, therefore, that high softening rates are 
possible with CRYSTALITE while the rates for 
greensand must be" greatly limited 
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Why Greensand Came Into Use 


Greensand came into general use because of its 
then comparatively rapid softening activity and 
quick regeneration, While possessing these charac 


teristics, it has at the same time proved to be 
limited in coral capacity—thus for a given amoune 
of water per day, several regenerations are required 
in order that the apparatus may be of reasonable 
ize and cost 

Zeolites that preceded greensand were aban: 
doned largely because of their much slower soften: 
ing activity, not because they were inferior, as 
several of them were of much greater rotal capac 
ity than greensand. Also the durability of these 
early zeolites was beyond question for there are 
notable cases of where they have operated success 
fully for periods of over ten years time. 

The following comparison is made frankly and 
with due regard for all greensand including VER- 
DITE, the superior greensand used for over five 
years by the International Filter Co. The main pur 
pose is to make plainer to those interested in zeolite 
softeners just how the super-rapid properties of 
CRYSTALITE, and its greater total capacity are 
a decided advance. These points are dealt with in 
the following pages. 


Advantages of Greater Capacity 


Although the depth of the zeolite bed in the 
apparatus may be varied somewhat, this dimension 
of the bed is not varied so much as the cross-sec 
tional area, Usually the sectional area is circular 
because most zeolite softeners are cylindrical. Al- 
though many are operated in vertical posit 
some are placed in a horizontal position solely to 
obtain greater area in a single unit. In this position 
the shape of the cross-section is of course, more 
nearly rectangular. 

Ie is the area that must vary in proportion to the 
flow required in gallons per hour. For example, a 
softener of $000 gallons per hour must have twice 
the area of one 2500 gallons per hour, etc, The unit 
of area, therefore, as in filter practice, becomes the 
unit by which the size of a water softener is reck: 
oned, and the unit of area is the square foot. A bed 
of greensand of standard depth and one square foot 
in area has a capacity of about 10,000 grains of 
hardness calculated as calcium carbonate. This 
means simply that it will soften $00 gallons of 20 
grain water or any number of gallons which, mul 
tiplied by the hardness in grains, will equal 10,000 
grains—total of softening work. Each time this 
amount of work is done, the bed must be regener

ated—a process requiring (1) a cleansing wash, 
(2) a contact with brine, and (3) a fresh water wash 
to expel the waste products of regeneration. Alto- 
gether, a square foot column of greensand consumes 
50 to 60 gallons of water in the process of regenera 
tion. The amount of water wasted is 10 to 12 per 
cent of the capacity (500 gallons) with water of 
20 grains hardness, and this percentage becomes 
higher as the hardness increases, because the capac 
ity in gallons is reduced in the same proportion as 
the hardness increases and vice versa, while the 
amount of water required for regenerating is about 
constant. This item of waste water is an operating 
cost the same as salt or labor and is an important 
consideration especially with the harder waters 
CRYSTALITE with its much greater total capac 
ity reduces this item of cost fully 50% and the 
reason is obvious. The softening work done by 4 
square for bed of CRYSTALITE of usual depth is 
twice that of greensand, or 20,000 grains, which is 
equal to 1000 gallons of water of 20 grains hardness. 


¢¢ the bed of CRYSTALITE regenerates with sub- 
stantially the same amount of waste water, namely 
50 to 60 gallons, the waste is only 5 co 6 percent 
Another thing, the frequency of attention for 
regeneration is reduced to half that necessary for 
greensand 
When water itself is an item of cost, and it usu: 
ally is even when pumped from a nearby free sup- 
ply, the Type-C Softener cuts this cost item in half 


The Advantages of Greater 
Speed of Activity 

Zeolites that preceded gi nd were capable 
of handling water of 20 gr hardness at only slow 
rates of flow, The usual flow per square foot of 
area was about 85 gallons per hour. With green 
sand, this rate jumps to 300 gallons per hour and 
because of this quite radical increase one can readily 
reconcile the term “rapid rate"™ which came to be 
applied to greensand softeners.

Now because of a similar increase, CRYSTALITE 
softeners are termed “'super-rapid,"’ the rate per 
unit of area having been increased 100% over that 
of greensand co 600 gallons per hour on 20 grain 
water 

CRYSTALITE softeners of the same area as green 
sand softeners, therefore, possess twice the capacity 
per regeneration and 100% greater flexibility. Or to 


capacity per regeneration 
as greensand softeners are of half the area and thus 
require less space for installation and are of equal 
flexibility in flow rate. 

Also, because of the lesser area, the amount of 
water wasted per regeneration is 50% of that of the 
greensand softener, 


Salt Consumption and Economy 


The usual rating given to CRYSTALITE is 1000 
grains of exchange capacity for each one-half pound 
of salt consumed. By varying the amount of salt 
used for regeneration, the capacity total in gallons 


may be varied considerably at will. This variation 
can cover a range of nearly 200% with the salt rate 
varying from 4 (0 .7 of a pound per thousand 
grains 

Thus it is possible to select a salt rare which will 
give a capacity fitting the soft water requirements 
of any shift or day. Also the selection of salt rate 
makes possible a constant supply of soft water re- 
sgardless of the usual changes in hardness of the raw 
water 


Effective Size and Weight 


The weight of a zeolite may be greatly mislead- 
ing. To state that greensand weighs 90 pounds per 
cubic foot while CRYSTALITE weighs bur 50 
pounds per cubic foot sounds discouraging for the 
latter. The effective weight in water, however, is 
another subject entirely, While greensand is actu- 
ally heavier on the scales than an equal volume of 
CRYSTALITE, the importance of effective size and 
relative weight in water must not be overlooked. 
The same is true of sands selected for filtration 
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work—many are rejected because the grains are (00 
small to measure up Co the effectiveness required. 

Te must be kept in mind that in a slowly rising 
column of water, very small particles of even a very 
heavy substance will tend to lift while larger par 
ticles of the same substance will remain unmoved 
This is because the very tiny particle has more sur 
face for its bulk and weight than a larger particle 
of the same substance; the surface friction of the 
passing water being greater in the case of the smaller 
particle, its tendency to move along becomes 
greater as the size of the particle diminishes. 

Greensand has an effective size of 0.25 milli 
meters, and when many of the grains break up into 
the smaller particles of which they are composed, 
the effective size becomes $0 reduced that loss on 
back washing must occur; or if the wash rate is 
reduced co prevent this loss, then the bed becomes 
mud-like and almost impervious to the passage of 
water 

CRYSTALITE has an effective size of 0.45 or 
nearly double that of greensand. And while this 
difference is partially offset by the lesser dry weight 


of CRYSTALITE, the result is an effective weight 
ely greater for CRYSTALITE than for 
the greensand grains of proper size 
This means that at the same washing and cleans 
g rate of flow, there is less tendency to expel 
CRYSTALITE with the waste water than is the 
case with greensand, Further, it is possible to 
tly reduce this danger by increasing the effec 
tive size of CRYSTALITE, a matter entirely beyon 
the control of man in the case of the n 
sand 


It has been poi the effective size of 
CRYSTALITE is nearly double thar of greensand 
A crude example will illustrate the effect of size 
upon the resistance to the passage of water. For 

stance, a tube of lead shor one-eighth inch in 
diameter will pass the same flow of water much 
more readily than the same tube filled with lead 
shot only one-sixteenth inch in diameter. The en 
tire stream is more finely divided in the case of the

smaller shot and, therefore, the resistance increases, 
because as the interspaces become smaller the sur- 
face friction becomes greater. 

The shape of the particles also has an influence 
on resistance to water flow. In the case of the green- 
sand, the grains are regular in shape and fic together 
better co form a more nearly solid mass. On the 
other hand, CRYSTALITE grains are irregular in 
shape; do not fit together so readily; and thus give 
freer passage to flowing water in and among the 
grains, 

‘The accompanying loss of head curves indicates 
the advantage of CRYSTALITE with its lesser 
resistance. Better pressure for soft water distribu 
tion to points of use is one result. When pumps must 
be used for such distribution, CRYSTALITE re- 
quires a lower pump pressure and therefore a lower 
pumping cost. 


Type C Softener Construction 


The design and construction of Type C Interna 
tional softeners, leave nothing to be desired. Every 
detail is properly cared for in itself and in its rela: 
tion to the complete equipment. Simplified installa 
tion and operation are carried out to completion as 
should be expected of the International organiza: 


The Smaller Sizes 


Vertical softeners of the C Type are built in two 
styles. The smaller sizes of this type are of our 
Style P design which applies to those having a 
diameter of 42 inches or less 


The Larger Sizes 


All larger sizes ranging in diameter from 48 
inches to 108 inches are of our Style S design 
Description of these two general styles is given in 
sufficient detail to serve as a specification 


The Style P 


Containers for Style P International Softeners are 
buile for a working pressure of 100 pounds per 
square inch. While lighter metal could be used for 
these Style P sizes for lower working pressures, it 
is not deemed good practice to use it. Deterioration 
of these containers is mostly from the outside in, and 
is duc to failure of users to apply protective paint 
after the original shop or field coats have worn out 
Condensation which forms on all cold metal sur 
faces subjected to a humid atmosphere together 
with the exposure to air works havoc with metal 
Without proper paint protection, renewed when 
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necessary, serious rusting of the outside takes place, 
thus weaker the metal. For this reason heavier 
metal than required for ordinary pressures is used 
and the standard of these International Softeners 
is for 100 pounds working pressure 


Style P Container Design 


The design of the Style P container takes into 
account the comparatively small inside space of 
these sizes, also the fact that assembly is often 
handled in the field without our supervision. To 
facilitate the field work of installing these sizes, no 
pipe underdrain is used, thus avoiding the u 
concrete fill for the bottom and saving the time for 
the setting. Instcad, these sizes are provided with 
heavy steel underdrain plate fitted with No. 3 
International Tobin Bronze Strainers, the same as 
used in International filter plants. Spacing of the 
strainers is six inches center to center and the throat 
size is 4 inch diameter, 


Style S Container Design 
The larger sizes of the Style $ design are built for 
a working pressure of 67 pounds per square inch. 
To save head room, the lower connection of these 
containers is placed in the side of the shell and 


made up to the central header of the underdrain 
consisting of lateral pipes spaced six inches center 
to center, The laterals carry No. 3 International 
Tobin Bronze Strainers placed six inches center to 
center in both directions. After the underdrain is 
assembled in the container, all under space is filled 
with concrete and the top cemented over to form a 
smooth floor for the softener bed. Only the strainers 
project through the cemcitt from the underdrain co 
provide the necessary water passages co and from 
the softener bed. 

The upper connection is in the center of the top 
container head which is provided with the neces 
sary man-hole for access co the interior of the con- 
tainer. Immediately under the upper connection, 

water stilling baflle is built into the container, 
requ assembly or attention during installa 


Supports 


Containers of all Type C International Softeners 
are provided with supports requiring only plain 
level floor of proper thickness to carry the weight 
Ball type flanges riveted securely to the bottom 
head prevent tipping and avoid the danger of in 
juring workmen engaged in setting containers when 
placed upon loose or jointed supports. The ball

flanges rest upon heavy cast floor plate sockets 
extended sulficiently to give the necessary under 
clearance 


Type C Control 


All main operating valves for cach Type C In 
ternational Softener Unit are furnished together 
with the necessary fittings, arranged 
ready to be mounted cn the softener front, Six main 
operating valves are required for the three simple 
operations of regeneration. Only two valves are 
open at a time, first—to backwash the unit, sec 
ond—to admit the regenerating sale brine, and 
third—to wash out the waste products of re 
ation 

While the Softener Unit is in service, its ewo 
main valves, inlet and outlet, are open, all others 
being closed. It will be noted that all valves are 
within easy reach and logically arranged so that 
operation is readily understood 


The use of a single cast manifold to which the 
ope valves are flanged provides for proper 
ali , climinates many screwed joints, and 
makes repair or replacement of any one of the valves 
possible without taking down the entire softener 
front. While this is a re

tional design, Use of the cast manifold for the con 
trol assembly is standard practice with Inter 
tional Softeners of all sizes from 30-inch diameter 
up and of both Vertical and Horizontal Styles. 
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Flow Indicator Gauge 


Flow Indicator 


‘The control of each Type C Softener Unit is 
provided with a flow indicator gauge to guide the 
operator during the regeneration. It is necessary 
to backwash any filter type softener in preparation 
for the following salt brine regeneration. This is 
a process which is performed best and with most 
economical use of water, at a certain rate of flow 
The Indicator of the International Softener tells 
the operator at a glance when the flow is exactly 
right. Adjustment in flow to the correct indicated 
wash rate may be made by slight increase or de 
crease in the wash valve opening, 

The same Flow Indicator serves during the re- 
wash operation—merely opening the rewash waste 
valve until the gauge registers proper flow for the 
operation is all that is necessary. The importance 
of performing the regeneration step as nearly alike 
cach time as possible should not be left to the judg: 
ment of the operator. No man can look at a strean 
of water and state the quantity of flow with any 


degree of accuracy. The International Indicator 
Gauge completely eliminates the guess work; re- 
duces the regeneration to routine operations which 
are always handled alike; and brings the resulting 
Ferformance up to and maintains it at highest 
effi 


Interconnected Loss of Head 
Gauge and Test Cocks 


Each Type C Softener Unit is provided with 
suitable pressure gauge interconnected and pro- 
vided with cocks so that cither inlet or outlet 
pressures may be registered. The use of one gauge 
for this double purpose is necessary on the Inter- 
national Softener because the usual difference in 
pressure between inlet and outlet is too little to 
be registered by two separate gauges or a duplex 
gauge of ordinary accuracy 

The main purpose of the loss of head gauge is to 
provide the operator with means for keeping track 
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Loss of Head Gauge and Test Cocks 


of the softener bed condition, especially during 
times of peak loads or during times when the tur- 
bidity of the raw water may be higher than ordi- 
narily should be supplied to the softener. 

The manifold connections for the loss of head 
gauge are provided with cocks for drawing samples

of raw or soft water for test purposes, and, in all,

Soft Water Meter 


The meter supplied with each Type C Soft- 
ener Unit is a standard make with straight reading 
register in Imp. Gallons, rate indicator hand, and 
set-back contact arm and connections for electric 
signal. Meters for International Softener Units are 
placed on the soft water outlet so that only cl 
soft water passes through same. This position of 
the meter avoids set back adjustments for regener 
ation water which would be necessary if the meter 
were placed on the inlet side 

Measure of water for backwashing and rewashing 
is provided for on the Type C Unit through the 
use of the Flow Indicator Gauge used to control 
these operations. Ir is possible, therefore, to keep 
a careful check at all times on the performance 
and cost of operating the International Type € 
Softener. 
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Salt Storage Brine Tank 


The storage of sale for several regenerations is 
provided for in the International Steel Brine Tank. 
Although the standard brine tank is made 48 inches 
in height for convenience in rechargi sof 

size or shape to better accommodate available 
space, or provide greater storage for salt, can be 
furnished. For unusual conditions, designs for sale 
storage will be drawn up so that purchasers may 
build their own brine tanks or reservoirs 

In addition to being a storage for salt, the Inter- 
national brine tank also serves as a saturated brine 
solution accumulator and measuring device, Each 
standard brine tank is fitted with an underdrain or 
draw-off system covering the entire bottom. This 
system is overlaid with a layer of % in. x 3 in. 
filter gravel which supports the bed of salt above. 
The advantage of this method of construction is 
in avoiding the use of wooden or steel draw-off 
boxes which take up space and prevent uneven 
withdrawal of brine from the salt bed above. Also, 
more rapid withdrawal of brine is possible with 
assurance of obtaining saturated solution and 
therefore accurate measure of salt used each time

Salt Handling and Measure 


It is not necessary to measure or weigh the salt 
put into the brine tank. To assure saturated solution 
in the draw-off system, a bed of salt at least 10 to 
12 inches deep must lie upon the layer of gravel at 
all times. The full charge of salt may form a bed 24 
to 30 inches in depth, but should be replaced when 
used down to the least permissible depth stated 
above. Handling of salt for charging the brine tank 
is therefore a simple matter—a chore to be per- 
formed once in a week or ten days depending upon 
size of equipment, ete. 

The actual measure of the salt is secured by 
drawing out of the tank a given amount of satur 
ated solution for each regeneration. Since saturated 
solution of brine contains a fixed amount of salt 
per gallon or other unit of volume, measure of salt 
is secured volumetrically. This method of measure 
is not only extremely accurate, but is simple to 
handle, 

‘A depth gauge and indicator mounted in the 
brine tank shows the exact number of inches of 
brine drawn out each time 
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Brine Delivery 

Delivery of the required amount of brine to the 
Softener unit undergoing regeneration is usually 
by hydraulic pump or ejector. The suction of the 
ejector is connected through the side of the brine 
tank to the draw-off system; pressure water is con- 
nected through a control valve to the ejector inlet; 
and the discharge of diluted brine is piped from 
the ejector to the brine inlet valve of the softener 
control front. Ejectors of generous size are sup- 
plied with the International brine system so that 
the quantity of brine required for a regeneration 
may be quickly handled to save time: 

When water pressures are too low to operate 
hydraulic ejectors, or where the installation is 
sizeable, motor driven brine pumps may be used 
instead of ejectors. Such pumps may be started 
and stopped by remote control electrical devices 
when distant settings are required. When condi 
tions are understood, we are pleased to submit 
drawings for most suitable arrangements of equip 
ment required

Quality of the Soft Water 
and Test 


When the Type C Softener is installed and 
operated according to our written instructions, it 
produces a full capacity of zero hardness water. By 
zero hardness water, we mean water containing no 
lime or magnesia that can be detected by the ordi- 
nary analytical methods employed in water exam- 
ination 

The field soap test should not be confused with 
or considered the equal in accuracy of the analysis 
performed in the laboratory. It is merely a rough, 
handy, and quick means of checking end points of 
softener operation. The test outfit furnished with 
the International Softener is arranged for making 
4 quick, simple determination, The soap solution 
furnished for the test is made to such a standard 
that when two drops are required to form a per 
manent suds in a given amount of water contains 
1.0 grain per Imp. Gallon, or 17 parts per million 
of hardness as Calcium Carbonate. 
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h additional drop in securing « permanent 
suds, after the first two have been used, counts as 
another grain of hardness. 

The capacity soft water delivered by the International 
Softener requires but one drop of this soap solution for 
the tat. 


Zero-hardness Water Has Many 
Important Uses 


The Zeolite or base-exchange water softener has 
a wide range of application in practically every 
water -consuming industry or institution, The 
benefits from use of zero-hardness water are of fi 
teaching and enormous value. When actually 
neasured and credited fairly to the softener, these 
benefits range in value often to the extent of several 
times the cost, in a year's time. In certain cases, 
operation without zerohardness water, is so in 
practical chat it becomes almost impossible 

A generally important benefit derived from zero 
hardness water, is prevention of scale in boilers, 


heaters, feed pumps, feed pipes and hot water dis- 
tributing lines. Clean boilers and heaters use less 
fuel and operate longer without shut-down. 

In laundering, as is obvious, water of zero hard- 
ness saves large percentages of soaps, alkalies, and 
other washing supplies, which are factors in 
cleansing operations. Much time and labor is also 
saved and what is equally important, the zero 
hardness water assists materially in improving and 
maintaining quality of work 

For textile processes, zero hardness water is one 
of the prime essentials. Uniformity of quality, 
color and finish all revert back to the condition of 
the water used. Uniform water of zero hardness 
becomes the basis of condition from which all 
work may have an even start. Although soft water 
saves enormous quantities of supplies, much addi- 
tional benefit is derived through saving of time and 
labor, rejects, reruns, and spoils. 

Institutions, such as hotels and hospitals, which 
have many water-consuming departments and ex: 
tensive plumbing systems, use zero hardness water 
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with advantage all along the line. Hot water 
equipment and its maintenance are of no small 
importance, for service must be unfailing 

‘The laundering of the linens is of special import 
ance. While there is saving of wash-room supplies 
with the zero hardness water, the life of linens

is greatly increased and the cost of replacements 
reduced from a third to a half of the amoune with 
hard water washing.

Soft Water for 
Municipalities 

With a zeolite which lends itself to more econom 
ical operation, the application co city water sup 
plies becomes possible, The ewo principal operating 
costs are for the salt used to regenerate the zeolite, 
and for the water used in the regeneration process. 

The salt used for regeneration may be reduced to 

low as one-third pound per 1,000 gallons of zero 
hardness water per hardness grain co the gallon 


Sizes 84° to 108° 


For instance, a water containing 15 Grains per Imp. 
gallon of hardness as CaCO, requires 5 pounds of 
salt per 1,000 gallons softened to zero hardness. 
Bulk salt in car lots ranges in price from $5.00 to 
$10.00 per ton delivered, depending considerably 
upon the freight. 

The softening cost with such water ranges there- 
fore, from $12.50 to $25.00 per million gallons. 
Further reduction in sale cost may be accomplished 
by by-passing enough of the hard or unsoftened 
Water into the soft water lines to increase the hard- 
ness from zero to about 3 grains per gallon. With 
water of 15 grains hardness, as much as one gallon 
may be by-passed to every four gallons that are 
softened, thus diluting the hardness of the raw 
water down to 15 grains in 5 gallons, or 3 grains to 
one gallon. Incidentally, this reduces the softening 
cost 20%, bringing the figures for salt per million 
gallons down to $10.00 to $20.00 depending upon 
the sale cost. 

Water cost for regeneration will vary greatly 
with the different types of zeolites. Since the 
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amount of water required per square foot of softener 
bed area is fairly well fixed, the amount will vary 
inversely with the total exchange capacity of the 
zeolite selected. It is this property of Crystalite 
namely high total capacity which by inverse ratio 
results in low regeneration water cost—and the low 
salt cost that bring Crystalite to a practical pos- 
sibility for municipal supplies 

While softener plants for this purpose are all of 
the same general principle as to operation, many 
different arrangements of equipment are possible. 
Either of two types of equipment, pressure or grav- 
ity, may be used, depending upon the nature of the 
water supply, methods of pumping, storage, etc., 
and the need for preliminary sedimentation and 
filtration 

Crystalite may be used in open gravity basins. 
The softener bed of Crystalite three feet in depth 
may be operated at rates up to four gallons per 
minute per square foot of area with a maximum 
water head of only eleven and a half feet. As with 
gravity filters, this total head may be partly posi 


tive and partly negative in order thar the softener 
bed basins may be of the dimensions common to 
gravity filter basins, co which they are similar.

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INTERNATIONAL PRESSURE FILTERS 
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Early Methods: 


History shows that there has always been a 
desire for clean clear water, at least for drink 
ing purposes. The ancients often went to con- 
siderable effort to obtain their water supply 
from unpolluted springs or water sheds, some: 
times at a considerable distance {rom the town. 
Rome supplied with three qualities of 
water, the least best for general purposes, the 
next best for the fountains and washing 
troughs and the very best exclusively for drink 
ing purposes. 

Where turbid waters were, of necessity, used 
for drinking water there is record that porous 
sand stone and earthenware filters were used by 

ancient Egyptians and also by the Japanese 

here is also. record of clarification of turbid 

water by syphoning the liquid from one ves- 

sel to another by the capillary action of porous 
material, such as a skein of wool, 


Slow Sand Filters: 


‘The practical application of filtration to en 
tire public water supplies probably dates from 
about 1800, Records show that in about 1810 
slow sand filters were installed in Scotland and 
that in 1829 one of the London water com: 
panies installed the first sand filter of this type. 
The eventual adoption of this system for all of 
the London water supply, and for many other 
nglish cities, led to its being called "The Eng. 
lish system" as its use spread throughout 
Europe. 

Slow sand filters are still used to a consider 
able extent in Europe and also in a number of 
localities in America. ‘These filter plants con- 
sist of a number of beds of sand varying in size 
from one-quarter to one acre, usually rectangu: 
lar in shape, and covered, if the winter tempera- 
ure is lower than 32 degrees. ‘The fine filter sand 
is superimposed on three or more layers of 
graded gravel, under which is a simple form of 
Underdrain either of brick or tile. 
provided with suitable piping to control the 
influent, effluent, ete. 


FILTRATION 


Some waters may be put onto slow. sand 
filters without any preliminary treatment, but in 
the great majority of cases. preliminary sedi 
mentation and sometimes sedimentation and co: 
agulation are used to prepare the water for the 
filters. 

With the slow sand filters an immense sur 
face filtering area is necessary, because to obtain 
the desired results the rate of filtration should 
be maintained at about three million gallons 
per acre per day—although in some plants the 
rate is but half and in others twice that figur 
As the sand used is of rather small grain si 
and the rate of flow very slow. the filter in it 
self acts as a strainer, taking out considerable 
suspended matter. However, with the slow 
sand filter the surface of the sand bed provides 
a place for great numbers of organisms to grow 
and develop. These form an adherent mass that 
holds back and collects the bacteria and organ- 
isms in the water, ‘This mat or film (sometimes 
referred to as the “schmutzdecke”) is the ac 
tive part of the bed and until it has been formed 
the efficiency of the filter is very low. To 

ripen” the filter bed, the slow sand filter is 

started at about one-third of its usual rate and 
then increased gradually so that not until three 
‘or four days later is the filter operated at its 
normal capacity 

Depending upon the character of the 
water, whether or not it has been given prelim: 
inary treatment, the rate of filtration, the maxi- 
mum loss of head allowable, etc., the slow sand 
filter will deliver anywhere from 50,000,000 to 
400,000,000 gallons per acre of filter area be 
fore cleaning is necessary 

The slow sand filter is cleaned by scraping 
and removing from the filter an inch or two of 
sand from the surface of the bed. the sand be 
ing washed and either placed back on the bed 
immediately or put in the storage bins and re. 
placed after several scrapings and cleanings. 

Slow sand filters are limited in use to 
handling waters of low turbidity and color and 
where sufficient ground area is available to pro- 
vide for the immense filter beds and settling 
basins. 
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Rapid Sand Filters: 


The first rapid sand or “mechanical” filters 
were built in the United States during the early 
80's. They were installed by the paper indus: 
try to solve the problem of handling large 
volumes of water and removing the coarser par 
ticles of suspended matter that were spoiling 
their product 

These early filters consisted of cylindrical 
tanks provided with a simple strainer under: 
drain system, a bed of gravel and sand, wash 
water troughs and operating piping. They were 
not capable of removing the finer or colloidal 
suspended matter and had bat little effect on 
removal of bacteria, However, they crudely 
served their purpose and represented anim 
mense step forward because of savings in first 
cost and space required 

Rapid sand filters differ from slow sand fil 
ters not only in the rate of flow of water 
through the sand bed—but also in design, con 
struction and operation. ‘The smaller area of 
the filter unit, and consequently its more rapid 
clogging. requires. means for rapid and auto: 
matic cleaning. ‘The methods used to quickly 
wash the sand gave rise to the early term “me 
chanical filters.” “The high rate of filtration 
(125,000,000 gallons per acre per day—or even 
more) necessitates the use of a coarser and mor 
uniform filter sand—as well as the formation of 
an “artificial mat’” on top the sand bed. 

When the introduction of chemical coagu 
ants to gather together the finer suspended mat 
ter and to form this artificial mat gave such 
surprising results it immediately prompted many 
mechanical improvements. As a result of con: 
tinual research and improvement the efficiency 
of the rapid sand filter has steadily increased 
until today it is the predominating type of filter 
throughout the world. 

These improvements in the modern filter 
might be grouped under the following classifi 
cations: 

Proper coagulation 

Efficient underdrain systems 

Standardization of sizes and depth of the 
supporting gravel and filter sand. 

Proper wash water piping and troughs. 
jandardization of rates of filtration and 
backwash, 

Size and arrangement of control piping. 

Use of automatic rate controllers, gauges. 
ete, 

‘To meet all these and other conditions, the 
modern rapid sand filter bears but little resem- 
blance to its forerunner, the slow sand filter

Coagulation: 

To make the rapid sand filter more than a 
strainer it is necessary (0 use a congulant to pro: 
vide an efficent mat on the surface of the filter 
bed—instead of the slowly accumulated organic 
slime or “schmutzdecke” of the slow sand 
filter. 

And—if the water is very turbid—the coagu- 
lant must be added and sedimentation provided 
‘ore the water passes {0 the filter, $0 as to re 
move the bulk of the suspended matter out 
side the filter, otherwise too frequent washing 

will be necessary. 

The common coagulant is alum. Lump am 
monium or potash alum for use in pressure 
coagulant feeders and aluminum sulphate 
(sometimes termed “filter alum") when the 
coagulant is made up and fed as a solution. 

Practically ,all waters are alkaline and this 
natural alkalinity —calcium carbonate and 
magnesium  carbonate—decomposes. the alum 
with a resultant heavy white flocculent precipi 
tate of aluminum hydrate, If the water is not 
naturally alkaline— (or its natural alkalinity has 
been exhausted by continuous circulation and 
refiltration as in swimming pool filter systems) 

artificial alkalinity is added in the form of 
soda ash or lime—or in the form of sal-soda if 
a pressure alkalinity feeder is used 

‘The action of the insoluble gelatinous sticky 
aluminum hydrate can be compared to that of 
the white of egg in'clearing coffee. It entangles 
all the suspended matter, absorbs the color, and 
gathers the finer particles into flocs that can 
be readily settled, or which are caught on the 
filter sand, being too large to pass through the 
spaces between the grains. ‘The coagulum forms 
a gelatinous mat on the surface of, and:in the

During coagulation, the originally turbid or 
cloudy water undergoes a complete change in 
appearance, for in place of the murkiness the im 
purities become coarse grained and floculent 
with the surrounding water itself fairly clear 
Ie is then a comparatively simple matter to fly 
the water 


Underdrain Systems: 


The underdrain system of a tapid sand filter 
serves a two-fold important purpose—to uni 
formly distribute the water during washing 
and to collect the filtered water without loss of 
sand. ‘The underdrain actually. consists of the 
gravel layers and. the distributing manifold 
system: 

Aside from supporting the sand bed—the 
gravel is the principal means of distributing the 
wash water and many cases of faulty filter op 
eration can be traced to improperly graded, poor 
quality or not sufficient filter gravel 

To uniformly collect the filtered water—but 
more important—to uniformly supply the wash 
water to the underside of the gravel—is the pur 
pose of the distributing manifold. ‘The systems 
in common use are 

A pipe manifold system with bronze “strain 
ers” oF orifice nozzles screwed into the tops of 
the header pipe and laterals. 

A pipe manifold system, the pipes perfo 
rated on the underside in either single or double 
rows. 


din system with the laterol pipes. per 
rated on the underside. The cenctete subs

The “Wagner Bottom’ —distributing pipes 
with large perforations interspaced by slotted 
precast concrete blocks.

Gravel Layers: 


In order to properly support the filter sand. 
the filter gravel must be small enough at the 
top layer, and to diffuse the wash water—must 
be fairly large at the lowest layer around or on 
top the distributing manifold. Each grading 
must be of fairly uniform size and practically 
free from flat pieces. ‘The gradation must be 
such as to prevent small pebbles from falling 
through lower layers. 

Modern, practice calls for as many as five 
and a minimum of three gradations ranging in 
size from 2% inches at the bottom to '% inch 
diameter at the top. 


Filter Sand: 


ca sand, which was the first material used. 
ig still the accepted filtering medium of today 
Crushed quartz, crushed marble, charcoal, coke 
and screened anthracite coal have also been used 

but usually to take care of some special con: 
ditions. Porous filter materials are to be avoided 


as they cannot be washed clean and are breeding 
places for bacteria 


Whereas little attention was formerly paid to 
the quality and uniformity of filter sand, expe- 
rience has proven that for proper results definite 
standards must be met and now this filtering 

must pass rigid tests and specifications. 
and performs its function as a. filtering 
dium through its ability to hold back the 
coagulum or floc containing the suspended and 
colloidal impurities in the water. Theoretic 
ally, the top surface of the sand performs this 
duty. and it is assumed in practice that none 
of the coagulum penetrates beyond a depth of 
six inches into the sand. It is customary to 
provide a depth of sand of from 18 to 24 inches 
in industrial filters, to as much as 30 inches in 
municipal filters, the latter extreme depth being 
required by the dictates of some boards of health 
or the individual practice of some engincers. 

The sand bed should not be so shallow as to 

easily channelled or broken through during 
filtering and yet not so deep as to offer un- 
needed resistance to the flow of water 

Suitability of a sand as a filtering medium 
depends upon its chemical character, freedom 
from clay. dirt, organic matter and other im 
purities and its uniformity. Unless it is of uni- 
form size the smaller grains will pack in the 
voids between the coarser geains causing undue 
resistance to the flow of water. Well rounded 
grains are considered preferable to sharp grains 
because the former do not pack so readily and 
clean much better 


curate picture of the size and grading of filter 
sand. These two measurements are the Effec 
tive Size and Uniformity Coefficient: 

By “Effective Size" is meant the size of the 
sand grains—usually expressed in decimal frac 
tions of a millimeter—than which 10% by 
weight of the sand is finer and 90% coarser 
Thus the “Effective Size” is the minimum size 
of the great bulk of the sand particles, but it 
does not indicate either the limits of coarseness, 
or the degree of variation in the size of the par 
ticles included in the 90% 

Therefore, in order to assure that the varia 
tion is not too great a second measurement o 
the sand is made. This is the size of san¢ 
grains than which 60% by weight of the sand 
is finer and 40% coarser. ‘This size, divided by 
the “Effective Size" is called the “Uniformity 
Coefficient 

For example, if a screen analysis show 
10% of a sand was finer than 0.40 mill 
and 60% was finer than 0.64 millimeter 

Effective Size” would be 40 mm, and the 

Uniformity Coefficient” would be 0.64 di 
vided by 0.40 or 1.6. Obviously, the more 
uniform the sand, the more nearly alike will be 
the sizes of grains than which 10% is finer and 
than which 60% is finer—or—the closer will 
the “Uniformity Coefficient approach 1.0, 

The most desirable, “Effective Size’ and 

Uniformity Coefficient’ depend upon the con 
ditions of filter operation and the quality of 
filtered water desired, Modern practice calls 
for at least two gradings of filter sand. Inter- 
national filters are provided with silica sand of 

Effective Size” of from 0.35 to 0.55 m.m.—as 
conditions warrant—and a “Uniformity Coeffi- 
cient’” of from 1.75 to 1.6. 

When a filter is washed, the entire sand bed 
rises and grades itsel{—the finest particles on 
top, grading down to the coarsest at the bot 
tom—so that such sand automatically pro: 

es the several size condition that is most de 


Chemical Requirements: 


The filter bed must be insoluble in water and 
the usual specification for filter sand and gravel 
is that it shall not lose more than 5% in weight 
when treated with concentrated hydrochloric 
acid for 24 hours. ‘This is principally to insure 
the absence of limestone, which, on account of 
its relative softness and appreciable solubility 
would not stand up under agitation during 
washing

Rates of Filtration 


‘The maximum rate of filtration depends 
upon the required quality of filtered water, the 
character and condition of the filter sand and the 
character of the water to be filtered, Water can 
be forced through a pressure filter at enormous 
rates if sufficient pressure is applied—but the 
water will not be filtered, in fact, at excessive 
rates the water will hardly be “strained.” th 
coagulum will be driven deep down into the 
sand and the filter bed ultimately ruined. 

For efficient operation and proper quality of 
effluent, the rate of filtration should be care 
fully controlled and rapid fluctuations avoided. 
Standard practice has set a rate of from two to 
three gallons per minute per sq. ft. of filter 
area as being a conservative rating. Lower or 
higher rates may be required or allowable under 
special conditions. 

The standard specifications for pressure water 
filters. as approved by the American Waterworks 
Association and the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers give the following rates of 
filtration as standard 

Whenever the water is to be used for domestic 
purposes or to secure full bacterial purification 
the capacity shall be based on a rate of filtra- 
tion not to exceed 2 gallons per minute per sq 
ft. of filtering area and a coagulant must be 
used. 

Rates of filtration for various uses should con 
form to the following schedule 


2 gals. per sq. ft. per minute for all supplies

2 to 5 gals, per sq. ft, per minute as condi 
tions may warrant for double filtration, using 
sand followed by charcoal, where reduction of 
color, odor, taste or certain forms of iron is de 
sired. “This method of filtration is not to be 
applied for bacterial purification. 


Washin; 


Provision for proper washing of the sand 
bed is equally as important as the area of the 
filter. ‘The filter retains what is removed from 
the water and will continue to work satisfac 
torily only so long as it is properly washed. 
A filter is usually run until the maximum al: 
lowable loss of head is reached—or until the 
desired rate can no longer be maintained. 
Therefore, at regular intervals the filter is cut 
out of service, the waste valve opened and water 

ferably filtered water—admitted to the 
underdrain system at a rate sufficient to expand 
or float the sand bed, to scrub or scour the sand

The rate of flow of wash water required for 
efficient cleaning depends upon the size of sand 
the system of washing, and the efficiency of the 
wash water distributing system. ‘The modern 
—and simplest method of filter washing is the 
high velocity” wash where the velocity of the 
water alone thoroughly scours and cleans the 
sand. 
High velocity wash needs the most 
form of distributing manifold system and 
proper gravel grading to prevent disturbance of 
the gravel layers and provide uniform distribu: 
tion of wash water, ‘The rate of flow of wash 
water required is 15 gals. per min. per sq. ft. of 
filter area (24 inches vertical rise per minute) 
although under certain conditions flow rates as 
low as 12 gals. per min. (19 inches vertical 
rise) have been found satisfactory 
Where insufficient water is available for high 
velocity wash—air or mechanical agitation may 
filter bed. With such 
minary agitation effective washing re 
es wash water at a velocity of 12 to 15 
inches vertical rise per minute (8 to 10 gals. per 
sq. ft.). The use of mechanical agitators is ob: 
but the air wash system—if properly de- 
will satisfactorily solve the occasional 
problem of insufficient wash water 
The proper rate of flow of wash water is 
most important—washing at low rates of flow 
for even long periods of time only wastes the 
water and does not clean the filter effectively

the impurities during backwashing, the waste 
outlet, trough or pipe should be a definite dis 
tance above the surface of the sand bed, ‘This 
distance is designated as the “freeboard.” ‘This 
depends upon the depth of sand and size of sand 
(which determines the bed expansion) and the 
rate of washing. With modern filter design: 
the general rule is that the freeboard in inches 
pproximates the wash rate in inches of vertical 
rise per minute. 


Pressure Filters: 

The use of pressure filters is as old as the prac 
tice of rapid sand filtration. ‘The term “pres: 
sure’ is used to designate that type of rapid 
sand filter wherein the filter bed is placed in a 
closed container, through which the water passes 
under pressure, This does not mean that high 
pressure is required to pass the water through 
the filter, To operate economically the pressure 
consumed is not more than five pounds at its 
maximum, with a minimum of about one 
pound directly after the filter is washed. 

In comparison with gravity or open type 
rapid sand filters, the pressure filters have certain 
apparent advantages. Connection may be made 
in any pressure line without loss of pressure for 
water distribution except that consumed in the 
filter, as mentioned above. Repumping of the 
water after being filtered is not required. ‘They 
may be quickly installed on simple foundations 
and usually fit into some available space. 
Settling basins and clear water storage can fre 
quently be eliminated. Less precision in opera. 
tion is demanded. ‘The first cost is lower, 
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INTERNATIONAL PRESSURE FILTERS 


Types and Sizes: 


International Pressure Filters such as are 
shown in this bulletin are of two general types 
—vertical and horizontal. The vertical type 
International Filters range in size from 16 inches 
to 96 inches diameter. These sizes are used for 
homes, drinking water systems, hotels, apart 
ment buildings and general industrial purposes. 
‘They may be used singly, in pairs or in bat- 
teries of three or more, For greater capacity 
the International Horizontal Pressure Filters are 
used. ‘The horizontal type are built in two di 
ameters—7 and 8 feet—and range in length 
from 8 to 25 feet. 


International Filters of Other Types: 


International Filters of the gravity or open 
type are described in other bulletins. This type 
has the filter bed in open wood or concrete units 
and has important advantages for certain condi: 
tions of operation, but of cot not con: 
structed to operate under pressure as the type 
shown herein, 


Sedimentation 


While comparitively few waters require sedi 
mentation in connection with International 
Pressure Filters, it can be used advantageously 
with very turbid waters. ‘The purposes of pre 
liminary sedimentation are to allow suspended 
and coagulated matter to settle, to provide time 
for coagulating chemicals to react properly and 
to relieve filters of a large amount of work (at 
east 80 percent), thereby reducing the washing 
of filters to a minimum. 


The time required for settling out suspended 
matter varies, depending on the size and weight 
of the particles, amount of coagulant used. etc 
Where sedimentation is recommended prelimi 
nary to passing the water through International 
Filters, a period of two to six hours holding 
time is generally allowed. ‘This period deter: 
mines the size of settling basin required. 


Coagulation: 

Coagulation and filtration are very intimately 
related in the art of water purificaion. ‘The use 
of a coagulant in connection with the pressure 
filter is essential if it is desired to remove all 
suspended matter visible to the naked eye, The 
spaces between the sand grains of the filter bed 
are sufficiently large to allow the finer particles 
to pass through the filter. In order to retain 
all the suspended matter on top the filter bed it 
is necessary that the impurities be brought to- 
gether into comparatively large particles. This 
is accomplished by introducing a coagulant, 
alum, by means of the coagulant feeder. The 
small amount of alum fed into the water is en: 
tirely and immediately decomposed by the alka: 
linity naturally present in the water or which 
may be added. ‘The chemical reaction which 
takes place produces hydrate of alumina, a heavy 
sticky, gelatinous precipitate. At the same time, 
the electrolytic force set free induces the finer 
particles to gather together in flocs. each of 
which becomes enveloped in the sticky hydrate 
of alumina, 
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International Pressure Coagulant Feeder 


International Pressure Coagulant 
Feeder: 


An. automatic pressure coagulant feeder 
furnished with each International Pressure 
Filter Plant, The feeder is attached to the filter 
inlet. a special proportioner being placed in the 
water line. ‘This proportioner automatically 
by-passes a small percentage of the incoming 
water through the feeder. In this way the co- 
agulant is dissolved, automatically fed and 
mixed with the water entering the filter. 

The International Pressure Coagulant Feed: 
ers are of the quick opening design for conven. 
fence in recharging. ‘The feeder is built of cast 
iron, fitted with brass piping and bronze shut 
off and needle regulating valves. ‘The operator 
increases or decreases the amount of coagulant 
fed by adjusting the regulating valve on the 
feeder. Only Lump Alum (not Aluminum 
Sulphate) should be used. 


Artificial Alkalinity: 


‘When the filter is to be used in connection 
with circulation and refiltration of water for 
swimming pools, etc., an extra feeder should be 
used. Refiltration of the water finally ex 
hausts the natural alkalinity of the water and 
unless artificial alkatinity, such as soda, is sup: 
plied, the coagulant floc is not formed and free 
alum will pass through the filter. For such 
work and for waters low in natural alkalinity 
the use of two feeders, one for alum and one 
for soda, is to be recommended.

International Distributing 
Manifold System: 


The only practical distributing manifold for 
use with pressure filters is the pipe manifold 
consisting of a header pipe with distributing 
lateral pipes. ‘The size of the pressure filter 
units and the steel tank construction does not 
readily permit the use of systems such as the 
Wagner precast concrete block bottom, 

False bottoms of steel plate—unless ridiew 
lously reinforeed—will pulsate or “breathe” so 
that it is impossible to keep orifice nozzles or

Operation: 


‘Water enters the International Filter through 
the top and is distributed uniformly over the 
filter bed by a baffle, which prevents the incom 
ing water directly striking the sand bed and dis 
turbing the surface film.

International Filter Battery: 


Where it is desirable to provide for continu: 
ous service, the advantage of filtered water stor 
age is obvious. But if storage to tide over the 
brief washing periods cannot be provided con: 

niently, a battery of two or more Interna 
tional Filters should be used. Only one filte 
of a battery is washed at a time and a complete 
shut-off of the filtered water supply is thereby 
prevented. 

Another advantage of having filtered water 
storage is that the filter may be washed with 
filtered water, and this is always desirable and 
sometimes necessary. ‘The “battery of three or 
more” International Filters provides for wash- 
ing with filtered water even without storage 
Any one filter of a battery of three or more fil 
ters, can be washed with filtered water from the 
others, by slightly increasing their normal rate

Loss of Head Gauges: 


‘The International Filter is fitted with two 
gauges to show the pressure of the incoming and 
outgoing water. After the filter has been in 
service for a time, the accumulated sediment on 
top the filter bed resists the passage of water 
and this resistance or “loss of head" is shown 
by the gauges. “Clogging” is indicated by the 
difference in pressure shown by the two gauges. 
and when this difference in pressure between in 
fet and outlet reaches about five pounds, it is 
advisable to wash the filter. 


Rate of Flow Indicator: 


Where the quality of the filtered water does 
does not have to meet rigid requirements but 
some check is desired on the rate of flow of each 
filter—the International Venturi Rate of Flow 
Indicator or Manometer is used. ‘The venturi 
tube may be placed in either inlet or outlet line 
of each filter. Connections are made from the 
venturi to the mercury manometer and the dif 
ferential head is indicated by the mercury level. 
A scale gives readings in gallons per minute or 
any other desired factor. Recording gauges are 
sometimes furnished in place of the manometer 
when permanent accords are required: 

pecial venturi tubes and manometers can be 
furnished so as to allow placing the Indicator 
in a combined outlet and wash water line. Such 
an arrangement permits a check of both the filter 
rate of flow as well as that of the wash water 
Both the standard and combined Indicators are 
covered in a separate bulletin. 
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Rate of Flow Controller: 


Although not furnished as standard equip- 
ment, pressure filters of all types and mak 
should be provided with automatic rate of flow 
controllers, especially if partial bacterial puri 
fication is expected or the water is to be used 
for domestic supply—and for the better general 
operation of the filter plant. There is hardly 
a gravity filter installation that is made without 
rate of flow controllers and undue overloading 
of a pressure filter is so much more possible that 
here is even greater reason for automatic con: 
trol 

Depending upon the piping arrangement, the 
rate of flow controller is placed in either the in 
let or outlet line of each filter. The Interna- 
tional Rate of Flow Controller is of the Ven- 
turi type, the differential head automatically 
controlling the movement of the throttling de 
vice so that the filter cannot deliver a greater 
amount of water than that determined by the 
setting on the controller, With all the filters 
equipped with controllers each will handle its 
proper share of the load. whereas a clean filter 
of a battery of filters will always deliver water 
at two or three times its proper rating until the 
other filters have been cleaned.

Some time ago I received 0 Saeco oo 
from the Reverend Principal at the Gordon's In 


Residential School that the 10 H.P. engine in use 
there was worn out and not properly functioning. I 
requested the Canadian Mairbanks-liorse Co. to send 
one of their experts to leok over and report upon the 
engine as it was bought from them, and I have just 
received this. 


Information from the company indicates 
that the cylinder is very badly scored and that to 
renew this and provide a new piston, a new cylinder 
head, complete with valves, etc., and completely 
overhaul the engine, would cost approximately $500.00. 
While this seems to me a large amount, the engine 
should be overhauled before the cold weather sets 
in. It has only been in use for the past six years 
and the expert can offer no reason as to why it should 
now reguire so much repairing. I am assured, however, 
that for the expenditure named, it can be placed in 
first class condition. 


The Principal requested that it should 
be replaced by o 15 H.P. cngine, but I am of the 
opinion thet the lesser expenditure involved in repairing 
the old one would be more economical and should prolong 
ite life for another four or five years. I shall be 
glad if the Department will advise me whether the work 
may be proceeded with.

I am enclosing herewith three copies of #.Dunster's 
account for the work on. above at Gordons School. 
This work has run into more time than was at first 
anticipated,but with so much changing of machinery 
which had to be kept running,it could not be avoided. 
Before the filtration plant could be installed the 
engine had to be changed from it's original foundation 
onto a new one built in the new engine room.Before this 
Was done the generator had to be moved,as it was in the 
spot required for the engine.whe generator could not be 
placed on it's new foundation until such time as the 
engine was also moved as the light had to be kept on for 
the school.'this was srranged by temporally installing the 
senerator and then when all was ready making the change in 
one day;running a temporary line to the switch board 
from the generator. 
As soon as engine and generator were on their new foundations 
it was necessary to arrange for the running of the laundry 
machinery.'’his we had expected to do by a twisted belt 
from the drive wheel to a pulley on overhead shaft,but 
this after several trials was found to be impracticable 
and we had to rearrange the laundry machinery,which now 
runs much better with » direct driven sheft. 

"hen we had the laundry machinery running,the old engine 
bed,a large concrete block,had to be brokem up with 
cold chisel and hammer so that the filter tank could be 
installed;this tank in the meantime was in the hew engine 
room, 

4th the engine bed demolished and the conerete in shape 
to receive the tank it was moved onto it's proper position 
and the fitting and installing commenced.This involved 
running the weter main under the concrete floor to the 
filter tank and then to the pressure tanks;also the 
running of a waste from filter tank to sewer to septic 
tank. ‘hen the actual connecting up of the filter was done 
the two large pressure tanks had to be emptied and the 
work done so that the water supply to the school was not 
interfered with.'this was managed by working during the 
night hours. 

Aftervwe had the filter functioning 0.K.the switchboard 
and batteries had to be moved into the new engine room 
which naturally involved a lot of work on the wiring 

rom generator to switchboard.

@ the residence of the teacher on the Day Star 

This house is in bad condition, but as the people 
who are occupying it are of little or no account andagthey 
are about to leave I thought we could let this matter stand 
until such time as we get people in there who are capable of 
looking after things and then we could put the house in shape. 


With reference to thg appointment of 
a Farming Instructor at the Gordon Indian Residential School, 
I do not know whether the newly appointed Principal has any 
knowledge of farming or not. If he has not this school is 
going to be in a bad way. Canon Irwin had no practical 
knowledge of farming and surrounded himself with the 
poorest class of men possible, and if the new Principal is 
not an improvement I am afraid we cannot look forward to 
any great change for the better.

In corre spondence th the Agent regarding this 
matter he states that from ‘His own observations a great 
deal of the trouble lies in the human element. There 
have been different men in charge of this plant during 
the past four years; some experienced no trouble whilst 
others had nothing but trouble, all depending upon their 
experience and common sense. The Agent goes on to say 
that while he was at the school with a local electrician 
the school engineer started to disconnect the batteries 
from the generator while the latter was running full 
Speed, but he was stopped in time. On the way back to 
Punnichy the electrician who was sent out to fix the 
Plant stated that it would be all right with a new 
generator if it was left in capable hands and not 
monke yed with. 


I am writing this letter to impress upon the 
Department the absolute importance of seeing that the 
school authorities employ competent help to run these 
expensive machines. I am satisfied in my own mind that 
thousands of dollars are wasted annually through 
mismanagement of these plants, and I have been harping 
on this subject for some time hoping that a change would 
be made. It is hard to stand by seeing this destruction 
going on without making some comment on it. The plants 
are up-to-date and in no time there are large bills 
for unwarranted expenditures.

I am enclosing herewith copy of 
a report that I received from Mr. Wm. Swan, of Punnichy, 
who, a8 you know, had charge of the construction work 
at the Gordon School. He is most reliable and the 
report contains a lot of valuable information for the 
Department. I am not in favour, however, of having 
Indians remove this debris unless there is a competent 
foreman in charge and perhaps two or three white men. 
The Indians can do a certain amount of the work but 
to leave them alone at it would only be a waste of 
money. It seems to me this is work that should be 
done without any delay. 


I doubt if we are going to be 
able to carry on the classroom work there at the 
present time. The building is not at all suitable 
and there is no accommodation for the teachers.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 14th. inetant, with reference to the salvaging of 
material from the Gordon School. You ask me to give you 
some idea as to what it would cost to clean up the place 
and provide storage for the materials worth keeping, and 
in reply I would say that it is difficult to answer this 
question. In the first place, all these boilers are down 
in the bottom of the basement floor and they could not be 
removed, excepting at considerable cost, and if we were 
going to protect them from the weather it would mean we 
would have to go to work and build a temporary shed which 
would cost a lot of money. Then again, there is a lot of 
material around that would have to be taken apart. 
Altogether I believe it would cost $2000.00, if not more, 
to look after this material for the period of a year, and 
I think it would pay the Department to seriously consider 
re-building the school at once. The money that would 
be spent on housing this material could be applied on 
a new building. f course, if the school is not to be 
rebuilt steps should be taken to remove the boilers, etc. 
to another part of the country.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 13th. instant No. 121-1-5, informing me that if funds 
are provided by Parliament it is the intention to proceed with 
the rebuildi of the Gordon's School, enclosing copies of the 
floor plans of the school as it appeared before the fire, and 
asking me to interview the Church authorities and return the 
blue prints with any changes that might be desired. In reply 
I may say that I had Archdeacon Knowles, who represents the 
Church in this matter, and who is the practical man on the 
committee, go over the plane with Mr. Swan. He has only 
Suggested one slight change and that is that the clothes room 
be thrown open into the sewin room, and this to me seems a 
practical suggestion as it will give more light and there is 
no reason why it should be partitioned off. 


There is a slight extension to be made to 
the engine room. We had thie extension framed in before, but 
we Se ae well have the concrete basement walls extended to 
include it.

Knowing the great importance of the matter I dealt 
with it on Monday, the 20th., made the necessary changes in 
the plans and dictated the letter. This letter was written 
on Tuesday, the 2let., and together with the plans was sent 
out to Mr. Hay for mailing on that date, but for some reason 
he did not send it out and it remained in his desk for fully 
three weeks before he discovered it. When he did come across 
it again he mailed it without making any mention to me of the 
fact that it had been delayed, nor did he mention it to the 
Clerks in the office until some time after the 13th. of July 
on which date I sent you a telegram asking if the Department 
had come to any decision regarding the building.

As suggested by you on your visit to Punnichy thie week,I 
herewith offer a few suggestions which would in my opinion 
save the Dept.of Indian Affairs money in the building of the 
new school. 
In the first place the removal of the large amount of debris 
from the basement will take some time after the contract is 
let,and as the weather cannot be relied uvon for more than 
another two months;it would appear thet things could be 
speeded up by having the indians and other local labour start 
to clear this at once. This work could be done either by the 
day under a good foreman,or by the load of materialmoved, 
Threshing on the reserves and in the surrounding country is 
now finished and labour is therefore available at very 
reasonable rates.In doing this all materials that are fit 
to use could be checked and stacked,and a price allowed by 
the contractors doing the work, This would also give the 
inspector of the work a better chance to say what could or 
could not be meused, There are about twenty thousand brick 
that could be cleaned and reused in the interior walls of 
the basement,at least 75% of the angle iron lintels could be 
used again,and the two fire escapes have only been damaged 
by falling bricks,and can be easily put in usable condition 
by a blacksmith. 'the two pressure tanks with their supports 
are in good condition and only need refitting with gauges etc. 
The filtration plant only needs new fittings to put it in 
working order,There is 4 considerable quantity of 12" and 6" 
tile which could be cleaned up and used. 
There is also a quantity of material that can be salvaged and 
sold,which would not be used in the new building;such ase the 
two o1d boilers,the hot water tank and henter,the cast iron 
columns,and all the old radiation and pipes.Much of the latter 
would be merely sold as junk,but is an item that might be 
considered, 
e white glazed brick in the kitchen came through the fire 
very could condition,except for a slight gray tinge the 
j@ze appears to be perfectly good,and as the largest portion 
“hese are still standing in the walls they could be salvaged

with very little breakage. 

If this work of cleaning up were done by the Department it 
would certainly result im them having a large quantity of 
material to sell which many of the contractors are now 
figuring on using without allowing very much for same. 
You can readily see that unless some definite check is 
made of this old material much of it will find its way 
into the new building,end the Department will not have 
eredit for it;and what is worse the use of it may be very 
detrimental to the new structure.

While at Touchwood the other day 
I examined what remains of the Gordon's School, 
this being the first time I had seen it since it 
was burnt. 


I found the basement filled almost 
to the ground level with brick, iron pipes, 
radiators, boilers and other material. Mr. Swan, 
who supervised the building of the first school, 
happened to be on the ground looking over the site, 
and in a conversation with him, he thought it would 
have been a wise plan had the Department removed 
all this material and salvaged anything that might 
be used in the new building. 1 asked Mr. Swan to 
write me a letter giving his view on the matter, 
which he has done, and I herewith enclose same. 


I might say that the Department would 
be very well advised to employ Mr. Swan as Building 
Inspector on the new echool. He is very compe tent, 
and as it requires more than an ordinary man to 
look after this job and check up the work, especially 
in view of the fact that some of the old material will 
be used in the reconstruction, I would advise that Mr. 
Swan be given the job. I have already recommended 
this man for the position, but have heard nothing from 
the Department on the matter,

Upon receipt of your letter of Oct.22nd last,appointing 
me temporarily as inspector of construction for the 
rebuilding of the above school,I arranged to visit the 
site with Messrs.Shoouist Bros. ,the contractors.This we 
did on Oct.27th. 

The contractors had had a smeil gang of men on for several 
days previous to this,clearing out debris end building 
bunk houses etc. 

In discussing matters with the contractors I found that 
they had the impression that they would have all material 
salvaged;As I did not read the specifications thet way I 
consulted with the Commissioner ,Mr.Graham,on the matter, 
and he advised that a careful check be made of materials 
with a view to having the Department credited with any 
that was of value. 

I also found that the Contractors aid not exnect to carry- 
on all winter,but in view of the fact thet I had not seen 
their contracts the matter was left for further discussion 
with Mr.Gurney Orr. 

I continued to make a daily 4nspection of the work as the 
cleaning up proceeded,and found that the concrete floors 
over ali of basement hed suffered nothing from the fire; 
the walls to grade were in good condition except for the 
inner four inches of tile which was removed and concrete 
poured/to give an eighteen inch solid concrete wali. 
My.Gurney Orr wes in Punnichy on the fourth and fifth of 
Nov..and all points in question were gone over and settled.

I have written the n.“.Lister Co.,of Winnipeg for § layout 
of the electrical plant so that 4f necessary we may arrange 
for a larger generator room,but up to date 1 have not received 
this. 

With the definite understanding between Mr.Gurney Orr and 
the Contractors that the work was to procedd during the 
winter months I am striving to have them deliver materials 
so that a large gang of men may be kept busy until we have 
any extremely cold weather.At the present time we are having 
a mild spell and the early fall of snow has practically 
disappesred.

Since my last report on Nov.16th work on the above has gone 

on at only « fair rate;slthough delivery of material hes been 
good. Delay in the delivery of reinforcing steel for column 
footines,and of the basement window frames,has held things up 
On Nov.26th we had a mild day during which the colommmfooting 
were poured,and covered in to protect from frost. 

On the 27th the basement frames were being set and three briak 
layers were at work;there are now eight bricklayers at work 
and they are doing a good job. 

During the last two days the weather has turned quite cold,and 
I am holding up the pouring of any concrete. Brickwork is going 
on;the men using hollo metal mortar boards with « low flat 
lamp inside,and as the morter is put on the boards hot from 
being mixed with hot water and hot sand,the work is alright. 

4 have received a letter from K.A.Lister Co.,in which they 
stated that the generator room as shown was quite large enough. 
“he new pump has been connected up with the existing supply 
line and there is now a good supply of water on the job. 

The south wing of the building is now up eighteen courses of 
brick above the concrete foundation wall,and there re several 
courses up on the remainder.With anything like reasoneble 
weather during the next two weeks we should be ready for the 
ground floor steel joists. 

I have made an appointment with the stone-cutter to come up 
from Regina on uesdey next and wo over the whole of the 

cut stone required,so that there mey be no delay or errors in 
the shipments of stone as re uired,

Since my report of “Nov. 30th last the above work has showm 
nly fair progress.The weather in the West has been very 
cold for this time of year,and during several parts of days 
the brickleyers have not worked.I really do not consid 
wise to have bricks laid up under the present conditions 
and am notifying the Uontractors that no more brick will 
be laid,after the walls are up to joist level,until more 
favourable weather.I feel that with the low temperatures 
now prevailing ,it would be necessary to enclose the work in 
a temporary shell of boards and paver to secure a first class 
job of brickwork for bearing walls.I am writirg Mr.Gurney Urr 
in detail on this subject. 

At the present time only four of the steel columns have been 
set;none of the cast iron columns or steel besms have been 
delivered yet.Une car load of Massillion steel joists is on 
the job. Practically all the frames from the mill are on the 
job,and most of the stone sills have been delivered, 

All the face brick are on the job,und the hollow tile is 
being delivered quickly.

With reference to the letter from the Honourable Mini ster

forth an indignant letter from Shoquists as they stated that 
the vepartment had held them up,but after I had pointed out 
otherwise they were more or less apologetic,and promised that 
things would be looked after better.Yesterday I get a wire 
from the North American Lumber & Supply Co.of Winnipeg, stating 
that they can get no satisfaction by mail or wire from 

Shoqu ists,and for me to protect their interest to the extent 
of $6000.00. Before I issue another certificate I shall ask 
the contractors to supply me with a letter from the various 
subcontractors and supply houses stating that each is satisfied 
with their payments to date, 

I intend to keep this matter checked up,but thought you might 
Like to know this more or less confidentially,as I personally 
feel that they are a little out of their depth in running a 
job of this size. Should they be low on the Muskowequan I 
believe that the Department would do well to make a careful 
check-up before awarding the contract.As far as Gordons is 
concerned they have a pretty fair foreman on the job and | am 
keeping them checked up.

Further to our memorandum of June 20th, and 
enclosed copy of report from the International Water Supply 
Limited concerning the test drilling undertaken at the above 
School, we have now received a report from Mr, Mitchell dated 

atteh. July 17th, 1947, duplicate copies of which are attached herewith. 


You will note that apparently two wells were 
drilled at the Gordon School in 1921, one to a depth of 350' 
and the other to 540',. It 1s possible that the records of 
these two wells might be found in the closed files of the Water 
Power Bureau or Indian Affairs, but we understand they are not 
available in the present office of the Water Power Bureau. 


It is apparent that the general topography 1nd the 
information secured in regard to the two wells previously 
drilled convinced Mr. Mitchell that drilling « 400* well in the 
vicinity of the School would not produce a suitable water supply. 


The source of water which is recommended for 
development is a spring situated about one mile and a quarter 
south east from the School and was reported on previously by 
Mr. Lyon. There seems to be some little doubt as to whether 
this spring will produce a constant supply of water sufficient 
for the entire consumption at the School as it appears to be 
influenced by rainfall to some degreé, 


Mn Mitchell suggests testing the capacity of the 
oon recommended for development which, of course, should be 
done if it is desired to abandon the present water supply from 
the lake, but it would appear to us that even a test which might 
prove satisfacotry over a period of two weeks would not guarantee 
sufficient water for any subsequent period, as the flow might be 
dependent, to a great extent, on climatic’ conditions, 


For the present it would seem necessary to haul 
drinking water bh the spring and if Indian Affairs consider 
the expenditure of $24,000.00, to connect the spring by a gravity 
line to the School, will be an advantage and an economy over 


hauling the water by team or truck, this gravity line could be 
installed, 


The decision as to whether the new gravity line 
from the spring should be built will depend not only on the 
wesent cost of hauling drinking water, but also on whether the 
cycle of dry years is near its end and whether water in the lake

Enelosed please find duplicate copies of Mr. Mitchell's 
report on the above. Under separate cover we are also forwarding 
three blue-prints of the plan and profile of suggested gravity water 
supply line from the spring one and a quarter miles southeast of the 
school, 


It will be noted that in the first paragraph on Page 5 
of Mr. Mitchell's repert he refers to the necessity of further tests of 
the supply from the spring area before any decision is made on the 
installation of a gravity pipeline. It ie suggested that a continuous 
test be run for a period of fram ten to fourteen days to prove the 
eupply. According to the analysis obtained by Mr. Hainstoek the 
quality of the water supply ie suitedle. However, further samples 
should be taken during the testing period to determine just what 
effect continuous pumping has on the quality of water. 


You have already been supplied with the legs of the test 
wells and with a drilling report, direct from Mr. Hainstoek. 


As atated in copy of letter attached, we have been 
advised by Mr. 0.H. Hoover that records of the drilling work done in 
1921 are not available,

On receipt of a wire from Mr. Hainstock of the International 
Water Supply Limited, Regina, dated May 21st, in whieh advice was 
given that he expected hie drilling outfit to be at Punnichy and 
Gordon Indian School om May the 22né, arrangements were made to leave 
Riding Mountain Park the following day. 


Arriving at Punnichy May 28nd at 6 ?.M. and after dinner, 
accompanied by Mr. Hainstock, the district manager of the International 
Water Supply, and Mr. Davis, the Indian Agent, an inspection of the 
present water facilities was made at Gordon's Indian School, Mr, Lyons’ 
report of the test holes previously made during 1946 was read; the 
location of the holes inspeeted and discussed, from which Mr. Hainstoeck 
was of the opinion it would be useless to test the same ground, as the 
surface features did not indicate that the catchment area would produce 
any great quantities of water, in view that the gravel exposures were 
cut up by #0 many depressions which are primarily supported on a clay 
strate. Mr. Mayo, the prineipal of the school, informed us that he 
had been in conversation with Mr. W. Swan, Seeretary of the Touchwood 
Givision, some daye previously, during which Mr. Swan hed informed him 
that during the building of the school the arca in the vicinity of the 
school had also been drilled by an outfit from Regina in 1921. With 
this information it was decided by Mr. Hainstock and myself that we 
contact Mr. Swan the following day. 


May 25rd, while the drilling outfit was being overhauled, Mr. 
Hainstoek and I interviewed Mr. Swan, who informed us that he had been 
Clerk-of-Workes during the building of the school, and although he had 
searched through his records for the log of the holes drilled, mentioned 
by Mr. Mayo, he had been unable to locate then. However, he produseé 
some letters from his files from the driller - a Mr. Dempsey, who was 
doing the testing for the firm of MePherson and Thom, Regina, under 
instructions from Mr. French of the Water Powers & Reclamation Branch. 
These letters indicated thet during 1921 two holes had been drilled in 
the vicinity of the school, one to a depth of about 350 feet, and the 
other to a depth of 540 feet. The letter referring to the second 
hole did not say the test was at a depth of 540 feet, but mentioned that 
in drawing the pipe they had drawn 390 feet of pipe and had to leave 150 
feet in the hole on account of caving. Mr. Swan informed us that both 
teste were unsatisfactory and as the work had been done under the 
Direetion of the Water Powers and Reclamation Department the loge would 
be on record at Ottawa. In view that the tests were unsatisfactory 
Mr. Hainstoek and I eonsidered it would be useless to test the same 
ground, 


Accompanied by Mr. Hainstoek we returned to the school and 
scouted the district within a radius of a mile of the school buildings 
and decided that a No.l test hole on the main drainage water course 
from the Fort Lakes, which at one time drained through the water supply 


Lake@ At cevcccecee 
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lake at the school, would be the most likely place to intercept any 
underground flowage or water-bearing gravel and, as the following day 
was @ holiday, the drill was set up at this point on the 26th of May. 
Mr. .H@iustock 's report and log covers the result of this and other 
tests made during the following two weeks. 


During the 24th, 25th and 26th I reeonnoitered the district 
around the school for a distance of about four miles, inspeeting various 
surface wells, also water holes or wells in the vicinity of springs which 
appeared to have surfaced at one time, and which had been dug or opened up 
by the Indians who hed farmed these areas for many ye-cs. All of the 
surfase: wells were not over sixteen feet deep, had about four feet of 
water and had either been deepened or redug at various times. Many of 
the Indians hauled water from their neivhbour's well on aceount of their 
own drying up or the water unfit for use. In the area that lies to the 
southeast of the school one and a quarter to two and a half miles where 
the springs or seepages occur, the older Indiens informed me that their 
water holes or wells dug in the vicinity of these seepages had never dried 
up during their lifetime and scue of these Indians were over fifty years 
of age. 


On the 27th Mr. Hainstock returned from Regina and checked 
up with his driller on test hole No.l. From the records of the drilling 
and from his experience of testing in terminal moraine deposits he was 
convineed that it would be useless to continue the test on Nc.l much 
further as the bottom of the test hole was 37 feet below the bottan of 
the lake and no water-bearing gravel had been encountered. I detailed 
to him my reconnaissance of the previous three days and accompanied by 
My. Hainstoek covered some of the ground reconnoitered, and inspected 
the well at the spring one and a quarter miles southeast of the school. 
The possibilities here appeared to be more promising than elsewhere, and 
it was decided to make a pump test and if favourable, test the depth of 
the water-bearing grevel that the seepage came from, 


Qn the 28th a auall thirty gallon a minute pump was set 
up at the spring well. The cribbing of the well is four feet square 
and the water level before pumping , 1.3 feet below ground level, and 
the depth of water about three feet. After the water had been lowered, 
the well cleaned out, and a sump made, the inflow showed a very strong 
etreem coming from the high ground with seepage around the low side of 
the cribbing. After pumping for thirty minutes the water level in a 
ol4 water hole about twenty feet south of the eribbed well was taken 
down about two inches. A rough flow test was made by cutting down the 
rating of the pump to about ten gallons per minute and é¢fter the inflow had 
about balanced the discharge, the flow into a forty-five gallon drum showed 
@ discharge of about ten to twelve gallons per minute, and Mr. Hainstook 
and myself considered a test hole should be put down to find the depth of 
the water-bearing gravel above the ground that the strong stream appeared 
to come from and the drilling rig was moved to drill hole No.2 at the spring. 


Qn May 29th the crew got the rig set up at No.2 hole and 
commenced drilling at 3:00 P.M. Progress was very slow, as the bit was 
encountering numerous boulders. By 4:50 P.M. the hole had been driven 
about six feet only and was still in boulder gravel. The work was sus- 
pended for the day and drilling resumed during the forenoon of may 350th, but 
progress was even slower than the previous afternoon, and after the drill bit 
had been bouncing around on the top of a hard granite boulder at about eight 
feet deep for about thirty minutes without making any headgqay, the driller 
decided that he would either have to set the rig up in another location or 
test the bottam of the well by deepening. As Mr, Hainstock hed left for 


Yorkton to inspect cores. 
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Yorkton to inspect other work, the Company was working on, I approved of 
the driller's suggestion to deepen the well ané this work was proceeded 
with. After deepening about 1.5 feet, and before quitting time, I had 
the driller make a rough flow test for about ten minutes. The deepening 
of the well appeared to have improved the inflow to about twenty-five 
gallons per minute, which was nearly double of the test made on May 28th 
without any deepening. As the Drilling Company employees only work 

five days a week, work was suspended until Monday June &nd, 


The work which had been done so far e% this spring seepage 
appeared worth while, so I decided to run a traverse line and gather 
sufficient data with respeet to ite location, elevation, ete. I arranged 
with Mr. Mayo, the school principal, to loan me seme Indian boys and during 
the next three days a traverse line hed been cut and chained from the school 
to the spring, and levels completed by June 4th. From the data collected 
I have prepared a sketeh plan and profile which can be used to secure & 
cost of developing this spring as a gravity water supply for the Gordon 
Indian Sehool. Tne level datum is assumed, and is that established by 
Mr, Lyons. The bearing of the traverse line is referred to the tie made 
on the 1/4 post found on the northern boundary of Seetion 8, Township 27, 
Range 17, West of the 8nd Meridien. 


Qn Monday June 2nd the drillers continued the deepening 
of the well and carried the cribbing down to ground level. The cribbing 
has @ depth of 5.8 feet and the well was deepened or dished in the bottom 
about two feet below the erib walls. To do so, two pumps throwing 
about 75 G.P.M. had to be used to keep the water sufficiently low to work 
in. The excavation was still in boulder gravel when the work reached 
this depth, and further deepening could not be proceeded with as the 
capacity of the two pumps was insufficient to keep the water low enough to 
work in. With one pump throwing about 45 G.P.M. the water level gained 
very rapidly for about five minutes after the other pump was cut out, 
after which it was much slower. Pumping was stopped at 4.50 P.M. and 
the well allowed to recover over night. Mr. Hainstock arrived at 
Punnichy at 9:00 P.M. and arranged with his driller to make a flow test 
the following day. 


On June 3rd Mr, Hainstock and the driller made a flow 
test of the deepened well at the spring. Inspection of this recovery 
indicated that the water level had reeovered to within .75 feet of 
normal during the sixteen hours the pump was off. After pumping 
Commenced the two pumps were run to full capacity for two hours, the 
discharge being taken about fifty feet away from the well. During dead 
low a sample of the water coming in fram the spring was taken,after 
which the pumps were cut out and the water allowed to return to within 
#4" of normal. The smaller pump was edjusted to throw about £0 Gals. 
per minute and continued pumping for five hours and fifteen minutes 
without showing more than a rise or fall of one tenth of a foot 
variation. A flow test was made at 3:00 P.M. and a 45 gailon drum 
was filled in two minutes ten seconds, indicating that the average 
inflow at 24" below normal was approximately 21.4 Imperial gullons per 
minute. A sample of the water was taken and the pumps cut out at 
3315 P.M. Recovery after five minute duration, after pump was cut, 
was four-tenths and much slower until at two hours the well had 
recovered to within .75 tenths of normal. During the five hours and 
fifteen minutes of pumping that day, it is estimated that approximately 
8,000 gals. had been pumped and as the tailwater from the pump was fifty 
feet away, a very small amount of the discharge had recirculated. It 
was also noted that during all the time the test was being made, the 
water hole twenty feet south of the well, was only drawn down fourteen 
inches. 


Before Mr. Hainstoek left for Regina he arranged for his 
driller to make test No.3 at Station 444 om the traverse line, in the 
hope that the water-bearing gravel of the spring might extend north 
towards the school. The result of this test is shown in the log of 


hole NOS cesccce 
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hole No.3. From my own observation of the terrain I am of 

the opinion that the water-bearing gravel of the spring does 

not extend further north than the ridge that the traverse line 
crosses at P.I. Station 54 4 21.9 and that the gravel lifts onto 
@ clay boulder formation that has considerable depth and extends 
throughout the area. It ie doubtful if a deep hole down to 
bedrock would intercept other gravel formations that had been 
laid down intermittently with the glacial clay formation. If 
deeper gravel beds were intercepted below the zone of the glacial 
clay, the waters found would be more highly mineralized than the 
gravel formation at the spring, and would not be fit for domestic 
ourposes. 


During the night of June 3rd a heavy thunder and 
rainstorm prevalied throughout the district for about three hours 
and when the well at the spring was inspected on the morning of June 
4th the water level in the well was .5 feet above normal, indicating 
that climatic conditions will affect the water level of the well. 
Thies, of course, is to be expected of any surface well. It is 
doubtful if the spring seepage contributed to any great extent the 
Tise above normal water level recorded. For exemple, the surface 
well of Mr. Fisher's shown on the plan about 2000 feet west of the 
school, has a depth of about sixteen feet and hes a depth of five feet 
of water generally throughout the season, but last fall, after the 
September rains, before freeze-up, the depth of the water was approx- 
imately nine feet. This was indicated by the rim of ice that still 
hung in the cribbing when the well was inspected. No cheek was made 
on thie well as to whet affect the rainstorm of June 3rd had on the 
water level, but no doubt it was much higher than when inspected. 


On June the Sth the drillers got the rig set up at 
No.3 test hole by noon and had drilled thirty-one feet by 4:45 P.M. 
and were drilling in sandy clay with boulders. Water level at the 
spring well had gained .22 feet during the twenty-four hours and 
the water level, according to the datum, was 126,89 feet, approximate- 
ly twelve feet above maintained water level in the storage tank at 
the sehool, Test drilling at No.3 hole was resumed on Friday June 6th, 
and by 4:30 P.M. had reached a depth of sixty-two feet. Drilling was 
much slower than the previous afternoon in view that some boulders were 
encountered and had to be drilled. At quitting time the bit was 
bouneing on another large boulder and as there would be a layoff during 
Saturday and Sunday I left Punnichy for Regiaa at 7:00 P.M. 


On June 7th at Regina I contacted Mr. Hainstock and 
discussed the drilling programme and advised him of the results of the 
test at No.3 up to closing time on the 6th. From his conversation he 
was doubtful that the test would be successful. However, I suggested 
that he continue the drilling and give the ground a thorough test and 
advise your office of the location of all holes drilled and the results. 
Mr. Hainstock conveyed to me the partial analyses he had got of the 
water samples taken at the spring, and these locked encouraging. Later 
I contacted Mr. Ostrander, Superintendent of Indian Affairs stationed at 
Regina and discussed the results of the present drilling test made at 
Gordon's Indian Sehool and enquired about the records of the test made 
in 1921, but es his files on Punnichy only went as far back as 1926 he 
was unable to give me anything on these tests. 


DUPing MY cecvecceccecsecece 
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During my conversations with Mr. Ostrander in conneetion 
with the present and the future possibilities of securing @ satie- 
factory water supply for the school, I outlined the unsatisfactory r 
results that had been obtained so far from the drilling tests and infora- 
e@ him that if the department of Indian Affairs were prepared to expend 
about $20,000.00, a gravity pipeline could be laid from the spring 6600 
feet to the school, providing that the analysis of the water samples 
taken was satisfactory and that if a daily pumping test of say two week's 
indicated that e daily drawdown of eight or ten thousand gallons per 
day would not deplete the storage of the water-bearing gravel from where 
the spring was drawing its supply. To this Mr. Ostrander was of the 
opinion that if the spring could not be developed and no useable supply 
could be found from drilling, with sufficient flow to meet the needs of 
the school, it would mean the closing of the school and the abandonment 
of a large investment by the government, or continuing the present 
costly and very unsatisfactory method of pumping , flushing water from the 
water supply lake and drawing on rein water from the roofs and supplying 
ice or hauling water from a surface well for drinking and domestic use. 


After reviewing Mr. Hainstoek'’s report dated June 17th I 
agreed with him that, of the various sites investigated, the spring, 
one and e quarter (ad) miles southeast of the school, offers the best 
possibility of obtaining a fairly good water supply, that would provide 
the estimated consumption of seven to ten thousand gallons per day 
required for the school, but I am not prepared to say that I would place 
the area as suspect, in view that the well did not fully reeover before 
the heavy rainfall of the evening of June 3rd. From observations 
taken by me after the pumping of five and three hours during May 28th 
and 50th at a rate of about ten to fifteen gallons per minute, and 
before any deepening had been done, the reeovery record of one-tenth 
below normal after a two day layoff would appear reasonable, and that 
after deepening on June 2nd and pumping for about seven hours at a rate 
of forty to sixty gallons per minute it is reasonable to say thet static 
head would have lowered somewhat and that a full recovery to the original 
water level could not be expected, but the recovery after that day's 
pumping, and a night's layoff which was recorded as 7 tenths below 
normal, compares very favourable with the recovery of June Sré pumping 
test of five hours at the rate of about twenty gallons per minute, when 
after the pumps had been cut out, and after a two hour layoff, the water 
level had again recovered to within % tenths below normal. 


The facts as outlined here indicate that the spring at this 
well, if fully tested by a daily pumping test as previously suggested, 
has possibilities of a petential water supply that would meet the needs 
of the school. A summary estimate of cost of installing a three inch 
gravity pipeline, using G.I.P. is attached hereto. A four inch wood 
stave pipe could be used and would probably reduce the cost below 
$20,000.00. 


The spring reported by Mr. Lyons and referred to in head office 
letter of June 20th ia the water hole mentioned in thie report, and is 
situated about twenty feet south of the cribbed well. At the time of 
Mr, Lyons' inspection the cribbed well was not dug. During the tests at 
this eribbed well we pumped this water hole out and the rough test of flow 
showeé up considerably better than that mentioned by Mr. Lyons, but as the 
eribbed well was better for our tests the drillers did not concentrate in 
doing any work, or keeping any records of the actual flow, other than tab 
the drop in water level during the other tests. 


With the twelve foot head available between water level at the 
spring, and the present maintained water level of the tank at the, school 
using a three inch pipeline there would be ea hydraulic flow of 20- I.G.P.M. 
which is approximately three times the school's present sixteen hour daily

With reference to your letter of the 2nd ultimo, I,A. 1560-4, 
regarding the Cordon’s Indian Residential School, Punnichy, Saskatchewan, upon 
receipt of your letter, plumbers for consideration in the City of Regina were 
informed of the work to be done at the Gordon's School and no reply was received 
from any one of the firms in question. Some time later, in conversation with 
an official of the Department of Public Works in Saskatoon, I was informd that 
the William George Plumbing Company, of Prince Albert, who have done considerable 
work in « satisfactory uanner for the Department of Public Works, micht be 
interested in the work. Following an interview with that firm Mr. C. Simonson, 
of the firm, visited the Gordon's School yesterday in the conupany of Mr. J. Ramage, 
of the Department of Public Works, and I mt them at the school and went over the 
proposed work with them. 


Mr. Simonson is to furnish me with en estimate of the work and I am 
also receiving a report from Mr, Ramage commenting upon chances which he sucgests 
should be made in order to make a completely: efficient heatin plant. 


As soon as this information is received it will be forwarded to our 
Branch for further consideration. 


I see little hope of re-openin; the Gordon's School for some time 
because of the fact that there will be difficulty in purchasing a boiler. 
Mr, Simonson informd m thet the remeinder of the necessary equipment can probably 
be purchased fairly promptly but that if he gets the contract he would like the 
assistance of the Branch to speed the purchase of the boiler. 


With regard to the last paracraph of your letter referred to, asking 
for three tenders, it would appear that we will be fortunate to get even one as 
plumbing contractors seem to have very little interest in work at country points 
eat the present time. However, the tender of the William George Plumbin:; Company 
will be forwarded for consideration when received.

Re: Heating Plant - Gordon Residential 
Sghool ~ Touchwod, Sask. 
As requested by you, I em forwarding report on the 
heating plant at the above noted buildin:. 


I will refer you to your discussion with myself 
and Mr, Simonson, the heating Engineer, at the above noted school on 
Wednesday, September 3rd. Upon inspection of the existing plant I found 
it to be in a filthy condition and utterly inadequate to service the 
buildine in which it is located. I might further say that the entire 
plant has suffered from improper care and might I recommend that in the 
event of a new plant being installed that every reasonable effort be made 
to obtain the services of a competent engineer who could maintain and 
generally look after the plant ina manner so that you might hope for 
efficient heatin:. 


I found that the drawings which you cave me of the buildin: 
were not correct as to detail. It, therefore, will be necessary to arrange 
the radiation differently than shown on the drawings and it was agreed 
between Mr. Simonson and myself that he, as the contractor, would furnish 
and re-arrange adequate radiation and guarantee the efficient operation of 
the seme for a period of not less than one year, I might further point 
out that you were singularly fortunate in obtaining the services of 
Mr. Simonson as he is undoub@edly one of the outstanding heating engineers 
in this provinee and a very highly qualified man. 


Referring to the heating plant and hot water and steam supply, 
I would recommend that all the existing giant be discarded--that is, the 
existing heating boiler, the existing water heater, and the existing vertical 
high pressure boiler. I might say thet mame of these are, in my considered 
opinion, serviceable and by re-using any portion of the equipment you would 
merely be givin; yourself a source of continual crief. I werd, therefore, 


recomend that mw boilers. 
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recommend that new boilers as indicated on the plans and specifications 
be installed and that a high pressure boiler of the horizontal type of 
about 15 H.P., operating at 100 pounds pressure, be installed. In the 
matter of indirect water heatin:, I would recommend that the indirect 
type of below water in boiler heater be installed. This could be made 
to operate from either the low pressure or the high pressure boiler. 

The hich pressure boiler would furnish you with adequate hot water for 
summer use and if desired the heater could be operated from the low 
pressure boiler durin: the heating season. The object of recommending 
this type of installation is that there are no reducing valves or valves 
which might ;ive a source of trouble and this, in my opinion, is as 
nearly a fool-proof installation as it is possible to install. The 
buildine being some considerable distance from town, I feel that every 
effort should be made to so design and install the plant that the man in 
charge would be able to carry out his own running repairs. 


4fter having studied the building and become conversant 
with the problems and difficulties which have existed in the past, I 
would very strongly recommend the installation of a Dunham vacuum pump 
in the system. The boiler being located very much in one corner of the 
building, the entire plant will at al times tend to collect condensation 
and siltage and by use of the Dunham vacuum type pump you would be assured 
of ample heat in the mr* remote corner of the buildin. I might say 
that the Dunham type vacuum would entail a slightly creater cost, but I 
feel thet such an expenditure would be justified in the interests of 
efficiency and simplicity. It would also tend to show a very decided reduction 
in fuel costs. Inspection of all the plumbine and heating pipe indicates that it 
is badly pitted and rusted, and I have reason to believe that this condition 
has been caused throuch the chemical action of the salts and minerals present 
in the water. The water is definitely of a very poor nature for boiler service. 
You indicated to m that a soft water tank was proposed. While soft water 
is a very <0od source of supply, at the same time it is not to be recommended 
unless handled by « highly skilled engineer. I would, therefore, recommend 
thet a water softener be installed which would soften all hot water used in 
the building and at the same time softén the water used in the boilers. I 
would not recommend softening all water in the buildin: as a very large amount 
is used for sanitary purposes and it would take an enormously large installation 
to hendle the water which would be used. 


I further found a creat many cracked radiators and the 
Principal of the School informed me that members of the staff opened the 
windows, turned off the radiators, and left them, thus causine through conden- 
sation the radiators to freezé up and split. To overcome this condition, I 


would recommend that....«. 
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would recommend that small vents be bored or cut in the valve faces 
so that these rediators can never be shut off tight, thus a limited 
supply of steam will pass through them, overcoming the frost hazard. 


The water filter which is presently in the building 
is obsolete and worn out and definitely beyond repair and as you 
indicate a new water supply is being led into the building and I feel 
quite sure that with a softener your water troubles will be over. 


I found that all the main traps in the buildin: were 
wrn out, rusted ani scaled. This condition unquestionably has arisen 
through use of very impure water in the boiler ani possibly to a larve 
extent caused throuch the improper handling of the heating at the boiler 
source. I further found that a creat deal of sediment is present in 
many of the radiators. These will have to be removed, flushed ani, in 
many cases, acid treated to make them clean. 


I find that the existing smoke stack is of sufficient 
@Gapacity to handle the proposed new boiler installation. 


I am pleased to be able to inform you that Mr. Simonson 
has been sutcessful in obtainin:s the services of Shannon Brothers, 
the general contractors, to carry out the necessary structural alterations. 
They are a highly reputable firm and you can rest assured that the sork 
ie in good and safe hands and will be well carried out. I propose visiting 
the school again in company with Mr. Shannon and going over the necessary 
structural alterations. 


Mr. Simonson and myself prepared final details of the fore- 
going proposal before he left Saskatoon yesterday and as soon as possible 
I will forward to you sketch copies of the proposed new lay-out. As you 
will readily appreciate, it is going to take some considerable time to round 
up sources of material supply and prices, but I have been assured by 
Mr. Simonson that he will have a detailed price to you at the earliest possible 
mome nt . 


Trusting that the foregoinz is sufficiently comprehensive 
in information end will prove of value to you and assure you of my willin: 
assistance in any further manner thet you desire.

Dear Colonel Neary, re: Gordon's Indien Residential School 


I have your letter 121-1-5 (WT) of the 9th and have read with 
interest the letter of Inspector Ostrander dated September 4th. 


I may say that + have just returned from visiting the Gordon's 
School and was disappointed to find that no work had been commenced 
either on the water or heating systems. We have been maintaining a 
steff of workers at the school in anticipation of the early arrivel of 
a group of workmen. The report I received on the ground was to the 
effect that the comtractors are now beginning to search for materiel and 
thet the date when the gang will reach the school is altogether uncertein. 
This places us in a very difficult position es we are paying salaries 
needlessly, without much hope of income, and if we dispense with the 
services of the present workers it may be hard to secure others when the 
need arises. 


May I pass on also the serious warning uttered by ouf acting- 
principal, Mr. Mayo, in regard to the danger of damage by frost. The 
nights in the West are already cold and the building is now chilled 
through and really unfit for occupation. If nothing is done to maintein 
even & minimum amount of heat, any day there is serious risk that very 
costly damage will be done to the whole building when more severe frosts 
occur. Possibly the contractors have this danger in mind but they will 
need to move quickly in view of the date we have now reached. 


A letter from the Director sent to this office on August 13th 
spoke of the decision to delay the opening of the school for at least 
two months. My impression gained on the ground was that it will certainly 
be the beginning of 1948 before the school is ready for occupation and 
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may very well be much later than this. In these circumstances, + trust 
that consideration will be given to the matter of responsibility for the 
building as we plainly cannot be expected to maintain an acting-principal 


and other workers to protect the interests of the Department in this 
building.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the lst 
instant, File No. I,A, 1560-4, regarding theGordon's Indian Residential 
Sehool, of Punnichy, Saskatchewan. 


After months of endeavouring to get plumbers interested in 
the work to be done at the @rdon's School, and being unable to find 
anyone in the southern part of the province who wuld even give a quotation, 
I succeeded in gettin; Mr. Simonson, of the William Gorge Plumbing Company, 
Prinee Albert, to visit the school and to take your plens with him. He 
asked that Mr. J, Remage, of the Department of Public Works, with whom he 
had had considerable dealings, accompany him for Purposes of advice to him 
and to me. Mr. Simonson would not examine the Plant unless ir, Ramage 
accompanied him. I point this out as you seem to be under the impression 
that Mr. Ramage, who is a qualified engineer with the Department of Public 
Works, went beyond his duty in making certain recommendations. With regard 
to the third peragraph of your letter referred to, as to Mr. Ramage's comment 
that the building drawings are not correct as to detail, I may say that I 
was with Mr, Ramage and Mr. Simonson when they went over the building and they 
tried to follow your blueprint. It was impossible to do so as it very definite- 
ly is not correct as to detail in several respects. I am surprised that your 
engineer did not discover this when he visited the school. 


As iy. Simonson is the only plumber interested in the work at 
the present time, and as Mr. Simonson wishes to follow ir. Ramge’s recommendat- 
ions with regard to the wrk, I would be glad if you would either consent to 
that arrangement or send your own engineer to discuss the matter with Mr. Simonson. 
I have not received Mr. Simonson's quotation yet but expect to receive it within 
a day or so. However, when it is received it will be based upon the layout as 
recommended by Mr, Ramage and approved by Mr. Simonson. I have no other quotation 
and do not expect to receive any other. _ —"s

Plans were made some months azo to install water at the 
Gordon's Infiien Residential School froma spring 1600 ft. away from the 
school. I understend it was intenied to install a reservoir in the spring 
and pipe the water below the frostline to the well. This will entail a 
great deal of excavation and conerete work. If it is not started very soon 
there is no hope of having it completed this winter. 


To spend many thousand dollars to overhaul the heating plant 
at the school before there is an adequate water supply seems to me a waste 
of time and money as the school still cannot be opened until there is an 
adequate supply of safe water. Part of the plan suggested by Mr. J. Ramage, 
of the Department of Public Works, was the installation of « water softener 
in the school which would make the water from the spring suitable for use 
in the boilers. The water whieh has been used is from a stagnant slouch ne 
the school and is not fit for use in the boilers and certainly not safe for 
human consumption.

I am enclosing three copies of letters addressed to the Surveys 
and Engineering Branch in connection with the Gordon's Indian Residential 
School. 


I am of the opinion that the examination of the heating plent 
by Mr. Ramage, of the Department of Public Works, was more thorough than that 
of the engineer of the Surveys and Engineering Branch. I am also of the 
opinion thet Mr. Ramage knows more about heating problems in the West than 
most heating experts with only eastern experience are likely to know, 


I should say quite frankly that I do not consider I have had very 
much assistance from our Surveys and Engineering Branch in any project which 
has been worrying me, and I have had a great deal of assistance from Mr. Ramace. 
I would therefore respectfully sucgest that instead of quarrellinz over small 
technical matters wherein Mr. Ramage does not agree with an engineer from our 
Surveys and Engineering Branch, the latter be asked to proceed on the basis of 
the plan decided upon between Mr, Ramage and Mr. Simonson, of the William Georce 
Plumbing Company, Prince Albert, who apparently have every confidence in each 
other and who will then both feel responsible to see that the installation is 
satisfactory in every respect. 


With regard to the question of endeavourinz to keep the building 
heated with the old installation until the new is completed, I do not know 
what arrangements have been made between our Branch and the Church Authorities 
but if Mr, Mayo is to continue for the winter,or until « new plant is instelled, 
authority should be given to Mir. Davis, the Indian Agent, to get a plumber into 
the school to perform what work is necessary to avoid damage to plaster, 
radiators, pipes, ete. If the contract is givan to the William George Plumbing 
Company, of Prince Albert, I believe that firm would be willing to send a man 
to look after this temporary wrk until material can be procured and the proper 
installation completed. Please instruct-me—jn this connection at an early dgtec

We have your letter of October 20th, 1947, and your 
remarks have been given careful consideration and it is noted 
that Mr. Ramage visited the school at the request of the Wm. 
George Co. We have reviewed Mr. Remage’s report on the present 
condition of the mechanical services at the school end have noted 
his comments and recommendetions. 


Regarding errors you report as enpeering in our drawings 
for this project, we are mailing, under separate cover, >ne set 
of floor plans. It is possible that our envineer could have 
overlooked some minor changes when carrying out his inspection as 
he was mainly concerned with gethering date relative to the condi- 
tion of the mechanical equipment end the pipine Cistribution, and 
it seems unlikely to us that mejor changes to the building struc- 
ture would have escaped his notice. 


If changes in the position of partitions or other fra- 
tures heve been carried out since the building was erected, would 
you Kindly mark them on the set of plans ono return them to this 
office as soon as possible. Upon receici of sane we will make 
the necessary adjustments to our layout which will inelude changes 
to radiator sizes as may be required. 


You heave stated thet the only price you expect to receive 
will be besed on Mr. Namage's layout with tir. Simonson's approval. 
This Service has given a great deal of thoughtful consideretion 
to the requirements, and with the data and observations noted by 
our engineer on his inspection, a layout was designed which will 
provide a satisfactory job. Should this leyout be affected by 
changes that you state exist, our design will be adjusted to suit 
game, and you will be required to assure this office thet prices 
are based on the drawings and specifications orepared by this 
service. 


Up to the present time, we can offer no comment on how 
@ permanent source of water supply will be made eveilable. As you 
ere aware, drilling operations heve been corried out during the 
past summer and the results showed little promise of an unfailing 
source of water. 


Insofar es that matter effects tie heating and domestic 
water problem, you will no doubt recall that om May 10th of this 
yeer st a meeting held in Colonel Neary's office, you suggested 
the use of roof water for boiler feed purposes and thet our design 
should be prepared accordingly. It was agreed thal this wes feasi- 
ble and since there are two 10,000 gallon cepacity concrete storage 
tanks adjacent to the building, there would appeer to be no diffi- 
culty in utilizing one of them for the collection and storave of 
roof water.

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Until we are assured beyond sll doubt that a constant 
and unfailing source of well or spring water can be made available, 
we see no advantage in installing costly water softening equipment. 


We appreciate and will fully consider any constructive 
Gomments offered and are prepared to set on them if after analysis 
they are considered advisable, but the Contrnctor will be required, 
when authorized, to follow the plans and specifications provided 
by this Service in carrying out the work with due consideration 
being given to any changes which may be required to overcome 
structural obstacles encountered during installation.

With reference to Mr. Hoey's memorandum of October 
S0th, bearing Mr. Wardle's notation of November lst, 1947, in 
connection with the above, you sre advised that our Mr. Har- 
greaves was sent to Regina on November Srd in accordance with 
Mr. Hoey's request. . 


In brief summary, it could be stated that the diffi- 
culties which arose in connection with getting an estimete from 
the contractor, along with some criticisms brougnt to our atten- 
tion by Inspector Ostrander were successfully dealt with, and @ 
complete understending arrived at. 


Enlarging somewhat on tue above, a weeting was neld 
at which Mr. Yhompson, liesident Architect Dominion Department of 
Public Works, Mir. Ramage, Heating Engineer from his staff, Mr. 
Simonson, Proprietor of the Wu. George Plumbing Co. of Prince 
Albert, Mr. Lunam, a General Contractor, Inspector Ostrander, 
Mr. Indian Agent Davis and our officer were present. 


I discussion of the matter, which began 
immediately after ir of cer's arrival, it was decided to drive 
to Punnichy the following morning. Consequently Messrs. Simon- 
son, Ramage, Ostrander, Davis and Hargreaves left Regina at 8.15 
@em. on the 6th instant and after arriving at the school, inspec- 
ted the boiler room equipment and piping distribution system. 


Rapid deterioration had taken place in the boiler, 
and it was found to be in a very bad state. It was agreed by 
everyone present thet no further repairs could be successfully 
carried out. Ways and mesns were discussed at considerable 
length to determine the best and quickest method of providing 
temporary heat in order to protect the building from serious 
frost damage. It was agreed that the most practical solution 
would be to procure one new boiler immediately along with a 
new vacuum return line pump and to make essential piping chenges, 
all of which it is felt will provide enough heat for the build- 
ing to protect it from damage during this winter. 


As a result of this discussion, Mr. Hargreaves wired 
this office requesting immediate authority to instruct Mr. 
Simonson to proceed along these lines. Wr. Ostrander telephoned 
Col. Neary, Saturday the Sth instant, and our officer also spoke 
with him.

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Our officer succeeded in obtaiting a verbal estimate 
from Mr. Simonson on the basis of the layout designed and speci- 
fications prepared by this Service. Mr. Simonson stated that 
his firm estimeted that the cost of this work would be in the 
neighbourhood of $35,500.00. He also stated that his firm would 
be prepared to carry it out on the vasis of cost plus 15 per cent. 


This is considered reasonable. Hecent wage increases 
to plumbers and steam fitters in the province slong with certain 
provincial regulations governing statutory holidays and annual 
holidays with pay, has increased ie contractors' operating overhead 
expenses approximately 5O per cent. 


As a result of this visit our officer reports that he 
has satisfied himself as to the ability of the Wm. George Plumbing 
Co. to carry out the renovations if awarded the contract. Inqui- 
ries showed that Mr. Simonson is highly thought of in the province 
and is considered to be very reliable, and in view of the fore- 
going it is felt that no better arrangement could be made. 
Incidentally, Inspector Ostrander ies been trying since June to 
get competitive estimates but has not succeeded in interesting 
any other firm. If this work is awarded to the Wm. George Plumb- 
ing Co. at once, it is estimated that it will take from now to 
the beginning of April before all the equipment and piping can 
be purchased and delivered to tne school. At such time the 
contractor has agreed, if awarded the work, to provide sufficient 
staff along with a competent foreman to complete the work in from 
eight to ten weeks, and that he will give the project his personal 
attention. 


It was arranged with Mr. Mayo, the Acting Principal of 
the school, to »rovide board and lodgings for the contractor's 
workmen and amicable arrangements in connection with board and 
lodging was arrived at tentatively between Mr. Mayo and Mr. 
Simonson. 


It is our recommendation, therefore, that the work be 
awarded to the Wm. George Plumbing Co. of Prince Albert, on & 
cost plus 15 per cent basis. It is further recommended that the 
contractor be informed as soon as possible that he is to be 
awarded this work in order ‘that he may start gathering equipment 
and piping, as well as to make en immeciate start on the very 
urgent repairs necessary to protect the building from frost 
damage. 


Mr. Simonson stated that ne would confira his verbal 


estimate, by letter to this office, at the earliest possible 
moment.

"In reply to your letter Jan. 26th re the repairs and etc. here, 
up to the present there has been nothing done, I have this week 
two men here from the Banff Department who have come to pump 

out and test the spring from which they hope to get the water 
supply from. They are going to pump for a month to see if it 
holds out and if satisfactory the Mngineer says they might be 
able to start work on it about April. That will take quite a 
while to do so. 


Mr. Davis our Agent here has had an enquiry from Ottawa to know 
how far the work has gone. Well up to now no move has been made. 
However, he has been communicating with the contractor who he 
says is in Winnipeg getting material and was to have been here 
this week but has not arrived as yet. When they were here 

in Nov. last they said he would take about four months to 
complete the job. I cannot see any chance of the work being 
finished and ready to open school before the fall. 


It has been very trying waiting and waiting and no move made all 
this time. We have not been able to keep the frost out of the 
extreme ends of the building and the rads and pipes are frozen 
there. I cannot be held responsible for that as I warned them 
what would happen with the present set up. It has been quite a 
trial to keep heat and sufficient water for the boiler and heat 
in the centre of building, and water for the stock, causing a 
lot of extra work."

We are in receipt of Mr. Hoey's memorandum of the 
Le instant, bearing your notation of the 20th, together 
with attached copies of letters from Mr. Cook and Mr. Ostran- 
der, with reference to the above. 


It is felt that it would in order at this time to 
briefly review the circumstances in connection with the 
repairs and revisions projected for this school. 


On the occasion of our Mr. Hargreave's visit to 
Punnichy last November, when he was accompanied by Mr. Simon- 
son, the Contractor, and Inspector Ostrander, it was unan- 
imously agreed that immediate temporary repairs to some of 
the important return mains be made, together with the 
installation of one of the new boilers and the new vacuum 
pump. Mr. Simonson felt that he would able to procure the 
necessary equipment to carry out this phase of the work. 


Consequently, he was authorized to order the boiler 
and pump at once and to make such repairs to the piping as 
appeared to be absolutely essential, in order that some heat 
may be distributed throughout the building to prevent frost 
damage. 


At the same time, the Contractor pointed out that 
it would take all winter to assemble supplies necessary to 
carry out the complete work, and that he intended to devote 
his energies to this end, and felt reasonably sure that such 
supplies would be on hand by the end of March, at which time 
he would put a full staff of workmen on the job and carry it 
through to completion without delay. 


We have written to the Contractor several times for 
a statement of his progress, and his last letter to us, which 
was dated February 18th, outlined that the supply situation 
had been most difficult and that he had been keeping in touch 
with the school through Mr. Davis, the Indien Agent. 


The Contractor also stated in his letter that the 
centre section of the building has been kept heated, and gave 
assurance that the building hed suffered no damage. He con- 
cluded by stating that the work would be under full swing on 
Monday, February 25rd, and that it would continue without 
delay until completion. While he has made no direct state- 
ment to the effect that any work has been done at the school, 
we have had, up to now, no reason to doubt that the temporary 
repairs referred to in paragraph three (3) end four (4) have 
not been executed.

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Mr. Ostrander’s letter of February 7th and Mr. Cook's 
letter of February llth, both addressed to Col. Neary, state 
that no» work of any kind has been done to date. Mr. Cook 
@lso states that radiators and pipes have frozen in the extreme 
ends of the building. 


We are writing to the Contractor again and submitting 
point blank questions in an effort to get a clear understanding 
as to what has actually taken place. We have a great deal of 
confidence in the ability and judgment of this Contractor, and 
feel that he will be able to give assurance that nothing has 
been neglected in connection with the work. 


Upon receipt of his reply you will be further advised. 


Indian Agent Davis reports that Mr. Mitchell has been 
carrying out a pumping test at the spring for three (3) days, 
and that 8,000 gallons of water is being discharged in seven 
(7) hours. Also that the water level in the spring goes down 
about 2*-3" and recovers its level within 10 minutes after the 
pump has stopped. 


It is stated that the average daily consumption of 
water by the school is about 4,000 gallons, which seems to us 
to be rather conservative. 


Nevertheless, if the present rate of discharge and 
recovery can be maintained for a period of one (1) month it 
would appear reasonable to assume that the spring can supply 
the school with the required amount of water. 


When Mr. Mitchell's report is received at the con- 


clusion of his month's test, further comment will be submitted 
regarding this source of water supply.

Compeny who ere the contractors for the above worke 


Divi sion 


We are satisfied that the contractor has conscientiously done everything 
possible in the interest of this school. Equipment and piping have been in very 
short supply, particularly in the West, and it is only through the contractors wide 
business connection that he has been able to finally assemble enough material to 
make a start. 


To date, one of the new heating boilers has been installed along with the 
new vacuum pump; and some radiators have been connected up temporerily.. Part of the 
staff started work on February 23rd when enough materials had been delivered to the 
school to make it worth while. The contractor put a night fireman on duty to ensure 
thet there would be no further interruption in the supply of heat. 


While it is true that some radietors end pipes have been frozen, the con- 
trector states that Mr. Mayo the Prinoipal of the school, informed him thet fewer 
freeze-ups took plece this winter than the previous one. This is due in part to the 
fact that it has been possible to keep all interior doors open, es the school children 
are not present. Also, under the contractors direction, the old boiler was carefully 
nursed along by the school staff, ani the contractor gives full credit to them for 
their co-operation. He also states definitely that no damage to the plaster has 
ooourred. 


There is still a critical shortage of pipe required for the job, but promise 
of delivery has been expected ani if fulfilled the contractor expects that the work 
oan be completed by the end of May, provided also that the high pressure boiler is 
delivered on the date promised. 


It is no surprise to this Division that some radiators ani pipes have frozen, 
as our inspection revealed them to be badly clogged, particularly at the ends of the 
building. The original system was not installed in such a manner as to provide good 
drainage, and with the scaling of the pipes caused in part by hard water and mediocre 
maintenance efforts by previously employed boiler rocm staff, such a state of affairs 
was bound to develop. 


We would like once more to reiterate our confidence in the Williem George 
Plumbing Company. We have every reason to feel that they have left no stone unturned 
in making every effort to get ahead with this work. As additional supplies are re- 
ceived they will put more men on the job in order to hasten the date of completions 
“er .

that as much as possible of the expenditure be accounted for and paid from the 
current year's Appropriation. 


The necessary vouchers ani reports are being forwarded direct 
to the Department by Mr. Davis at once, and I am enclosin: herewith a letter 
handed to me by Mr. N.O. Grosser, of Prince Albert, who has been appointed 
executor of the estate of the late Mr. Simonson, and ‘eneral Manager of the William 


George Plumbin; Company, Limited. 


There seems no doubt whatever that the work will continue under 
good management and good supervision as Mr. Crosser is a very substantial business- 
man, with a high financial rating, and he has assumed full responsibility (from 
his own funds, if necessary, for temporary financing), to carry out the work without 
interruption. 


We are fortunate that Mr, J. Ramage, of the Department of Public 
Works, also discussed all matters with those of us concerned at Prince Albert, 
and he hes given us greet assistance.

Memorandun ; 


Purther to our memorandum of March 23rd you are 
advised that our Mr. Hargreaves has returned from a visit 
to the above school, and it is felt advisable to submit a 
complete report outlining the situation there. 


As you are aware, Mr. Christian Simonson, the sole 
owner of the William George Plumbing Company of Prince 
Albert, with whom the Department had a Contract Agreement, 
died suddenly at the school on March 2lst. Previous to his 
death he had requested the Chief Engineer to send Mr. 
Hargreaves to Punnichy to inspect the work already carried 
out and to consult with him in connection with the shortage 
of materials which he felt was delaying the work. 


In the interests of the Department, our Officer was 
instructed to obtain all information relative to any 
arrangements which may have been made by the William George 
Plumbing Company to carry on with the work, and to advise 
the Department if such arrangements appeared to be satis- 
factory. As a result of his visit, the following summary 
of affairs as he found them is outlined below. 


The late Mr. Simonson had drawn up a will leaving 
all to his wife and appointing her as executrix with a 
provision added, appointing his close friend, Mr. Nelson 
Grosser of Prince Albert as executor in the event of 
Mrs. Simonson's demise. 


Within a short time after Mr. Simonson's death Mr. 
Grosser offered his full support to enable Mrs. Simonson 
to complete any and all outstanding commitments made by the 
William George Plumbing Company. 


She expressed a desire to carry. on with the work 
at the Gordon School, subject of course to the approval 
of the Department and immediately called Mr. Grosser into 
consultation to obtain his advice. 


Mr. Grosser immediately consulted with the Bank of 
Nova Scotia of Prince Albert who had been given Power of 
Attorney by the late Contractor, and he at once deposited 
the sum of $15,000.00 to cover any outstanding accounts 
against the William George Plumbing Company. At the request 
of Mrs. Simonson he assumed active management of the Company 
and upon learning of our Officer's visit to the job, 
immediately sent a foreman to the school to take charge of 
further operations, and came down himself for a full 
discussion. 


R. A. Gibson, Esq., 
Director, 
Lands & Development Services Branch, 
Department of Mines and Resources, 
OTTAWA. 
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Our Officer reports that he is satisfied with the 
work carried out to date and estimates that it is approxi- 
mately one-third complete. The new Foreman has been con- 
tinuously employed by the William George Company for over 
16 years and in our Officer's opinion is fully qualified 
and competent. This opinion was arrived at following 
a@ full two days discussion between the Foreman and our 
Representative. 


Our Officer requested Mr. Grosser to have a 
document drawn up and legally attested to the effect that 
he was assuming all financial responsibility and direction 
of the William George Plumbing Company's affairs. This 
he promised to do as soon as he returned to Prince Albert 
and it is expected that this document will ve forwarded 
to the Department shortly. 


After thoroughly considering and reviewing the 

Project on the job, it is recommended that the 
William George Plumbing Company should be allowed to 
Garry out the balance of the work at the school. The 
Foreman and Meehanics now on the job were carefully 
Sized up and examined by our Officer who states they are 
all men of wide experience in the Glass of work now being 
executed. It is also felt that Mr. Grosser is ina 
very favourable position with regard to obtaining the 
balance of supplies necessary, as he is well known and 
has a wide connection in the West. 


Messrs Salter and Frith, Barristers and Solicitors, 
of the late Mr. Simonson's 
Gan obtain full information 
ial standing and business 
of the Bank of Nova Scotia. 


In conclusion we estimate that the job will be 
completed about the end of June or early in July, at 
which time it is contemplated sending our Heating 


Engineer to make an inspection before the final certificates 


are paid. It is also felt that the Indian Affairs Branch 
should be appraised of the contents of this memorandum.

Further to our memorandum of March 23rd with reference 
to the above, you are advised as follows:«- 


Our heating engineer on his recent viait to the school, 
investigated the possibility of using stokers in connection with 
the new boilers now being installed. 


It was learned that lignite coal could be procured 
without difficulty for the heating plent, but owing to the fact 
that the present electric germrating equijment is overloaded, 
it would not be advisable to install the stokers at the present 
time, as there would be approximately an additional two to three 
horsepower electrical capacity required to operate the stokers. 


However, if the electric generating plant is brought 
up to date, stokers could be added later, as the type of boilers 
now being installed have been arranged to receive underfeed 
stokers without disturbing the present layout.

Referring to the instructions received from 
Mr. Wardle under date of October 16th, 1947, we have 
now received a report from Mr. Cornish dated April 9th 
with final report by Mr. Robinson dated March 22nd 
giving the results of a pumping test made of the spring 
situated 1} miles south-east of the Gordon Indian 
School. 


Attached herewith you will find duplicate 
copies of the report from Mr. Cornish and the final 
report from Mr. Robinson with attached blueprints 
showing recovery of water level and the elevation of 
water table in connection with this pumping test. 

You will note that Mr. Cornish gives us 4 favourable 
report but we should remember that the test only 

took place between February 4th and March 17th and 
we have no definite indication as to what the results 
might have been had we been able to test the spyisig. 
over a period of three months during the winteye~” 


On March 14th the weather changed and re 
was indication that very soon the snow would meh} and 
that water would then find its way into the spring E 
from the surface of the ground, thereby interfering 
with any further accurate test of the capacity of 
the spring. 


The results of the test are certainly more 
favourable than we anticipated but we still think 
that the attached reports are just a trifle optimistic. 
We have written to Mr. Cormish to secure a final recom- 
mendation for this job with an up-to-date estimate of 
cost in connection with the proposal to pipe the water 
from the spring into the school. 


Also attached herewith in duplicate is a water 
analysis of a sample taken at the end of the pumping 
test when the water table was at a low point. You 
will note that the water is hard and the total solids 
are high although perhaps not too high, and iron is 
present in the proportion of 3.5 parts per million. 
There is also a remark on the analysis to the effect 
that the water has a decided odour due to sulphur gas.

I have reviewed Mr. Robinson's weekly reports on the 
pumping tests made at the spring well one and a quarter miles 
southeast of the Gordon's Indian School, and I am of the opinion 
that if a reservoir of say 10,000 gallon capacity were constructed 
at the site of the spring, an intermittent discharge of approxi- 
mately 10,000 gals per day would be available from this source 
during the winter months for a drawdown of one (1) foot below 
depressed water table that would be established after the pipeline 
was installed and the spring had assumed its level of equilibrium 
from the heavy drain of pumping that would be necessary during 
the excavation of the spring reservoir. The opinion is based, 
primarily, on the pump test made from the lst of March to the 17th, 
when operations were closed down. 


For convenience and study of the result of the pumping 
test I have prepared a chart of the drawdown and water table 
readings reduced to the assumed elevation established by Mr. Lyons, 
and used hy me in making the preliminary surveys last June. From 
this Chart, blue-prints of which are attached, it will be noted 
that during the first twenty-eight days of the test, while pumping 
at the rate of 20, 15, 12 and 10 gals per mimte, for a period of 
approximately seven (7) hours each day, recovery steadily declined, 
and water table was lowered from elevation 125.21 to elevation 
123.16, a lowering of the water table 2.05 feet. Continued pumping 
during the next fifteen days, at 10 g.p.m. recovery was maintained 
at this elevation, which would indicate that the spring had reached 
@ point of equilibrium for a discharge of approximately 4200 gals 
for seven (7) hours pumping for a depressed drawdown of approxi- 
mately one (1) foot. 


On the recovery chart, blue-print of which is attached, 
it will be noted that after the pump was cut on February 8th the 
recovery was 7/l10ths of one foot during the first hour; February 
12th was .67 tenths of one foot; February 16 to March 3rd the 
recovery was slightly over .6 tenths of one foot and that, during 
the last fourteen days of the test was consistently .65 tenths of 
one foot in one hour. The recovery during the first five minutes 
after the pump was cut, during the early stages of the test 
averaged about..275 tenths of a foot, whereas after the discharge 
was cut to 10 g.p.m. the recovery during the first five minutes 
was .30 tenths of a foot. This compares very favourably with 
the test made in June 1947 when recovery was .40 tenths during 
the first five minutes. The exact time of full recovery was not 
Clocked. However, the extension of the curve shown for March 
4th to March 17th would indicate that total recovery to water 
table elevation 123.16 would probably be reached in six to seven 
hours after the pump was cut.

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If we assume that static water table was attained 
during the last fifteen days of the test for a discharge of 
10 gals. per minute and a draw down of approximately one foot, 
it would appear that the spring could be pumped intermittently 
two times per twenty-four hours at least for a discharge of 
approximately 7200 gals. As it is proposed to install a three 
or four inch gravity pipeline and a 10,000 gal storage at the 
springs from which the school's present daily requirements of 
6,000 gals can be drawn, this volume of water could be dis- 
charged at the school tank at the rate of 16 or 35% gal. per 
minute, depending on size of pipe installed, and if the drawdown 
reached the elevation 122.21 established during the present 
test, which is slightly over 8 feet above the water level to 
be maintained at the school tanks. 


If we use a pipeline of 3" diameter, the 6,000 gals. 
could be delivered at the school tank in six hours and fifteen 
minutes, whereas by using a 4" line this amount of water could 
be delivered in approximately three hours. The longer periods 
between the discharge of 6,000 gals at the school would permit 
of the unused 1200 gals that the area is capable of producing 
to build up and gradually raise the water table, thus producing 
a larger storage in the gravel, therehy increasing the inflow 
to probably 10,000 gals per day during the winter months. 
Generally most springs are affected by surface precipitation 
during the summer months and as this was evidenced from last 
summer's test, it would appear that the spring is capable of 
supplying the school's present requirement of at least 6,000 
gals per day for a drawdown that will not impare the head 
necessary to transport the water by gravity to the school.

Teet Procedure: The general procedure was as {ollows:- 


A tent and stove were placed at the well, and 
@ 1)" London Centrifugal Pump was set up over the well 
connected to about seven feet of two inch suction pipe and 175 
feet of 2)" discharge pipe. All the piping was arranged so 
that it was possible to drain the entire assenbdly at the end of 
each day’s pumping. 


The water level in the well was recorded before 
the test began, and this was used as a datum at assumed eleva- 
tion 125.21. The pump wae then operated at fram ten (10) to 
twenty (20) gallons per minute, five to seven hours per day for 
the test period of six weeks. Detailed figures of each day's 
Giecharge have been given in the various weekly reports. 
Readings were taken of water level each morning, average draw- 
down, discharge; and recovery of water level for periods up to 
one hour after the pump was stopped. 


Discherge was cheeked periodically by noting the 
time taken to fill @ forty-five (45) gallon drum; and a graph 
showing typical rates of recovery is attached. 


Tenperature and weather readings were also included 
in the weekly reporte. 


Cone lusions: 


1. During the test period approximately 238,000 gallons 
were pumped from the spring, and the static water level was lowered 
2.05 feet below datum, This would appear to be sufficient water 
to serve the school for about two months. 


In spite of the erratic conditions of pumping at 
10 g@epeme, it is felt that a continued flow of at least 10 g.p.m. 
ie available. There was no evidence of reciroulation, and as 
the ground was frozen solidly, all the water pumped must have come 
from storage in the gravel bed. 


These tests appear to show that sufficient water is 
available in the spring to supply from four thousand to six thousand 
(4,000 to 6,000) gallons per day during the winter season, and hence 
that the school’s present water requirements could be filled from it.

In reply to head office letter dated April 15th, your File 
IeAe 1580-4, with reference to the pumping tests for a water supply for the 
Gordon Indian Residential School, ete., I would advise that the reference to 
a 3” and 4" gravity pipeline in my report on the review of the pumping test 
was merely to indicate the advantages between the use of a four inch pipe. 
Personally I would recommend the placement of a 4" main and as & wood stave 
pipe would be less costly than using either galvanized iron pipe or cast 
iron pipe, would reduce this coset considerably, and if carefully installed and 
maintained, would meet the requirements of the proposed lew pressure main 
satisfactorily. Cast iron fittings ean be supplied to connect all gate 
valves, tees and fittings to the wood stave pipe. 


I attach a revised estimate of cost and a material list to 
cover the proposed installation, Excavation quantities have been reduced 
as advantage of lower ground can be taken to reduce cute than that on which 
the traverse line was surveyed. Further if the trenching and grading ie 
done by machine and bulldozer, considerable saving might be effected. 


In view that the water level at the spring reservoir is 
close to the surface I have indicated on the blue-print attacned that the 
top of the eribbing be covered by flooring and insulated,also that the 
walle and roof of the housing be ineulated, and it is probable that during 
the winter monthe provision may be necessary to keep the interior above 
freezing point. At the commencement of the tests made in February and 
March it wae necessary to cut a hole through 6" to8" of ice before the test 
could be started and after the close of each day's test about 2" of ice 
formed over night. The ins:’stiom provided will prevent this to some 
extent, but in extremely cold weather it may be necessary to assist the 
insulation provided by using artificial heat to ward off the extreme 
temperatures. 


I attach copies of resent quotations on wood stave pipe, 
received from the Canadian Wood Pipe and Tank Limited, Vancouver. Also 
quotation on Galvanized Iron ipe and B.I.P, also Cast Iron Pipe from 
Grane Limites, Calgary. These quotations would indicate that 4" wood 
stave pipe can be laid down at ~unnichy for about $88.00 per 100 ft. with 
delivery in about four months, and CelePs Bell and Spigot at $150.00 per 
100 ft., with deiivery in six to eight monthe; 4" galvanized and black iron 
pipe would be cheaper than the cast iron, and slightly dearer than the wood 
stave. However, delivery is indefinite on steel pipe and cast iron would 
not be available until next fall, in view of which it would appear that 
necessity leaves us with only one choice, that is - wood stave pipe. 


Cost installed of wood stave pipe would run $1.10 to $1.20 
per foot, whereas cast iron would be about $2,090. Exeavation and back- 
filling has been provided for in the estinate attached hereto. In 
ordering valves, etcetera provide for type of pipe used.

Further to our memorandum of April 26th and in reply 
to your notation on copy of a memorandum from Indian Affairs, 
dated April 30th, 1948, we are in receipt of a report from if. 
Mitehell, dated April 27th, duplicate copies of which are attached 
herewith. 


You will note the recommendation is for the installation 
of a 4 inch diameter wood stave pipe from the spring to the schoole 
As the water from the spring is mineralized and alkaline, metal 
pipe would no doubt after installation deteriorate 
capacity due to inerustation, so that the effective life of metal 
pipe might not exceed that of wood stave pipe. Minerals and chem= 
icals in the water should not affect the carrying capacity of the 
wood stave pipe to any noticeable extent, and as wood stave pipe 
is cheaper and delivery more definite, its use is recommended. 
However, it should be borne in mind that any type of pipe will need 
maintenance to keep it in good condition, and where the available 
head and quantity of water ts so small, leaks which are allowed to 
develop might interfere seriously with the delivery of water to 
the school. 


It is quite possible that at the end of a winter, the 
conswaption of water at the schoaol might have to be controlled and 
rationed so as not to exceed the winter delivery from the spring 
and this will be especially necessary if leaks develop along the 
pipe line which are not properly repaired. 


You will note the cost of putting the water into the 
school is estimated at $24,000.00. This cost does not include any 
expense necessery for softenin the water for the laundry if used 
for that purpose, nor for chlorination which will be needed. 


It is presuned that present equipment and arrangements 
for distributing the water within the school, will be continued as 
heretofor, and the estimate does not include any changes in this 
equipment that might later be found necessary. 


Whether this new source of water will prove satisfactory 
for the requirements of the school, can only be determined after 
the system has been installed. Water obtained within a few feet 
of the surface of the ground is always liable to fluctuations in 
quantity due to precipitation and lack o” precipitation in the 
immediate vicinity and might also be subject to reduction of flow, 
if the underground reservoir should be tapped by other users.

If Indien Affairs consider that the cost of this work is 
justified in order to he able to operate the school, then $30,000.00 
should be provided.

When I was in Prince Albert last week Mrs. Alice 
Simonson, widow of the late Mr. Chris. Simonson, of the William 
George Plumbing Company, asked me to call and see her as ehe was 
quite concerned about instructions which she had received from Mr. 
T.S. Mills, Chief Engineer, Engineering and Construction Division, 
Department of Mines and Hesources, Lands and Development Branch, to 
the effect that a vertical high pressure boiler will have to be 
installed at the Gordon's Indian Redidential School instead of the 
horizontal boiler which has been ordered and delivered at the school. 


I am enclosing herewith copy of a letter which Mrs. 
Simonson has given me dated June 19th, 1948; copy of a letter from 
Mr. N.O. Grosser, on behalf of the William George Plumbing Company 
addressed to Mr. A.H. Hargreaves, 393 Nelson Street, Apartment 8, 
Ottawa; copy of a letter addressed to Mr. Grosser from Mr. T.S. Mills 
dated June 5th, 1948; and copy of a letter from Mr. Grosser addressed 
to Mr. Mills dated June 14th, 1948, on the subject of the boiler. 


From Mrs. Simonson's letter it will be seen that she is in 
a very difficult position. I do not know whether the letter which Mr. 
Grosser addressed to Mr. Hargreaves received the attention of Mr. 
Hargreaves but I am inclined to think that it did not. I am of the 
opinion that the boiler which was ordered by the late Mr. Simonson 
and delivered at the school was ordered on specifications given to 
Mr. Simonson by Mr. Hargreaves as Mr. Simonson was working on a cost 
plus basis with regard to the equipment, and there seems no reason 
why he shovld not have ordered the boiler exactly as specified by Mr. 
Hargreaves. However, the fact remains that the William George Plumbing 
Company will be out of business at the end of this month as the 
licenses expire, and employees of the firm have sought and obtained 
employment elsewhere, exnecting that the Gordon's School contract 
would be completed by that time. If Mrs. Simonson has to dispose 
of the boiler which has now been delivered, order a vertical boiler, 
await its delivery in perhaps six months' time, and endeavour to 
re-engage men for its installation, 4t will be very difficult for her. 


The measurements of the boiler room at the school are 
in the hands of Mr. Mills and TI feel sure that it is possible to 
install the horizontal boiler either as suggested by Mr. Grosser or 
to the right of the two low pressure boilers and parallel thereto in 
such a way that the high pressure boiler will be satisfactory if it 
4s found later necessary to use a stoker. I would strongly recommand 
that Mrs. Simonson be given instructions to immediately install the 
horizontal boiler in either one of these two places. In this manner 
the contract would be completed by the time her licenses expire and 
while she still has the men to do the work. Also the heating and 
plumbing will be completed by the lst of September. 


If it is decided to carry out my recommendation Mrs. 
Simonson should be so instructed by telegram. If the Engineering 
Branch insist upon the installation of the vertical boiler it will 
be some months before the contract can be completed and even then,

As you are aware, the above school has been 
closed for a considerable time because of necessity for the 
complete reconditioning of the heating system and the installation 
of a water supply system that would furnish adequate quantities 
of water fit for human consumption. 


I understand that the new heating system is 
nearing completion and will be ready before the commencement of 
the normal fall term. Un the other hand, I believe that no work 
has been done on laying a pipe line to the school from an estab- 
lished source over a mile distant from the school. I am given 
to understand that delays in installation of this pipe line are 
due to inability to obtain an assured supply of the necessary pipe. 


Until this pipe line is installed, it is useless 
to even think of reopening this school es there is no supply near 
the school of water fit for hwaan consumption. The early com- 
pletion of the pipeline is therefore of great importance from the 
standpoint of the education of some 120 Indian children. 


I would urge, therefore, that strong represen~ 
tations be made to the Minister of Trade and Vomnerce to give very 
high priority to the supply of the pipe necessary to complete this 
project.

With reference to Department letter of the 22nd ultimo, 
File No. 121-1-5 (#.1), addressed to Mr. Fred A. Mayo, Gordon's Indian Residential 
School, Punnichy, in connection with the engine supplied to that school, and 
which has given unsatisfactory service, I have to say that I was at the school 
when this enzine was examined by Mr, Grosser, of Prince Albert. 


I note that in the letter of Mir. Walter Mi, Petty, Sales Engineer 
of the Witte Engine Works, addressed to Mainguys Limited, Montreal, he is under 
the misapprehension that Mr. Grosser is not competent to criticise this installation. 
I consider Mr, Grosser is very competent. He is the head of the firm of Grosser 
and Glass, of Prince Albert, who are in the business of rebuildinz and re-boring 
engines, and building and repairing machinery of all types. Mr. Grosser is a man 
of perhaps fifty-five years of aze, with a life time of training and experience in 
such matters, and there are few in this province better qualified to pass judgment 
On an internal combustion engine. 


I have had a further discussion with Mr. Grosser and he emphasized 
the following points: 


1. The engine is too small for the work it is expected to do. 
It is a 12 hep. and should be 16 hep., preferably 20 h.p. 


2. Being a Diesel type it is too complicated for satisfactory operat- 
jon by inexperienced staff such as there has always been at the 
Sordon's School. It is very difficult to start and at times 
Mr. Mayo has found it almost impossible to start it. Consequently 
he has fallen back on the old Lister enrine to supply power, and 
it was intended thet the Lister enzine should be an auxiliary 
engine and not have to do most of the work, as it has been doinc. 


It does not require an expert to know that the lubricating system of the Witte 
engine has not been satisfactory. Why it is not satisfactory I do not know, but 
certainly it has given a great deal of trouble. Possibly the excuse made by 

br. Petty thet part of the trouble of faulty lubrication may be caused by the engine 
standing idle for long periods is true. However, when it has been standing idle, 
this, also, was the fault of the engine as Mir. diayo had been unable to start it. 


At the time the engine was purchased it was quite difficult to cet 
engines of any kind but they should not be very difficult to get now, and 1 believe 
the Department should insist that the company who furnished it assume responsibility 
for immediately putting it in shape to operate if we are to keep it. However, I 
would much prefer that it be returned to the company and that company, or some other, 
be requested to supply a less complicated engine, and of at least 16 hp. 


If something is not done very soon about the engine the school wl. 
be re-opened with only the old Lister fit-te use, and that, too, will break °

I am enclosing herewith copy of a letter from Mr. T.S, Mills, 
Chief Engineer, Lands and Development Services Branch, dated June 28th, 1948, 
his file I.A. 1580-4, in connection with the horizontal boiler referred to 
in my letter No. 1149-312-11 ACE. dated June 21st, 1948. 


Since writing the letter referred to I have received a letter 
from Mrs. Simonson on behalf of William George and Company, which reads as 
follows: 


"In connection with the hich-pressure boiler for the 

above project, I am enclosing a letter received from 
lr, Mills. Now the question is what to do with the 

high-pressure boiler delivered to Punnichy? Waiting 
your kind attention, we are..." 


The contract of the William George Plumbinz Company is almost 
completed at the Gordon's School but, of course, a high pressure boiler will 
not have been installed, and the horizontal boiler in dispute is standin: at 
the school awaitine disposal. When the contract is completed I assume that 
Mr. Harzreaves will be sent to the Gordon's School for the final inspection. 
In a conversation with Mr. Grosser, who is Mrs. Simonson's advisor, and who 
assumed financial responsibility to have the contract completed following the 
sudden death of Mr. Chris Simonson, he informed me that he has sufficient 
faith in Mr. Hargreaves’ sood judzment that he feels Mr. Hargreaves will decide 
thet the horizontal high pressure boiler could be, and should be, installed. 
Mr. Grosser is firmly of the opinion that there is sufficient room for its 
installation without interferins with the rest of the plant, and, in his opinion, 
the horizontal type will be much more satisfactory than will the vertical type 
boiler which it is contemplated installing some time later. Mr. Grosser gives 
as his reason for this the fact that the Gordon's School has never had a very 
satisfactory encineer, and may not have in the future. Mr. Grosser says that 
as the tubes are always covered with water in the horizontal type boiler, and 
not with the vertical type boiler, the tubes will cive much less trouble and need 
replacing less often with the horizontal type. He also states replacement of the 
tubes of the horizontal type boiler will be less difficult than with the vertical 
type boiler. 


I would recommend that the horizontel boiler be left at the 
school until after Mr. Harcreaves' final inspection and recommendation, and if 
Mr. Hargreaves recommends installation of the horizontal type boiler it be installed 
as soon as possible efter his inspection, as a hich pressure boiler will certainly 
be needed.

Calls for tenders on the material required for this 
project have been issued and quotations on the wood stave pipe 
have been received and are now in the hands of the Departmental 
Purchasing Agent. As the value of this pipe is over $5,000.00, 
an Order in Council is required to authorize the purchase. 


After the issue of purchase orders, delivery of the 
pipe cannot be made for seven to eight weeks, which means that 
all the material will not be at the site of the work before 
October lst. If a contractor can be found to handle the work on 
the ground, a few weeks after October lst will naturally elapse 
before the installation will be complete.

It is evident that approval must be secured 
before we can exceed the $33,500.00 figure. We 
cannot give exact figures at this time, but "the 
cost of the work" as defined above, apart from the 
Contractor's fee, will be from $39,000.00 to 
$43,500.00 maximum. We are presently holding 
accounts in excess of the contract estimate of 
$33,500.00 which eannot be released for payment until 
we have approval covering the increased cost. 


In explanation for the increased cost, we 
would point to the fact that a repair job cannot be 
acourately estimated in advance. Necessary replace- 
ments often do not become evident until the work 
gets underwey. Heavy expenses, mostly unexpected , 
were encountered on this project by way of structural 
changes alone, which necessitated knocking down 
concrete partitions, re-bricking etc. This work 
alone cost $14,470.00, not including the 15% fee. 
The cost of materials hes been on the increase ever 
since the original estimates were given, and it is 
not surprising that costs have increased according- 
ly. 


Our Mr. Hargreaves is leaving the end of the 
week for the West on an A4nspection tour, and we 
will give you 4 detailed report later.

The undersigned has the honour to report:- 


THAT in the 1947-4 estimates of the Indian 
Affaire Branch, Department of Mines and Resources, funds 
were provided tor oarrying out major repairs and replace- 
mente to the plumbing and heating system in the Sordon's 
Indian Residential School, in the Touchwood Agency, Province 
of Saskatchewan; 


THAT drawings and specifications were prepared 
by the Department, and calle for tender were issued, as a 
result of which only one tender, thet of the firm of William 
George & Company, Prinee Albert, Saskatehewan, was submitted 
on the basis of cost plus fifteen percent (15%) for materials 
and labour. It was recornized that due to the sature of 
the work, the total cost would not be definitely known until 
the work got under way; 


THAT Order in Council P.C.4781 dated November 21, 
1947, authorized that this work be undertaken at once and 
carried to completion, 


THAT upon investigation, it was considered to be 
in the best public interest to accept the tender submitted 
by William George and Company of Prince Albert, Saskatchewan, 
whose approximate estimate of the cost of the work was 
— 7. Thousand Pive Hundred Vollars (33,500.00) plus 
a 15% fea; 


THAT as the work progressed, additional essential 
vepair items became necessary which together with increases 
in the cost of labour and materials, and including the Con- 
tractor's fee of fifteen percent (15%), have inoreased the 
total cost of the repaire to approximately oo! Four 
Thousand Dollere (954,000.00), which, after making provision 
for supervision, will involve a total estimated expenditure 
to the Department of Fifty Five Thousand Loliarsa (¥55,000.00); 


THAT the work is nearing completion at this date 
and the Lepartment’s supervising officer has reported that 
the work is satisfactory.

After a recent inspection trip through the West, our heating 
engineer submitted a report on the above, and the following is a summary 
based on the results of his survey:- 


From a detailed inspection lasting several days, it can be sta- 
ted that the contractor has carried out the work generally in accordance 
with the plans and specifications in a competent and satisfactory manner, 
except that as expected, certain relatively minor items remained to be 
completed at the time of our officers visit. 


The work in the boiler room deserves special mention, and in 
spite of many delays caused by shortages of materials and labour diffi- 
culties, no effort was spared to carry out the intent of the plans and 
specifications, 


The contractors men had left the job before our officer arrived, 
but had stated their intention of returning to complete the work follow- 
ing the inspection. 


During the course of the inspection, the late contractors wife, 
Mrs. Alice Simonson and her business advisor Mr. Nelson Grosser, visited 
the school and conferred with our officer who provided them with a list 
of items of work which had not been carried out, but which it was agreed 
were part of the contract. It was clearly established efter a careful 
check-up, that the work which remained to be carried out, had not been 
charged for. Specifically, the items in question included:- the installe- 
tion of wall, floor and ceiling plates throughout the building; the brae- 
cing of the radiators in certain rooms; the painting of equipment and 
piping in the boiler room; the installation of a pressure relief valve on 
— water line to the domestic hot water tank end several additional 

nor items. 


Mrs, Simonson agreed to have this work carried out as soon as 
possible. When this work is completed, it is felt that Indian Superin- 
tendent Simpson who was familiarized with the situation, can carry out 
the final formal inspection and recommend acceptance of the work. 


It has been recommended to the Indian Affairs Branch in a pre- 
vious memorandum, that the 15 horsepower horizontal high pressure boiler 
ordered in error by the late contractor, be purchased and used at the 
Cowessess Indian Residential School. This boiler with its accessories 
including boiler front, grates etc, is at present on the school property 
and is not being paid for by the contractor. Col. Neary. has advised that 
@ purchase order will be issued and the boiler in question will be moved 
and set up at the Cowessess Indian Residential School. 


We are also advised by Col. Neary, that a purchase order hes 
been issued to the Port Arthur Ship Building Company for a new vertical 10 
horsepower high pressure boiler to be set up at the Gordon's School. At 
his request, our officer made tentative arrangements to have another con- 
tractor connect this boiler when it arrives at the School. This work will. 
not be carried out by the William George Plumbing Company. "

I am enclosing herewith copy of a letter from 
Superintendent S.H. Simpson, of the Touchwood Agency, also 
requisition and tender from the J.H. Ashdown Hardware Company 
for a walk-in refrigerator for the Gordon's Indian Residential 
School, at a cost of $1079.00. 


It is my opinion that the need of a water supply 
for the Gordon's School is much more urgent than the provision 
of a walk-in refrigerator. It is quite true that a walk-in 
refrigerator will be needed when the school is opened. The cost 
of heating and plumbing at the school has been more than anticipated 
and we must add to this the cost of installing the water, which is 
also a large figure. 


This school has operated for many years without a 
walk-in refrigerator, and with many other inconveniences much 
more important. These inconveniences will soon be corrected. I 
would recommend that no action be taken at the present time with 
regard to the refrigerator, but that provision be made in the 
Estimates to supply it in the fiscal year 1949-50 if the school 
has proved, in the meantime, that it is satisfactory in every other 
way.

Enclosed is copy of a letter from Superintendent 
S.H. Simpson, of the Touchwood Agency, copy of a letter which he 
has received from Mr. Mayo, Acting Principal of the Gordon's 
Indian Residential School, and requisition for a 48" flat work 
froner at a cost of $528.00 F.0.B, Winnipeg. 


There is no doubt that an ironing machine is needed 
at the Gordon's School, or the machine will be needed if they 
ever complete the installation of the water supply. Mr. Mayo 
asks that the ironing machine be delivered to the school to be 
on hand for installation at the same time that the high pressure 
boiler is installed. Of course this would be advisable, but I 
must say that at this time I am greatly in doubt that the Gordon's 
School will be open this winter. I have not seen the dragline 
which was to arrive at the school last week to commence excavat- 
ing for the installation of the pipe line. However, I do not 
think it will be suitable for the excavation in view of the fact 
that many rocks and boulders of all sizes will no doubt be found 
in the excavation, and I am afraid that quite a number of the 
boulders will be too large to handle with the dragline scoop. 
Winter is nearly upon us, when we will have frozen ground to contend 
with, as well as the boulders. 


As I understand the Appropriation for school purposes 
is not too generous, I see no advantage in spending $528.00 on 
an ironing machine to stand at the school until next summer before 
it is used. I would recommend that in the event epproval is given 
to the installation of the ironer requested by Mr. Mayo, no orde nat 
be placed for one until there isa certainty that the schogh te 
about to be re-opened. as

With reference to our telephone conversation of 
this morning, I visited the site of the water pine line now under 
construction at the Gordon Indian Residential School. The pipe 
line is dug and water pipes laid to within 2600 feet of the well 
which is now dug at the spring, and the well house is under 
construction. One of the workmen informed me that it is anticipated 
that watér will have to be contended with in carrying the trench to 
the main water supply. Recent snow and rain and heaw frost has 
frozen the bottom and sides of the trench, and the loose earth 
to back fill the trench is now about 3" under snow. 


I contacted Mr. Petefield, Engineer in charge, 
he is of the opinion that this work cannot be completed until 
next spring, due to conditions, I have already mentioned, and to 
having to test the pipe line for 48 hours prior to back filling 
the trench. He has written to Mr. C.R. Cornish, Inspecting 
Engineer at Banff, regarding this matter, and has promised to let 
me have a copy of his reply, which I will submit a copy thereof to vou

Referring to the memorandum from Indian Affairs deted 
October 7th, 1948, and our memorandum to you of October 15th, 
we have received a report frow Mr. Cornish which indicates that 
the suggestion of the school Principal to instal] an extension 
to the Farm Cottage and Barns from the pressure tank in the school 
is not possible at the present time due to a lack of sufficient 
pipe. 


However, lir. Cornish recommends an alternetive scheme 
to supply the Farm Cottage and Barns by connecting direct to the 
new wood pipe and using pipe, pump and other equipment at present 
on hand at the school, This proposel might iuvolve an outlay of 
about 91,000.00 including 1,400.00 for excavation, laying pipe and 
backfilling the trench by the Contractor at present on the ground 
at a contract rate for 400 lineel feet of §1.00 ner foot. 


in a telephone conversation with Mr. Phelan of Indian 
Affairs, we understand that the total anount of ¥1,900.00 for this 
work is available and it is desirable that the work be done. As the 
School Principal has egreed to hendle all the wrk necessary beyond 
the excavation, leying of pipe and beckfilling of trench for the 
400 feet necessary, Mr. Phelan agreed that we should arrange with 
the Contractor for this trench work and submit the bill to Indian 
Affairs for payment. The rest of the work would also be paid for 
by Indian Affeirs direct and no funds would need to be transferred 
to this Service. 


Wil1 you please advise this Office if we have approval: 
to accept the bid of the Contractor, R.B. MeLeod and Company Limited, 
to excavate, lay pipe and backfill for four hundred feet at a cost 
of 91.09 per lineal foot, 


It is now getting lete in the season and dencerbus 
to open up further trenches for water pipe, but if Indian affairs 
desire the work done we recommend this scheme as the only one which 
could be attempted at this time; payment for 11 the work to be made 
direct by Indian Affairs so as not to conflict with the present 
contract.

In reply to the memorandum from Indian Affairs dated 
Jenuary 8th, 1949, asking for a report on the completion of the 
water supply system to the above school, the following is 
submitted. 


The waterline from the spring to the school has been 
installed and we understand is now in operation, The extension 
from the main 4" pipeline to the Farm Cottage and Barns has 
been installed so far as the work outside the building is 
concerned, and Extra Account No, 1, in the amount of $443.73, 
has been forwarded to you for transmission to Indian Affairs 
for payment. The school principal will handle the remaining 
inside work in connection with this extension, as arranged and 
referred to in our memorandum to you of November 19th. 


The main contract with R. B. McLeod and Company, Limited, 
for the installation of the intake and 4" wood pipeline to the 
school has not been completely finished, as due to weather 
conditions the burning of the brush along the pipe right-of-wa 
was not finished and tidying and cleaning up of the job was no 
completed. As the completion of the project in these respects 
cannot be done until Spring, money will be needed in the next 
fiscel year to make final psyment to the Contractor. We under- 
stand he is likely to make an edditional claim over and above 
the amount due under the contract for the work already done, 
which if allowed or partially allowed might have to be met from 
next year's funds. It is of course possible that some of the 
additional money needed might be available out of current Indian 
Affeirs funds but it seems very likely that the amount transferred 
to this Service will be exceeded, 


We are thus not in a position to say definitely at the 
present time how much money will be needed in the next fiscal year 
to complete payment to the Contractor, but we will advise you as 
soon as full information is availeble. 


As part of the main wood pipeline to the school and 
the extension to the Farm Cottage and Berns were both installed 
in severe wintry weather, there is a danger that frost might 
penetrate to the pipe in each case during the present winter, 
To guard against damage to the system Mr, Mayo, the school principal, 
has been edvised by our engineer Mr. Peatfield, to regulate the 
flow of water by the gate valve outside the cista@mat the school 
and keep water flowing through the main pipe continuously during 
the winter. If this flow threatens to fill the cistem a bleeder 
could be opened on the pressure system while the school is closed 
and only a small amount of water is being consumed.

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The caretaker should be advised to continue these 
arran, mts and he should also endeavour to see that water is 
not allowed to remain motionless for long periods in the extension 
to the Farm Cottage during the present winter. These precautions 
should not be necessary after the present winter as the fill 
material in the pipe trenches will consolidate next summer and 
afford better protection for the pipes. The sections of pipeline 
where fill material has been piled up above the old ground level 

* ghould be checked each year in the Fall, and any erosion should 
Ls repaired to ensure proper cover for the pipe during each 
nter. 


The precautions to be taken this winter to kee 
water running in the pipelines should not be relaxed until there 
is no doubt that all frost has emerged from the pipeline. 


The work on the water and heating systems inside 
the sohool has been completed. Sufficient heat should be 
maintained during the winter to protect the radiators and water 
system within the school.

You will recall that a horizontal boiler which was ordered 
by the late Mr. Chris Simonson for use at the Gordon's Indian School 
was not used as it was recommended by the Department of Public Works 
Engineer that a vertical boiler would be more suitable because of a 
lack of space in which to install the boiler. 


I received a telephone call today from a Mr. McKee, of 
Western Supplies, Saskatoon, asking me whether or not our Department 
have actually taken over this boiler for use at some other point. I 
have not been personally advised as to the decision of the Department, 
and had to so inform Mr. McKee. It would appear that Mr. McKee's 
interest now is in the fact that the lawyers who are endeavouring to 
settle the estate of the late Mr. Simonson have been informed by 
Mrs. Simonson that the amount of $932.86 is still owing by our Depart- 
ment on the boiler, and she wished to assign her interest therein to 
Western Supplies in settling her account with them. 


There has been some considerable correspondence between 
this office and the Department in connection with the boiler, but, 
so far as I am aware, no definite decision has been made.

Under date of October 12th, 1944, a contract was 
executed between the Department and RB. McLeod and Company 
of Saskatoon, for the installation of a domestic water 
supply to the Gordon's Indian Residential School. 


Authority for the execution of the contract was 
obtained under Order in Council P.C, 4221 dated September 
22nd, 1946. 


Although bids were invited from six firms, only 
one tender was received and this was submitted by R.B,. 
McLeod and Company on the basis of a lump sum price for the 
intake timber structure and unit prices for the excavation 
and other items. 


The specifications for Excavation and Backfilling 
of the Pipe Trench provided that payment would be based on 
cubic yards of material but the pay quantities would be 
figured for a trench only two feet wide irrespective of the 
width actually excavated. This provision was considered 
necessary as it was impossible to know beforehand what width 
of trench would be excavated by the particular machine 
available to the successful bidder and generally at least, 
a two-foot width of trench was considered necessary. R.B. 
MoLeod and Company bid on the work under these conditions 
and their bid was eccepted, 


During the course of the work, it was discovered 
that much hardpan and many boulders were excavated in the 
trench which were not expected by the engineer, and @ 
trenching machine excavating a trench three feet wide was 
necessary and was used by the Contractor. 


A demand for special consideration has been made 
by the Contractor and our Resident Engineer, Mr. Peatfield, 
has recommended, with the support of Mr. Cornish, that the 
Contractor be allowed yardage for his trenchwork, based on 
a three-foot wide trench which was actually excavated and 
to ignore the specifications which limited the figuring of 
the trench quantities to a width of two feet, 


Due to the fact that the work was more difficult 
than expected and also due to the fact that it was necessary 
to work under adverse conditions, this recommendation is 
concurred in. The Contractor made a genuine effort to do 
this job as we require it to be done under a unit price 
contract, and was the only contractor who would accept such 


a contract.

$20,677 26° { .6735 cusyds. at $1.60), as compared with 
7,118.40 (4,449.0 cu.yds. at $1.60) figured on the basis 
of a two-foot wide trench. Allowing the Contractor payment 
on the basis of a three-foot wide trench (actually 
excavated) will thus dnorease the cost by $3,559.20. 


We understand from Col. Neary of Indian Affairs 
that this extra payment could be made for this fiscal year 
from present Indian Affairs funds, but would require a 
Treasury Board transfer. 


As the burning of brush along the pipeline right- 
of-way and the tidying up of the excavation was not comp=- 
pleted by the Contractor, due to difficulties caused by 
the adverse weather, it will be necessary to holdback 
$1000.00 from the Contractor this fisoal year and this sum 
will have to be provided in the Supplementary Estimates of 
Indian Affairs for 1949-50, plus $100.00 for other expenses, 
or a total of $1100.00 to ensure that the work will be 
completed. 


Kindly advise if we have approval to disregard 
the specifications for the trench excavation and to pay 
for the material actually excavated, which will result in 
an additional on ge to the Contractor of $3,559.20. 

As a Treasury Board transfer is involved and a further 
Order in Council will probably be required, we should be 
pleased to receive this approval as soon as possible so 
that the extra payment can be made from current funds.

The Committee of the Privy Council have 
had before them 4 report dated 15th March, 1949 from 
the Minister of Mines and Resources, 
representing: 


That under authority of Order in Council 
P.C. 4221 dated September 22, 1948, a tender from 
R. Be McLeod and Company Limited of Saskatoon, Saskat- 
chewan, was accepted for the installation of a Domestic 
Water Supply System for the Gordon's Indian Residential 
School near Punnichy, Saskatchewan, in the amount 
of $19,153.99, and a contract on the basis of unit 
prices and a lump sum was executed; 


That due to the nature of the material encountered, 
it was necessary to excavate a three foot wide trench, 
which increased the estimated excavation; 


Yhat the total cost of carrying out the above work 
including contingencies and engineering supervision 
will now approximate Twenty Seven Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars (327,500). 


The Committee, therefore, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Minister of Mines and xesources, advise that 
authority be granted to pay the additional cost of the 
work amounting to approximately $8,546.01, chargeable to 
Vote 772, Education, Indian Affairs Branch, in the 
Supplementary Estimates for 1946-49.

In reply to your marginal notation of the 
5th instant appearing on Major MacKay's memorandum 
to you of April 2nd in connection with the lighting 
plant at the above school, we make the following 
comments: 


In 1946 the Indian Affairs Branch purchased 
a new Witte Lighting Plant which, it is reported, 
has been giving considerable trouble. Considerable 
repairs have been made on the engine since its in- 
stallation, and it is further reported that even 
when the prime mover is operating satisfactorily, 
the unit is not of sufficient electrical capacity 
to handle the loads imposed on it. 


This Division was verbally requested by 
Colonel Neary to express an opinion on this unit 
before the purchase was made, and he was advised 
that an investigation of the electrical situation 
would be necessary before we could make any comments, 
We discussed the question of capacity by telephone 
with Mr. Forward, an officer of the M.S.C.C., whom 
we were informed, was well acquainted with the 
requirements at the school, and he assured us that 
the proposed unit was sufficiently large to handle 
the electrical loads at the school. We were not 
requested to investigate the electrical situation at the 
school and did not, therefore, take any further action 
in this matter. 


We do not have any information on our file 
regarding the electrical situation at the school 
with the exception of copies of correspondence between 
the Indian Affairs Branch, the Saskatchewan Regional 
Supervisor of the Indian Agencies, and the Suppliers 
of the Witte generating unit purchased. 


Before we can make any recommendations, it 
will be necessary to have complete data on the 
electrical requirements, and to this end we have 
requested Mr. W.W. Perrie, who left Ottawa for the 
West on April llth, to make an inspection and submit 
a report. Mr. Perrie advised that he expects to be 
able to carry out this work in the very near future, 
and upon receipt of his report, Indian Affairs Branch

Mr. W.W. Perrie, Supervising Engineer, Engineering 
and Construction Division, visited the Gordon's Indian Residential 
School recently to report on the electrical system. As his 
report went direct to Mr. Charles H. Buck, I am enclosing a copy 
of it herewith for the information of our Branch. 


I am also enclosing a requisition covering suggestion 
No. 3 in Mr. Perrie's report, being a 1 phase, 60 cycle, 18 K.W. 
continuous 110/120 volt diesel electric plant and other incidentals 
in connection with the installation of the same. 


As the time is near for re-opening of the Gordon's 
School, and the electrical system cannot be operated without 
the immediate supply of either the motor suggested and shown 
in the requisition, or connection with the power line, I would 
recommend that immediate action be taken toward the purchase 
of the motor. 


While connection with the power line, at a cost of 
probably $9,000.00 would ultimately be much more convenient, 
we would still have to have an auxiliary unit because of 
power failures from time to time. If we eventually decide to 
connect with the power line, the power unit now being requested 
would serve as an auxiliary unit. _

With reference to your letter of June 22nd, 654-5(E.1) 
regarding an ironer for the Gordon's Indian Residential School. 


I requested the information from Mr. Mayo, Acting 
Principal, as outlined in your letter, but the only information 
he has given me is that he would rather have a steam ironer 
for two reasons: the present laundry layout would make it very 
easy and economical to connect an ironer to the steam line, 
and the operating costs with steam would be lower than electrical 
heating. 


I do not think the Purchasing Agent should make any 
definite commitments as to the purchase of a new ironer until 
the equipment from Elkhorn School has been checked to see if 
suitable equipment can be obtained from that source. Another 
major reason for delaying purchase is the uncertainty of the 
electrical power at Gordon's, which at the present time is 
110 Volts, D.C., but Mr. Perrie of the Survey and Enginesring 
Branch has recommended a 60 cycle, A.C. plant be installed. 
As soon as these two points are difinitely decided, action 
should be taken regarding the ironer.

We prepared a specification for a new generating 
unit and forwarded same by hand to Col. Neary on August 5th 
to expedite the receipt of tenders. Copy of our specification 
is attached hereto. 


The type of equipment specified is such that the 
storage battery supplies only a small percentage of the 
total plant capacity and during heavy load periods the 
generating set automatically starts and supplies the load 
demand directly, when the load drops below this predeter- 
mined level, at which the engine cuts-in, the unit shuts 
down automatically and the battery handles the load inde- 
pendent of the generator until such time as the load demand 
exceeds this set value.

The following extracts from the Boiler & Pressure Vessel Act 1948, are 
particularly drawn to your attention. 


Section 14 An inspection certificate may set forth repairs or alterntions to be made 
in, upon or in connection with any boiler, pressure vessel or plant, and the owner shall 
cause such repairs to be executed forthwith. 


Section 17 Every inspection certificate shall be posted in a conspicuous place in the 
plant or near the boiler or pressure vessel to which it relates and shall be produced by 
the owner or other person responsible for or in immediate charge of such boiler, pressure 
vessel. or plant upon demand of an inspector. 


Section 20 (1) No owner shall cause or permit any high pressure boiler or steam plant to 
be operated unless : 

(a) a chief engineer who holds a certificate entitling him to operate such boiler 
or steam plant as chief engineer, and who is not responsible for the operation of any 
other boiler or steam plant, is responsible for and personally supervises the operation 
thereof; and 

(b) either such chief engineer or a shift engineer who holds a certific ate 
entitling him to operate such boiler or steam plant as shift engineer is in immediate 
charge thereof and the chief engineer, shift engineer or some other person acting under 
the direct supervision of the chief engineer or shift engineer is in personal attendance 
on the boiler at all times, whether or not any such boiler is equipped with automatic 
control. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), no owner shall cause or permit any low pressure boiler or 
steam plant having a capacity of twenty horse power or more to be operated unless a 
person who holds a certificate entitling him to operate such boiler or steam plant is 
responsible for the operation thereof 2nd in personal attendance thereon at all times. 


(3) A low pressure boiler having a capacity of not more than seventy-five horse power 
which is equipped with an automatic low-water cut-out device approved by an inspector 
and designed to shut off the fuel fire in the event of low water, may be left unattended 
and in operation for a period not exceeding ten consecutive hours if: 

(a) the safety valve is set to relieve at not more than fifteen pounds to the 
square inch; 

(b) the safety valve and automatic low-water cut-out device are tested daily to 
ensure their efficient operation; 

(ec) the automatic low-water cut-out device is installed in such manner that it 
cannot be rendered inoperative by the manipulation of any manual control or regulating 
apparatus and the water column, water glass and the float chamber of the cut-out device 
may be thoroughly blown out each day. 


Section 27 Every owner of a boiler, pressure vessel or plant shall provide and keep at 
all times in a readily accessible location an adequately equipped first aid kit for the 
treatment of minor injuries and shall produce such first aid kit upon demand of an 
inspector, 


Our inspectors report that in some instances owners are employing persons 
to operate boilers who do not hold certificates issued under the Act and we sincerely 
hope that after receipt of this notice such violations will be corrected making further 
action unnecessary, 


Your full co-operation in respect to 211 the requirements of the Act is 
solicited in the interests of public safety and will be greatly appreciated.

You have already received an installation 
drawing of the unit, our drawing number CD-2911. The usual practice is to 
install these units on a block of concrete, and for this particular unit 

we would recommend a block approximately two feet deep, five feet long, and 
three feet wide. ‘This block should be made of reinforced concrete, and at 
least 18" of the block should be below the normal ground level, In some 
instances, these units have been installed on heavy timbers which are firmly 
@mbedded in the ground, but this practice is not to be recommended if a 
concrete block can be used, The generating set is complete in itself insofar 
as the engine and generator are concerned, and it is only necessary to connect 
the engine starting batteries and the fuel oil supply line in order to start 
the unit. 


A fuel supply system will be required, and in this case the usual practice is

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to have an underground storage tank for the main fuel supply and a day tank installed 
in the engine room, A pipe line is connected between the day tank and main storage 
tank, and a transfer pump, usually hand operated, is installed in this line, The day 
tank should have sufficient capacity for about at least two days continuous operation, 
and the engine attendant should pump this day tank full every morning. This day tank 
is connected to the fuel inlet on the engine. Depending upon the length of oil lineg, 
they can be made of either copper tubing or 3/8" black iron pipe. If necessary, a 
plumber, with ordinary plumber's tools, can install the fuel tanks and fuel lines. The 
day tank should be installed above the level of the fuel inlet into the engine so that 
there is always a gravity feed of fuel to the engine. 


A plumber could also install the exhaust silencer and exhaust piping. The main thing 
to watch here is to avoid any possible bends in the exhaust line, and to keep it as 
straight as possible, 


With regard to the actual location of the engine installation, it should be located in 
a well ventilated room with sufficient clearance all around the unit to permit access 
to it for servicing and repairs. A clear area in front of the radiator should be 
allowed to permit free circulation of the cooling air through the radiator. 


The generator control panel is being supplied for wall mounting. It will be complete, 
including all meters, internal wiring, and generator field rheostat, and will also in- 
clude the automatic remote starting panel, and the reverse current relay. It will be 
necessary to supply the main leads between the generator and the panel, and the panel 
and batteries, together with the smaller leads from the automtic engine control panel 
to the actuating relay and the engine. Wiring diagrams will be furnished, showing 

all these connections, and I believe that provincial regulations usually require that 
this type of work be done by a licensed electrician. There is nothing particularly 

complicated about it, and a competent electrician could take care of it quite readily, 


I trust that the above outline will give you some idea as to what to expect, and if 
there is any particular detail on which you would like further information, please 
let me know.

In previous correspondence regarding the above, 
you were furnished with comment indicating that by replac- 
ing seven (7) wet batteries, the existing bank of batter- 
ies would be satisfactory for use with the new D.C. plant, 
recently purchased for installation at the school. 


In a recent report from Mr. Perrie, after visit- 
ing the school with Mr. Kosnar from this office, who was 
instructed to call there on his western inspection trip, 
the suggestion is advanced that consideration should be 
given to replacing the complete battery set consistine of 
56 - 315 amp. glass cell batteries at a cost of 21.65 
each. 


Mr. Perrie has not commented on the condition of 
the existing batteries since his first examination in June 
last, when in his report he said:- 


"All batteries have a small amount of sediment 
in the bottom of each jar; the terminal posts 
are in bad shape and should be fitted with new 
nuts, and the spacers are badly warped in about 
half the jars." 


In view of such comment, indicating a shortening 
life for the cells still intact, requiring progressive re- 
placement, it is recommended that Indian Affairs authorize 
the purchase at once of .66 = 315 ampere glass cell batter- 
jes (Autolite or equal) to be forwarded to the school for 
installation AsS"SsoMN"As possible, and that Mr. Perrie be 
authorized to arrange for the necessary labour, all costs 
to be met by the Indian Affairs Branch, Educational Vote.

The following has been received from Mr. Perrie 
under date of December 6th, and is forwarded for the 
information of Indian Affairs:- 


"T have to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of November 25th with attached letter from 
Wed. Westaway Company Limited relative to 
the water supply at the above school, and I 
have to advise that I am quite in accord with 
your suggestion that it might be wise to 
withhold action on the proposal to soften 
water at the school until after the school is 
in operation with a full complement of pupils 
and staff and a steady water consumption is 
being maintained. 


It is true that, although the analysis 
covering the various samples of water taken at 
this school during the past two years show 
quite a variation in the nature of the water, 
all seem to indicate that it requires some 
treatment to make it entirely satisfactory for 
use in the school heating plant and for laundry 
purposes, and were it not for the high sulphate 
value of the water it would seem that the 
ordinary type of water softener would be all 
that is required at the school. To remove the 
sulphates would, as indicated in a letter from 
W.J. Westaway Company Limited, be too expensive 
an operation for this particular application 
and it is a question whether ordinary softening 
would take care of the problem. 


The water level in the well has, since the 
well was cleaned out, never risen to anything 
like the level of last spring, and possibly, 
as you suggest in your letter, the spring thaws 
and rain, which will no doubt again raise the 
level of the water in the well, will have an 
effect on the quality of the water and an 
analysis next spring may indicate somewhat 
different properties than would those taken 
previously. Some immediate steps should, however, 
be taken to have a hypochlorinator installed 
and the water treated at the present time", 
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With reference to the purchase of a hypo- 
chlorinator we have received quotations and are now 
considering which particular type we shall recommend 


for purchase, 


We are taking the necessary steps to close out 
the contract for this water supply and as soon as we 
know definitely the additional money needed to make the 
final payment to the contractor and purchase the 
hypochlorinator we shall advise you so that a transfer 
of funds can be arranged.

Regarding the quality of the water at the Gordon's 
Residential School, this matter has been discussed with Mr. W.W, 
Perrie, of the Lands and Development Services Branch, and he 
informs me that the Sulphate in the water cannot be removed by 
any water softener; that the water softener formerly shipped to 
the Union Lake School will soften the water sufficiently for 
washing purposes; that the sulphate will remain to cause a scum 
on the water and will show on basins, bath tubs, and laundry 
equipment, but will do no harm.

Recently I visited the Gordon's Indian 

Residential School and Mr. Mayo told me that both Mr. 
Hargreaves and Mr. Perry instructed him to use soft water 
only in the school boilers. The local boiler inspector has 
told him to use only hard water in the boilers and Mr.Mayo 
is now uncertain as to which authority's instructions to 
follow, 


From my own observations of what the hard 
water at present used at the school is doing to bath-room 
and wash-room fixtures I'm inclined to the opinion that the 
hard water would soon corrode and scale in the boilers. 
However I'm no expert and would appreciate your opinion. 


For Mr. Mayo's protection I would appreciate 
you giving him your instructions, in writing, as to what type 
of water to use in case the local boiler inspector objects 
to Mr. Mayo's ignoring his instructions. As the boilers were 
installed at federal cost I imagine your instructions would 
supersede the local inspector's.

I wi to bring to your attention the fact 
that a root cellar is absolutely necessary at the 
Gordon's Indian Residential School, 


As you are aware, some outbuildings are 
being erected there now, and while the carpenters are on 
the ground it would be well to have the root cellar built, 
as the school have no Place to store their potatoes and 
other vegetables for the winter. 


In building a root cellar with cement walls 
and roof it is necessary to reinforce it with iron and 
steel, and this would be expensive, as the labour alone 


would cost between $400.00 and $506.00, and as the 


Department has advised me that only expenditures that are 
absolutely necessary may be incurred, I would suggest that 
an ordinary toot house be constructed, which would meet 

the requirements, This would be dug into a hill and lined 
with boards, and would have a pole roof covered with brush, 
straw and earth, and of course the necessary ventilators, 
etc, I find that I can build a Place of this nature for 
from $225.00 to $250.00, and no doubt it would last at 
least four or five years, 


I should be glad to have the Department's 
authority immediately to go on with this work, as it is 
absolutely essential, and I do not suppose the Church 
authorities have any money to build it themselves,

As intimated in my last report we have run into some trouble 
on the water supply to the school.After cleaning out the 

well at the lake shore it was found that the water did not 
rise very quickly,and would not rise to the level of the 
lake surface.Upon investigation we found that the water levbl 
of the lake was down some four feet from its level of a yeare 
or 80 ago,and down below where the water could get into the 
gravel and stone around the well.It was necessary to immediately 
dig a trench to continue the original trench from the well 

to the lake, This I ordered done,and have had it filled with 
boulders and gravel,and have also had the forty foot culvert 
cleaned out and replaced in this trench out into the lake, 

In order that you may have a better idea of this I enclose 
three photographs showing the work in progress, 

Now that the water is again running to well there will be 
about eight feet of water in same. The last two years have 
been very dry up here and all bodies of water are at a very 
low point, 

I have had the foreman keep careful time of the this work, 
and have checked up carefully myself. 


The school is now completed except for the ash-hoist,and the 
electric moter for the water pump, this latter being run 
temporarily by a gas engine. As soon as these two items 
arrive a day will suffice for the installation of them, 

The contractors are now cleaning up around the building and 
tearing down the office and buildings. 


The Sewing Room d one Class Room are in use,but the rest of 
the building is not being used,

I have just received e report from 
Archdeacon Knowles, who has returned from the Gordon 
School, and also from Mr. Waddy, to the effect that the 
Principel's residence is unfit for occupation at the 
present time, Mr, Waddy tells me that there is not 
a@ house on the reserve that is in such a filthy condition 
as is this one, The walls are black, and boards have 
been nailed across the plaster with the result that it 
is badly broken. The floors are so thick with dirt 
that it can be scraped off with a hoe. The paint is 
off the windows and the varnish off the woodwork, and as 
I say, the place is not in a fit condition for anyone 
to occupy. 


I would ask for your authority to 
spend between $250.00 and $300.00 to put this residence 
in shape, In the meantime the new Principal and hie family 
are occupying three rooms in the school building that cannot 


conveniently be spared. 


I am of the opinion that with a lay

I beg to inform you hat I have just 
returned from making a visit to the Touchwood Agency, and 
the two residential schools, Gordon's and Muscowequan. 

My visit was of short duration, but I was able to go into 
& number of matters. 


At the Gordon School I found the work 
almost completed, although there are still some things to 
be done. The workmanship on the building seems to be 
first-class. The school is now under the management of 
470 Mr. Frayli and he is receiving a great deal of co-operation 
Va from Mr. Waddy. At the time of my visit there were 97 
children in the school, and in a few weeke time this number 
will be increased to 120 if not more, according to reports 
ve received, 


\ *“ There are one or two matters in connection 
¥ ‘ th the Gordon School which I think should receive your 
v attention. I would point out that the drainage from the 
Ws school to the sewage disposal is in very bad shape and the 
4 sewage is backing up over the basement floors. When I was 
there a quarter of the room was covered with back water and 
fetid matter, and the stench was unbearable, I am told that 
it was the duty of the contractor to put this drainage 
system in first-class shape. I later met Mr. Swan and told 
him what I had found. As Mr. Swan has been handling the 
business of the Department I thought he was the proper officer 
to speak to regarding matters of this kind,

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I have secured for this institution a high 
class Engineer, which is something we should have in all 
our schools, a man capable of making repairs and keeping 
the machinery the way it should be kept. The school is 
paying a good salary to this man and no doubt will get 
good results. Since Mr. Frayling, the new Principal, who 
is a layman, has taken charge he has not had much chance 
to show what he can do, as he has been handicapped by not 
having the right kind of a staff. At the time of my 
visit he was short a Matron, a cook, and a couple more 
female members of staff. Whether he will be fortunate in 
securing the right type of people to fill these positions 
in the near future I do not know. He has advertiseé for 
them. 


Mr. Frayling drew my attention to the oven, 
which has been the subject of considerable correspondence, 
pointing out that the requirements of the school were from 
100 to 125 loaves of bread per day, and with an oven of 
the size which he is to receive it would be necessary to 
bake every day, including Sundays, and sometimes twice a day. 
I think he is correct in this, as I checked the matter up 
Closely with the adjoining school, Muscowequan, where there 
are 68 pupile, and possibly a total of 85 including the 
staff. At this school they had an oven which is practically 
of the same capacity as you propose sending to the Gordon 
school, where they will have from 135 to l to feed when 
the school is filled. This oven was discarded at 
Muscowequan because it was not sufficiently large to take 
care of the requirements of this school where they have a 
pupilage of 68. I have since had installed at this ebhool, 
as you know, an oven which can provide for the baking of 
two sacks of flour at a time, and in discussing this matter 
with the baker at the schoolshe informed me thatfhe bakes 
from seven to eight sacks of flour a@ week. This seems a 
large amount butshe assured me it was the quantity used, 
Every child in the school gets rid of a pound loaf a day, 
this being the case you will see at once the situation 
at Gordon's. As the oven you propose sending there has 
only a capacity of 72 loaves it is quite unsuitable and 
should not be installed. It seems to me that this is 
@ matter that could well have been left to officers in 
the field who are doing the actual work and underetand 
exactly what is required. If the Department insist on 
supplying this type of oven we might as well have installed 
the one which wae discarded at the Muscowequan School. 
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Another matter which was brought to my 
attention was the fact that the large outdoor cistern 
that we built in connection with the school that was 
burned down is intact, but there is no way of getting 
the water out of the cistern and through the house. 

This should have been attended to when the contractors 
were on the ground. I should be glad if you would have 
it attended to. 


I am sorry to report that some of the 
furniture which was bought for the school is absolutely 
unsuitable. There is an extension table in the dining room, 
which was bought from the T. Eaton Company. This table 
4s very light and already has a sag in the middle, and they 
have it braced up with a wooden beam. However, I found 
that there was a dining room table in the basement, which 
had been made; this can be used and there was no necessity 
for buying the light extension table from Eaton's. 


My attention ..was also drawn to the fact 
that a lot of the cupboards which were made and delivered 
are not necessary. I do not know what wae ordered, but 
I saw six cupboards which had been built for books scattered 
here and there throughout the building and they are trying 
to use them for clothes cupboards. I asked why these were 
not being used for the purpose for which they were built 
and was told they were not required. I also found two 
other cupboards which were of no use. One had been set 
up and the other was going to be taken out to the 
storehouse. These cupboards had all been made on the 
recommendation of Mr. Stanford, Before we even started to 
furnish the school I wrote and asked the Department not 
to act on Mr. Stanford's recommendations. Had this been 
adhered to we would have saved hundreds of dollars, 


} Might I suggest that when orders for 
drugs are received the, be very earefully scrutinized. I 
found the new drug room at the Gordon School filled up 
with drugs, some in sufficient quantity to last for ten 
years, a most disordergymases of stuff unpacked and 
scattered around, as it could not all be packed on the 
shelves. I have a copy of the drug invoice before me,

No branch cut-outs in "E" Box where 
wires change in size. The positive wire that runs from the 
panel to the front chapel lights are grounded to the conduit 
of the game run, causing a short circuit. Loom service used 
for entrance to barns and outlying butidings. Wires run down 
the side walls of the barns without any protection from neg 
or straw that might be piled against them. Building has no 
got a separate distribution panel for each floor. 


The following changes are required to 
meet the approval of the Saskatchewan Power Commission: - 


Install branch cut-outs in "EF" box 
where wires change in size. Run two new wires from panel to 
front Chanel lights. Install conduit service to outlying 
buildings and ground conduits of same. Board in wires on walls 
of barns so that wires are protected from hay, straw, and 
mechanical injury. 

Mr. Swan informs me that the cost of 
the above work will be $90.00 and I shall be glad to receive 
authority to have it done while the electricians are there as 
it will cost a great deal more to send them back again. The 
above changes will make the installation safe and efficient.

I have today been reading a report from 
the Principal of the Gordon's Indian Residential School, 
in which he statés that since the last report the 
cottage has been painted, and though not finished in 
a very workmanlike manner it is clean and habitable, 


In your telegram to me dated December 
15th. you informed me that Dunn and Ward, of Semans, 
Sask. were to be employed to supply materials and 
perform labor on the repairs to the Principal's 
residence at the Gordon School, I was given no 
option in this matter, and did not have the opportunity 
of ascertaining whether these men were good workmen or 
not. In the first place there is onlyr:Mr. Ward, 

Mr. Dunn having left the firm. They do not carry 
materials, so they would have to go and buy them at 
probably a greater cost than I would have to pay for them, 
and it turns out that they are not even good workmen . 
It seems unfair to spend money without ascertaining 
whether the men employed are competent or not. As I 
have pointed out before, I think when we start our 
building program we should have something to say about 
who should be employed. I have no doubt that 
representations were made to the Department that 
Messrs. Dunn & Ward were capable of handling this work 
judging from your telegram to me. ,

I beg to report that the lake which 
supplies the water for the Gordon Indian Residential 
School, Touchwood Agency, has got so low this summer 
that the intake pipe to the deep water tank, used to 
collect water at the edge of the lake, is nearly 
exposed, and will soon be useless. It would be a 
big job to lower the pipe, and if this wre done, the 
tank would also have to be lowered to provide storage 
capacity, quite a costly proposition. 


I understand that Messrs. MoPhergon & 
Thom have looked into the matter, and they suggest 
that we use a small engine and pump for the job. A 
sketch showing the exact situation is attached. This 
sketch was prepared by the engineer. ‘The water is 
quite deep yet, I understand, and if a pump were 
supplied, it could be installed. The cost will be 
in the neighbourhood of $125.00.

With reference to the water supply system at Gordon's Indian 
Boarding School which was inspected by our Mr. Miller a couple of days 
ago, we beg to report as follows:- 


There is two ways that the water pipe can be installed in the 
lake, firet by building a gofferdam and then dig a trench deep enough 
so that the pipe would be below the frost line and secondly by laying the 
Pipe on the bottom of the lake and then cover this, pipe with earth and 
stones of sufficient depth to protect it from frost. 


The cofferdam proposition would be considerably more expensive 
than laying the pipe on the bottom of the lake, so we are recommending 
the second scheme, that is to lay the pipe on the bottom of the lake 
and cover with sufficient earth and stones to protect from the frost. 


We recommend that a pump be installed close to the lake, as the 
level of the lake is so low that the pump in the School will not lift 
the water at present, the pump to be installed in a well ineulated 
building on the shore of the lake above high water level. 


We also recommend that the water be pumped from the Pump at the 
lake to a tank of sufficient capacity, placed under ground at the most 
suitable location near the school, as it is not practicable to have a 
pressure pump so far away from the pressure tank in the School. ‘The 
tank is required for purifying purposes and would also be a fine reserve 
supply in case of fire. 


We are attaching a sketch showing the pipes as we propose to 
install them and will be pleased to have your instructions to proceed 
with the work.

I have just returned from a visit to the 
Gérdon's Residential School in the Touchwood Agency, 
I noted when there that the conorete floors in 
children's dining room, the corridor", and the 
boys’ and girls’ play-roome which are in the base- 
ment of the building, were hard to keep clean, and 
when swept they created a great deal of dust. 


This cannot be good for the health of the 
children, and it further makes the buklding hard to 
keep clean, I would therefore strongly recommend 
that these floors be painted.

The Gordon's Indian Kesidential School ws destroyed 
by fire on the lst day of February, 1929, and at that time it was 
decided to provide an item in the estimates for the next year for 
the reconstruction of the building. Later on however an item was 
Placed in the Supplementary Estimates. 


When the building was destroyed the only portion left 
that could be used in the reconstruction of the new school was the 
foundation. In omer to have all the information necessary available 
for the preparation of the plans a blue print copy of the floor Plans 
of the 01d Gordon's School was sent to Commissioner Graham on May 13th, 
and he was asked to interview the Church authorities and return the 
blue prints with any changes desired indicated. As no reply was 
received on June 19th a further requeet was made to the Commissioner 
asking that the plans be returned as soon as possible in order that 
the plans for the new school could be prepared at once. The plans 
were received here on the 2lst of Junes 


Plans and specifications were then prepared for the 
new building and on Sept. Sth tenders were invited. They were received 
on the 30th and on October 17th an Order in Council was passed awarding 
the contract to Shoquist Bros. of Saskatoon, the lowest tenderer. The 
work was commenced immediately and the contract completed on the 27th 
of September of this year. 


During the winter months it was necessary to practically 
suspend operations, but as much work as possible s done when the 
temperature would permit, in order to assist the unemployment in that 
district. 

Mr. William Swan, Architect or Punnichy, was appointed 
by the Civil Service Commission as Inspector of Constructions Mr. Swan 
had acted as Inspector when the old Gordon's School was erected and 
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his services were satisfactory. The Indian Commissioner also recommended 
that he be employed for this work stating that he cmsidered that he was 
one of the most competent men in the Province of Saskatchewan and strongly 
advised that he be employed. 


The new Gordon's Indian Hesidential School is entirely of 
fireproof constructions 


In the furnishing of the Indian Residential schools (tv has 
been the practice in the past to allow the Principal, after consulting 
with his staff, to submit to the Department a list of the furnishings 
required. When this list is received here it is carefully checked in 
order that the equipment will conform to that fumished other schools. 

It is necessary to disallow some of the items asked for, md in some cases 
to make additions. This list is then sub-divided and forms of tender 
prepared and submitted to the different firms for prices. The names of | 
the firms who are asked to quote are obtained from the Minister's office. 


In the case of the Gordon's School the Reverend Principal 
submitted a list which was carefully checked in accordance with the above 
proceedure. On August 14th an analysis of the tenders received was submitted 
to you, with the recommendation that the order be placed with the firms quoting 
the lowest price. On the following day you submitted these prices to the 
Minister 's office for cmsideration. On Sept. 6th you advised the Minister's 
Secretary that the Minister had instructed that new prices be invited, and 
om Septe 16th the Minister's office submitted a list of names fran whom 
prices were to be invited. The following day the fdrms were sent out to 
these firms and the prices were receivable on Sept. 30th to Oct. 6th. On 
October 135th an analysis of the prices received was submitted to the Acting 
Deputy which was approved, and on Octe 14th the orders were placed. 


When preparing the tenders forms to be submitted to the various 
firms it has always been found that there are certain items which it is 
more satisfactory to purchase by personal selection, such as curtains, rugs, 
and a few small items, these the Principal was authorized to Purchase and 
was advised of the names of firms from whom to make the purchase.

I have given careful attention to the letter of the 
6th December from Mr. P. H. Gordon, K.C., of Regina, and also 
the letter from Mr. Graham, the Indian Commissioner, dated 
the 3rd December. These letters refer to the alleged delays 
in the completion of the new residential school building 
on the George Gordon's Reserve, near Punnichy, Sask., and 
delays in furnishing the school. 


This school is conducted by the Anglican Diocese 
of Qu'Appelle, and has for some years suffered from mise 
management which oulminated in the destruction by fire 
of the fine school building. They seemingly have found 
4t impossible to e @ a competent person in Holy Orders 
to conduct this school. I suggested to Bishop Harding and 
Archdeacon Knowles when they were last in my office, in the 
autumn, that they ought to select a competent layman. ‘They 
have selected a layman, and time will show whether he is 
competent or not. 


Zhe Build ing 


school was Gagtroyed by fire on February 1, 1929. 

The Main Rotinates had been prepared, and as we had obtained 
our full requirements, the Minister decided not to provide 
for the school in the Estimates of 1929-30, but to make it 

& leading item in the Hatimates for 1930-31. However, owing 
to pressure from the ecclesiastical autiorities he decided 
to place an amount in the Supplementary Eatimtes, and 
accordingly $90,000.00 was provided. Our Supplementary 
Estimates went to the Finance Departuent on the 6th May,1929, 
and as soon as they had been approved, on the 13th May, blue 
print copies of the floor plans of the old school were sent 
to Mr. Graham and he was asked to interview the Churoh 
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authorities and to make suggestions as to the changes in the 
plans. No reply was received from Mr. Graham, and on June 19th 
i wrote asking him to return the plans as soon as possible. 
My letter crossed one from him dated May 2iat- I could not 
understand this and asked him for an explanation, and it 
appears that the letter was prepared on the 2lst May but 

not mailed, and that the delay of nearly ihree weeks was 
entirely owing to negligence in his office. The plans and 
specifications were prepared, and tenders were asked for on 
September 5th. They were received on September 30th, and on 
October 17th the Order in Council was passed awarding the 
contract to Shoquist Bros., of Saskatoon, the lowest tenderer, 
$133,895.00. The Department was not hurried in the awarding 
of this contract advisedly and for the simple reason that 

we knew $90,000.00 would not build the school and that the 
construction of the school and payment of the contractor would 
have to run into the next fiscal year. Ur. William Swan, 

an Architect of Punnichy, was appointed by the Civil Service 
Commission as Inspector of Construction. Mr. Graham recommended 
that he be employed, stating that he considered that he was 
one of the most competent men in the Province of Saskatchewan. 
During the winter months it was necessary to aluost suspend 
operations, but much work was done when the temperature would 
permit in order to assist unemployment in that district. 
Altogether $51,368.00 was charged to the Vot# for 1929=30. 
Construction went on and the buiid ing was completed on 
September 27,1930.

On september 16th your 
office gave me a list of names from whom prices were to be 
invited,and on the following day prices were asked from these 
firme. The prices were receivable from Septenber 30th to 
Ootober 6th. On October 13th an analysis of the prices was 
submitted to you, and on October 14th the orders were placed. 


In this instance the change of Government was responsible for 
thie delay.

As pointed out , however, in Dr. Scott's memo. «ndum 
to the Minister dated the 22nd ultimo it has been the .ractice 
to allow the Principal after consulting with his steff to sub- 
mit to the Department ea list of the furnishings required.

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With reference to the bake oven ordered for the 
Gordon's School I beg to advise you that when the lists 
were being prepared for the equipment required for this 
building it was considered that a Ho. 2 01d Homestead oven 
with a capacity of 72 single loaves would be ample for their 
requirements, and this is the type of oven which was ordered 
from the General Steel Wares of Hegina along with other equipment.

This partition does not reach the ceiling and allows free cir- 
culation of aire No girls are in the play-room during class 
hours, so that there is no dust or interruption. 

The various departments were a11 in operation 
and the matrons in charge appeared capable. {he girls are taught 
cooking, bread making, and butter making. Some sewing is taught, 
but the Principal informed me this line of work would he enlarged 
upon during the coming year. It is the intention to instruct 
each girl, so that she can make all her own clothes and do other 
plain sewing. This fall the girls had no instruction in milking, 
hut this work will be carried on during the new year. 

The fire escapes are in good condition, also 
all other fire equipment. Sire drill is observed several times 
during each month, and the children are able to get outin from 
two to two and one half minutes. he fire escape doors sre un- 
locked after the children retire. At present tne bells connected 
with these doors are not working, but these are being repaired. 
The bells will prevent anyone entering or leaving unless the 
alarm is sounded. 

The water system has been changed, and the system 
now installed should give excellent service and in case of tire 
will be of added protection. he changing of this system 
entailed a lot of work, but I would judge this has heen well 
done.

You will note that up to the time of the 
Inspector's visit, no instruction in milking cows 
had been given the girls, but it is the intention 
to do so during the coming year. 1 am drawing the 
Principal's attention to this matter, asking him to 
see that it is attended to. 


The menu furnished these pupils appears 
to be fairly evenly balanced, and should be sufficient. 


On Pages 4 & 5 reference is made to the pig 
pen which was enlarged by using scrap material found 
around the school. ‘The Principal is unable to complete 
the building, owing to lack of funds. All he requires 
is 2,000 ft. of siding. I asked for authority to 
purchase the necessary material some time ago, but it 

as refused. ‘the Department may now feel that they 
\ ve sufficient funds to make the expenditure. ‘fhe 
(S\ : st would probably be around $100.00. 


d I would draw your attention to the fact that 

/ the fire escape doors at this school are not kept locked 
all the time. ‘he matter of looking after the children 
here is just as difficult as at any other point, tut 
still the Principal is able to carry out the idea of 
keeping the doors leading to the fire escapes unlocked.

On January 31st about 7 P.M. the above was again on 
Bread Making duty, in which she was an excellent bread- 
maker. For some reason she says she stood on the 
opposite side of the machine to her usual custom, and 
on turning her head to speak to another girl, caught 
her hand in the Mixer, crushing the two middle 

fingers on her right hand. 


I immediately called up the Doctor, informing him of 
the accident, and drove with Miss Atwater and the 
child to town, when it was found necessary to amputate 
the two fingers at the second joint. 


Ordinary care being taken as in other matters, 
accidents would not happen, but I purpose having a 
cover made that would prevent such occurrence. 

I think it is a Hospital case and it is more than 
likely a furthur portion of the fingers may 

have to be removed.

Enclosed herewith please find blue-print 
showing profile of the ground line on which a dam is 
proposed to be constructed for the purpose of preventing 
water at the north end of Lake contaminating the water 
being used for domestic purposes by the school. 


I have proposed a fill 16 feet wide on top 
and protected by s6ne on the sides. To make this fill 
would take about 550 cubic yards of earth and about 60 
cubic yards of stone. To have this work done by contract 
labor would cost from 25 to 30 cents per yard for earth 
and the placing of stone along the sides of fill, about 
$1.00 per yard, varying in proportion to the distance the 
stone would have to be hauled. Some of the stone may be 
obtained when excavating for the fill. Concfete 
culverts might be obtained from the local Municipality 
at comparatively low cost plus cost of hauling from the 
vicinity of Humby's Lake, where they are made. Altogether 
the total cost would be about $200.00, this cost might be 
reduced if done by local labor. 


The profile of ground as shown on the blue-print 
is marked at each end by a blazed tree. 


I shall be glad to give you any further 
information on this matter that you may require.

I have recently had the levels taken at the Dividing 
point by Mr. S. Harding, A.M.E.I.C. Surveyor, 

which his Blue - Print clearly shows, and that the 
work could be completed for about $200.00. 


Apart from cutting off this undesirable half, the 
proposed Dam would give us a greater volume of Water 
to draw from, in place of running over the entire 
Lake as at present, giving depth as well as more 

and better water. 


Should this project be approved by the Department, 
I would suggest an early start, as the little water 
that may have been there, is now frozen and the work 
could be completed before the Spring thaw sets in. 


The earth could mostly be taken from near by points, 
and all work could be done by the local Indians, 
with one Supervisor.

At the rate the water has receded the last few years, 
every possible means for conserving should be used. 


The Lake ( or slough ) from which we obtain water 
is practically divided in half, an elevation, 

or Island in the centre, with shallow channels on 
either side. At the present time there is no water 
eqgpnection with the South and North portions. This 
later portion ( the North ) is little better than 
a Cess Pool; Indians camp around there, drive in 
their Horses and Cattle and sometimes Bathe. 


The Sask. Gov't. Laboratory findings have show for 
the last 4 years viz; Organic Matter - Quantity; 
Bacteria per C.C. - Too numerous to count; 

B Coli - present. 


R. H. Murray, C.E. Director of Division of Sanitation 
recommended that the Resevoir be chlorinated as it 

was unsafe for drinking purposes. This was done, 

at the given proportions. Sample after sample was 
again sent, each time the report was add more lime. 

And at last, until it can be tasted. This is and has 
been the practice since, and the proof of its 
effectiveness is shown by the good health at the School. 


I firmly believe that the majority of the contamination 
has been from the northern end of the lake and 
should be separated.

I have your letter of the 28th ultimo, enclosing 
a communication from the Principal of the Gordon's Indian 
Residential School and also a communication from the 
Surveyor, with blue print of a proposed dam, to divide the 
lake from which the water supply for the school is obtained. 
It is noted that, if a dam was built between the two parts 
of the lake, it would greatly deepen the part from which 

the water is obtained and, to a at extent, would prevent 
contamination to the school supply. 


In reply I have to say that the Department will 
have funds for this purpose after the Appropriation for the 
coming fiscal year is available - which will likely be early 
in April. The Department will approve of the Principal, 
under your direction, arranging for Indian labour in the 
hauling of the earth and stone required to erect the dam, 
which should be constructed to the grade line and between 
the points as shown on the blue print which you forwarded. 
It ie considered that the work could be done under the 
supervision of the Principal and that it would not be neces- 
sary to obtein the services of a foreman ts oversee the 
work. It ie understood that the lake is on school property 
and that the erection of the dam woulc not confiict with 
any provincial regulations regarding raising of water 
levels. 


The Principal may begin the work as soon as 
convenient and weather conditions permit. He should keep 
proper time sheets, in triplicate, of the labour engaged, 
which should show the days or hours each man was employed 
and the rate paid, and these returns should be handed to 
you. Each Indian employed, when paid, should sign the pay- 
list. However, no payment can be made until the approp- 
riation is available. No doubt, you have forme on hand 
for keeping record of the labour employed. 


It is noted the entire cost of the work will 
not exceed the sum of, approximately , ($200.00) and it will 
be expected that a satisfactory job can bé completed 
within the estimate. 


An advance to pay the labour will be forwarded, 
upon request, early in April, next.

As per the writer's conversation with you you will 
finé embodied in this report the recommendations which i made for 
the operation of your 3 and 6 K.W. Lister rully Automatic Lighting 
Plants. 

Item No. 1 = ‘hat the entire cooling system, that is, 
all piping, be renewed as the present piping has become so badly 
corroded that the cooling efficiency of the plant is reduced to 
approximately one-third of normal. This is very detrimental to 
the plant as it causes excessive heating on the head which increases 
cylinder wear &s well as higher oil consumption than the engine, 
under normal conditions, would use. 


Item No. 2 - That you change from the grade of oil you 
are using at present, which is No. 10 to No. 30 or Wo. 40, preferably 
No. 40, during the warm season of the year. 


Item No. 3 - That the main clapper switches on your 
switchboard be properly cleaned once a week at least. If the carbons 
on the clapper switches as well as the brass contacts are not kept 
properly cleaned, it will evenutally burn out the main coils on the 
clapper switch. 


Item No. 4 - That cylinders on both plants be treated 
at once with a proper scaling compound to remove all scale from the 
water jacket. 


Item No. 5 - That the oil in these plants be renewed 
every three weeks and their crankcases properly cleaned out. 


Gtem No. 6 - In checking the present batteries of your 
lighting plants over 1 found that in their present state they are 
now practically useless other than for working the automatic features 
and the period of time which they will last and continue to operate 
the automatic features is very questionable. I feel that the questio 
of replacing these batteries should be dealt with at the earliest 
possible date as I found when checking them over that the positive 
plates were in such a state that they are quite apt to explode from 
short circuiting which is caused from the sediment forming in the 
bottom of the jars and coming high enough up to touch the lower parts 
of the positive and negative plate causing a short circuit to across 
them. 


- When replacing - 
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When replacing these batteries I would recommend 
strongly that you replace your present set with a 240 ampere hour 
rather than a 108 ampere hour which you have been using up to date, 
in that the plants are sufficiently big enough to take care of & 
larger size battery and by having a larger size battery you will 
get more efficiency out of the plant when charging the batteries. 
Also, the heavier battery will stand the discharge as well as 
charge the battery tran a smaller battery. 


You have in your 
smaller G running at & 
maximum output. harged 
at from eight to ten amperes. you ryn yo 
at only one-third of its capacity to charge your present battery, 
but if you had a 240 ampere hour battery on it would be possible 
to run your plant closer to its maximum output and would charge 
the larger battery in the same period of time as it would the 
smaller battery, thus giving you in the larger battery, double 
the storage amperage. You will, no doubt, see from the above 
example that it is more profitable in this instance to install 4 
larger battery even if the initial cost of installation is con- 
siderably higher. 


We believe that if these instructions are carefully 
followed, you will eliminate considerable wear on your engines and 
cut your operating cost down considerably.

Iibeg to acknowledge receipt of Departmental 
letter No. 121-145, dated April 9th last, with regard to the 
condition of the batteries and the Lister 6# and 12 H.P. engines 
at the Gordon's Indian Residential School, Touchwood Agency. 


The roads were very bad during the early part 
of April and I was not able to make the trip until the end of 
the month when I visited the school, taking with me the Shop 
Foreman of the Magneto Service Station of this City. In the 
meantime the Principal had had Mr. W. J. Montgomery, & mechanical 
expert of Mumford, Medland Limited, of Winnipeg, who handle the 
Lister electric lighting units, visit the school and examine 
the equipment. Mr. Montgomery submitted 4 detailed statement 
of the repairs required for the engine, but did not give an 
estimate of the labour. I wrote him requesting this information 
and his report came to hand during my absence this week at the 
Pelly Agency. I am enclosing his report, dated the 23rd May, 
giving the price of different sizes of batteries which he recom- 
mends be operated with this unit. I am also submitting 4 
detailed report, dated April 16th, in connection with this 
plant. 


It would appear to be the opinion of both Mr. 

Montgomery and Mr. Fanning that the batteries supplied in January, 
1933, were too small to carry the load in connection with this 
unit. There are no extra attachments being used in connection 
with the batteries. ‘The report of Mumford, Medland Limited sub- 
mitted by their Agent Mr. Montgomery gives very full information 
regarding the eondition of the plant and it is unnecessary for me 
to repeat what he says. T am of the opinion that it would be 
advisable to have this firm do the work. I have not been able to 


- find any mechanics -

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find any mechanics in this City who are familiar with the 
Lister Automatic unit. 


With reference to your enquiry regarding the 
qualifications of the engineer in charge, I may say that I was 
not favorably impressed with him. I have made considerable 
enquiry in a quiet way. Before taking up the work at this 
school, this man was engaged for three years with the Regina 
Steam Laundry and from what I could gather he is quite a good 
steam engineer, but he has not shown and no one can tell me 
his experience in connection with electric lighting plants; 
and from the condition of his plant I would say that he is not 
qualified and inclined to be a careless operator. Itis my 
opinion that he should be replaced.

You aleo furnished a diagram of a portable corrugated granary, 
at a price of $115.00, f. o. be Winnipeg. In view of thie 
letter, the D artment included, in Estimates for the current 
fiscal year, the eum of $150, to purchase a granary of the type 
mentioned. You might advise if a portable corrugated granary 
would not be satisfactory for the needs of this school, or, if 
not, what other type of granary you would recommend. 


The Department will approve of a expenditure, to an 
amount not ar see | $60.00, in the purchase of material to make 
a flour ware-house inside the old hostel building. It is under- 
stood the school authorities will perform the labour. Purchase 
should be made from a firm on the approved list and you should 
forward itemized accounts, in triplicate, properly certified, 
covering the cost. 


Mr. Inspector Murison has submitted a report regarding 
the condition of the lighting plant and the need of new batteries, 
at a total estimated cost of $1,015. The supplying of the bat- 
teries and the repairs to the engine and d o are receiving 
attention. In view of the fact that this is an unforeseen expend- 
iture, no funds were epeeety provided for the purpose. I regret, 
therefore, that it will not be possible to reimburse the Prin- 
one for the cost of the kalsomine and paint used in the redecor- 
ating of the interior of the school building.

Rear Sir;- I have the honor to report that quite a lot of 
equipment at Gordon Indian Residential School requires 
attention, the main trouble is caused by the water

leaking badly, thie matter can be left over at present 
as they will fast out the winter, 
8 The water distribution system requirss the following, 
H doz pair nickel compression taps for basins, 

dez nickel compression taps for bathe- hot & cold combined 
2 doz 5 inch copper toilet floats, 
2 doz brass toilet float rods 12", 


3. Boiler requires one 2 inch etraight away valve on bottom 
of water column and one 14 inch blow down valve for back of 
low pressure boiler, 


4, Kitchen ranges require, Two complete tops for McClar 
Army Ranges, they are burnt out, ( General Bteel ¥ares ), 


5. Pipes for cooling Lister plant are filled up with 
sediment which cannot be removed and this filis up the 

tope of water jackets in the plant and causes a lot 

of expense each year, New pipes should be sup~lied

6, The filter here is made by International Filter Co 

of Chicago, The sand inside the filter requires 
changing, I understand it is quite a costly matter, 
however, you have probably the same plant elsewhere

7. The back of fire box on low pressure boiler is burnt

In view of these facts and the fact that the engineer 
at the school is quite competent to install the heater, I would 
recommend that an all steel hearer be supplied, that it be 
bought wholesale and that the sehool engineer instal it. 


In support of this I might point out that the present 
heater is similiar to Trumpet Mogul No. H.32 in J.H.Ashdown's 
catalogue price $95.00, whereas the Department paid the local 
plumber some 175.00 for boiler and installation.

Last Thesday the water Pump at the Lake intake 
gave out, I endeavoured to fiz it here, but without success. 
I tried to get in touch with Dr. Robertson Regina, as you 
were away, on three occasions, he also was away from the 
city, so the only alternative was to get help myself. 


McPhearson and Thorn of Regina wh instalied the 
pump seemed to be the right source for information. 
Mr. MePhearson came down Thursday with a man to put things 
in shape but was unable to do so, they returned to Regina 
for materials. I suggested that Mr. McPherrson should see 
Dr.Robertson to report the trouble, he spoke to me later on 
the phone that Dr. Robertson was still out of the city, 
I told him to carry on as we must have water. Whilst knowing 
I have not the authority to order and payment to be made 
by the Department, I hope that you will explain the pre- 
dicament and urgent need for immediate action so that grant 
may be made for this work. You will remember my having 
spoken to you recently when here at the school, that the 
water supply should be given serious thought, the Lake 
having gone down considerably again this sumuer.

Dear Sir,- 


Re: Water Situation, Gordon's Residential School. 

In accordance with the instructions contained in 
your wire of the 4th inst., I visited the above school on 
September llth. 


The general scheme of the water system for the 
school is as follows:- Water is pumped from a small lake 
(really a slough) by a small rotary pump, capacity approximately 
2000 gallons per hour driven by a gasoline unit, to a storage 
tank at the school. The water is treated in this tank and is 
pumped from there to pressure tanks in the school by a small 
typhoon self-oiling displacement pump electrically driven, 
capacity 1000 gallons per hour. 


The difficulty encountered is in the suction line of 
the small rotary pump. The lake has lowered approximately 
eighteen feet in the last six years and this present summer the 
level has dropped approximately four and one-half feet. The 
3" suction hose had been carried out approximately forty feet 
into the lake, below frost action, and thence along the lake 
bottom. This line plugged up and is possibly broken. A 
temporary suction line has been installed at the edge of the 
lake but will not do during the winter. 


In my opinion the actual suction line should not be 
continued out into the lake below frost action because of the 
difficulty encountered in repairing the valves and line. 


I would recommend that a well with timber lining be 
constructed near the shore connected by a pipe to the lake 
(approximately eighty feet long laid below frost action) as the 
subsoil is yellow clay, which would not permit sufficient 
filtration even for the small demand required. The suction 
line of the pump would then be located in the well and access- 
ible at all times. The well would have to be covered and 
protected from frost action as much as possible.

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It is essential that the pipe leading from the well to the 
lake be in at least eight feet of water so that in the event of 
another dry season or two the pipe will not have to be lowered. In 
the event of two more seasons as dry as the present one, I doubt if 
there will be enough water left to supply the school demand, which 
is approximately 5000 gallons per day. 


I believe that the recommendation made above is the most 
satisfactory rather than to go to the expense of locating 4 deep 
well. This may be necessary in the event of continued drought but, 
should average rainfall occur in the next seasons, there will be 
sufficient water in the small lake to supply the needs of the school. 


The following is an estimate of the cost of construction of 
the proposed well and pipe into the lake:- 


Pipe & Fittings «.+esereeees $ 125.00 
Lumber, CtC. eeccesceeeseess 130.00 
Labour coccceeceseers ee 175.00 
Rental Equipment «-+--++++: 30.00 


$ 460.00 


The fact that the intake will have to be carried below frost 
line, necessitating cofferdaming, accounts for the relatively high 
cost of such a small job. It mey be found that certain of the present 
intake pipe may be salvaged without incurring too much expense. 


The other alternative of laying a new intake below frost 
action could be considered. However the difficulty encountered in 
reaching the intake in case of trouble does not warrant the slight 
saving that might be made. 

As I have mentioned, the only other alternative would be to 
consider the drilling of a deep well as I understand there are no 
shallow wells in that vicinity. Should this be considered it would 
be necessary to have a geologist's report of that particular section. 
The well would have to be located reasonably close to the school and 
possibly the location of the pump house and discharge lines would 
have to be relocated. I understand from Mr. Waddy that the school 
location is almost on the line of Sections 10 and 11, Township 27, 
Range 17, West of the 2nd Meridian. 
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In regard to the estimate of the cost, the estimate 
for labour may be high should conditions prove better than 
anticipated. This particular type of work really requires a 
pile driver for the sheet piling but the job is too small to 
warrant such expense as there is no equipment of that kind in 
the vicinity.

Dear Sir,- 


This matter should be given imuediate 
attention or there will be no supply to the School, 


I understood when the Water Expert was here that 
operations would be started within a short while, but 
so far nothing has been done to remedy this serious 
question. For instance the Iron Pipe for furthur 
extension to the Intake Pipe was so long in 

that I had a length taken from another place 
attached, as mud was being brought up. This makes 
unnecessary extra work as we now have to replace with 
the new pipe since received. The intake at present 
is in 3 feet of water, the pipe exposed some 40 feet. 
If frost sets in the pipe will be frozen resulting 

in no water at the School. 


I have again gone to the expense of having the depth 
of water taken at Fort Lake about 3 miles directly 
East of the School resulting in the following; from 
shore to centre varying from 4' to 16'. It has an 
expanse of water twice or tk 


three times larger than the

Re: WATER SHORTAGE. 


I have taken up the question of the 
above with Indian Agent, Mr. Waddy, since last 
June repeatedly, with no result other than your 
visit and the Water Expert to look the matter over. 


As pointed out in my last Letter to 
Mr. Waddy there is an exposure of some 40 feet 
of pipe. On the first heavy frost our supply 
is cut off. The intake now is in about 2 feet 
of water - the pipe lying in some 25 feet ov 
water varying in depth from the bank of the lake 
to the intake valve. 


Is it not possible to have something 


done to assure the School having this remedied 
at once?

I have had the depth of water taken 
at Fort Lake which is about 2z to 3 miles Bast 

of here and it varies from 4 feet to 16 feet of 
water. This I gave to Mr. Waddy two weeks ago. 


The cogdition is very serious, and it 
ismost inconsiderate of the Department in not having 
attention given to this long ago. Soon, weather 
conditions will make the work doublg¢ hard. Trusting 
you will use every effort possible ‘to relieve 
the situation without furthur delay.

With reference to the above project the fol- 
lowing is quoted from a report received from Mr. Dempster. 


"Work on this project was completed on 
November 19th consisting as follows:- 


& well 4.5" x 4.5* x 10' was excavated and 

lined with two inch plank and braced. At an elevation of 
three feet above the bottom of the well sixty-five feet of 
5" pipe let into the lake to a screened inlet. The end of 
the pipe is 24 feet from the lake bottom and is sub jected 
to a head of 4.5 feet of water. It was necessary to cof- 
ferdam approximately 45 feet in order to make the excava- 
tion and considerable difficulty was experienced in driv- 
ing the sheet piling (made up of three pieces of 1" x 8" 
plank with 1" tongue and groove) as it had to be driven 

y hand and the lake bottom was exceptionally rocky, re- 
sulting in numerous leaks in the cofferdam. In order not 
to have to cofferdam the full 65 feet to lay the pipe two 
45° elbows were used to allow the last length of pipe to 
be lowered after the back filling was completed. The pipe 
is back filled to a depth of eight feet, with a layer of 
hay near the pipe for added protection. The pipe from 
the lake to the well may be regulated by a 3" gate valve. 
The original idea was to have the pump take the water 
right from the well, However iir. Field had considerable 
trouble with black muck seeping into the well and eventu- 
ally had to connect the suction of the pump to the pipe 
leading into the lake. What really should have been done 
when the excavation revealed biack muck was to make the 
lining of a construction similar to the sheet piling only 
with a 3" tongue and groove. However the system is oper- 
ating satisfactorily and, if found necessary, the well 
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could be concrete lined at some future date. When it 
was found necessary to connect the suction clear through 
to the lake, the last length of pi Was swung up by 
meens of the elbows and a float valve connected. 


Owing to the severe frost conditions it was 
necessary to protect the temporary intake from freezing. 
This was not enticipated when my original estimate was 
prepared, also the amount of trouble experienced with the 
cofferdaming wags not expected, hence the necessity of ad- 
ditional funds. 


The well section itself has been adequately 
protected from frost. 


The expenditure, with the exception of the 
pipe and fittings, is as follows:- 


Labour........ $ 327.04 
Lumber. ..ccoee 138.18 
Nails, etc.... 5.38 


$_470.60 


The question of how long the new intake will 
prove satisfactory depends on whether or not the drought 
season continues as there is no inlet or outlet to the lake. 


There is a sizeable leke approximately three 
and a quarter miles away, from which water could be drained 
into the lake at the school and I had Field run a set of 
levels over and gather certain information, which I will for- 
ward in the near future in case the question of feasibility 
of locating a deep well or filling the leke by draining 
from this other lake comes up.” 


From this report, it will be noted that con- 
siderable trouble was experienced in the work carried out. 
The system is now operating satisfactarily but owing to the 
size of the lake from which water is taken, Mr. Dempster 
seems to be doubtful as to whether the water supply question 
has been finally settled for this school. He has had 
cértain surveys run with regard to the supplementing of 
water in the small lake from a larger lake 3¢ miles away. 
When Mr. Dempster's report is received regarding the findings 
of these surveys, you will be advised.

However, as the lake 
at the intake is not of any re depth, some trouble 
might be experienced there if the lake level lowers 
to any great extent throughout the winter months. 

You will note that our Engineer is not entirely 
satisfied with the supply and that he has been making 
some investigations of a water supply from a lake 
some 3¢ miles away.

/I have received a letter from Mr. J. W. Waddy, 
Touchwood/Agency, in which he states the need of extensive 
repairs to the water system at the Gordeon Indian Residential 
School, owing to the fact that the whole water distribution 
system at the school is gradually filling up with deposit, 
and considerable of the parts being eaten away due to minerals 
in the water. 


A detailed list of repair parts necessary is attached 
hereto marked Lot #l. 


The small laundry boiler also needs retubing, also a 
safety valve 14" and pemberthy injector left hand 14 replaced. 
This is listed under Lot #2. 


The main large heating low-pressure Leonard boiler- 
64 tubes - needs retubing. The principal states the boiler 
has been in daily use for over 8 years without cost. Listed 
under Lot #3. 


Lists #4 are flanves and plugs for pressure tanks 
and Lists #5 and 6 gaskets for filter manhole and hot water 
tank. Repairs are needed for Fairbank-Morse engine 6 H.-P. 
Z type 713583 listed under Lot #7 and repairs for Fairbank- 
Morse 5 H.P. @ngine 4 type "BY 770678 listed under Lot #8. 


Repair parts are also needed for Lister engines 6% 
and 14 H.P. as shown on List #9

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& The Principal also asks for a new 2# gas engine for 
baking (Fairbank-Morse preferred) stating that the one at pre- 
sent is beyond repair. It dates from the time of the previous 
school. This is listed under Lot #10. 


The Principal states that the McClary Famous Army ki%#- 
chen cook range needs a complete new top to ovens and fire boxes 
and new fire bricks and that a new stove would not cost much more 
than repair parts and mechanic's wages and asks for a new stowe. 
Listed as Lot #1l. 


100 lbs asbestos cement for covering hot water boiler 
recently installed is also required. Listed as Lot #12. 


Regarding the new kitchen cook range asked for, there 
is a very good range in storage at the File Hills “gency, whi was 
ormerly in use at the Indian Hospital, Lorlie. This woul ‘quite 
suitable for use in the school and I would recommend that authority 
be granted to transfer the range to the Gordon school. 


I have obtained the appromimate cost of Lots #1, 2, 4, 5 
6 and 12 delivered to Punnichy, which is $1172.25. The Fairbank- 
Morse Company's price on Lots #7,8 and 10 is $148.46 and for re- 
pairs to Lister engine - Lot #9 - approximately $37.00. 


I did not obtain prices on the 64 tubes for the Leonard 
boiler or for the 36 tubes for the vatical laundry boiler as we 
do not appear to have any local firm on this list handling this 
class of work. 


The work of replacing the parts listed in Lot fl could 
be done by the engineer at the school but the re-tubing would have 
to be done by a qualified man. 


The cost of the repairs, etc., for which I have obtained 
prices is around $1350.00 and there are still several items to be 
accounted for as wetr-as the cost of labor installing. It appears 
necessary, however, to have this done and I would recommend that 
authority be granted to purchase the necessary repair parts and 


for the installation of the same.

In further reference to boiler 
repairs to Gordon Indian Residential School, 
I beg to say that Mr. Carter came here to-day 
Yorkton, Sask, to see about putting in the 
tubes in boilerSthat requireK them. He says 
it would be useless to put in the few tubes 
that have blown out, we have two of them and six 
more plugged now in the vertical boiler. If these 
are put in the others will blow out. Last 
week when the tube blew the steam just missed 
scalding the engineer, so I have told the 
principal to shut off the boiler altogether 
I do not know how he will get on, but he wil 
have to do the best he can for a few days. 


To-day I took this matter up with 
the inspector again, he has your last letter 
saying not to exceed 950.00 without taking up 
the matter again with you, but he told me to 
write this letter direct to save time and to 
give an exact estimate, or as good as possible, 
of the proposed work. 


Mr. Carter has given me figures and 
I have placed the estimate on the enclosed sheets. 
This is not exact to a dollar and is not a tender, 
but is very close to what total cost will be.

Dear Sir: 


I am in receipt of your letter of the llth 
instant with reference to the bake oven supplied to 
the Gordon's Indian Residential School. 


You will probably remember that at the time 
the Department was outfitting the Gordon's School there 
was considerable trouble in connection with the bake 
oven. Through some misunderstanding between the 
Department and General Steel Wares the No. 115 bake 
oven was first supplied and when it was found that this 
was not large enough a No. 2 Homestead oven was purchased. 
Both of these ovens were paid for by the Department and, 
therefore, both of them are our property. 


There was some correspondence in 1931 with a 
view to having the No. 115 oven returned to General Steel 
Wares. However, this oven was used for a time and, 
therefore, could not be sold as a new oven. Apparently, 
no further action was taken toward disposing of it as 
I note from the last paragraph of your letter that it 
has been in your warehouse for some years. 


Before we can dispose of it it will be necessary 
to obtain the approval of the Salvage Officer. I would, 
therefore, appreciate if you would let me know the exact 
length of time that this oven has been in storage, also 
its present condition.

I have your memorandum of the 16th instant 
with attached copy of « memorandum which you have received 
from the Director of the Indian Affairs Branch with refer- 
ence to failure of the water supply at the above school. 


In this connection I refer you to my memorandum 
of December 15th, 1937, which quoted the final report re- 
eeived from Mr. Bempster upon completion of the work under- 
taken by him at this echool last fell. From this report 
the following paregreph is re-quoted: 


"fhe question of how long the new intake will 
prove satisfactory depends on whether or not the 
drought season continues,as there is no inlet or 
outlet to the leke. There is a sizeable lake ap- 
proximately 3$ miles away from which water could be 
drained into the lake at the school, and I had Mr. 
Field run a set of levels over and gather certain 
information, which I will forward in the near fu- 
ture in ease the question of feasibility of locat- 
ing a deep well or filling the lake by draining from 
this other lake comes up." 


From the above, it will be noted that Mr. Dempster 
aid not guarantee that there might not be a further shortage 
of water at the school in question particularly in case the 
then existing dry conditions might be continued. Mr. 
Dempster has not to date forwarded the information regard- 
ing securing the water from the lake 3} miles away, and we 
are accordingly writing him for « further report. When same 
is received, you will be further advised.

This meant putting out good money without any 
real chance of recovery, the company is in 
busines to sell new goods and would certainly 
try to sell their own stuff first. 


If the Ontario people are like they 
were when I was a boy they make their pies in 
the kitchen, this is the only pie oven I ever 
or heard of, but the salvage people may get a 
customer for it, they come in contack& with so 
many people, but I would not pay freight on it 
myself. 

I kept mum about this oven because it 
was such a mess of a job of purchasing I did not 
want to get tangled up in any correspondence about 
the deal, I was not responsible for the purchase.

With reference to the water supply for the 
above school, which is at present being pumped from a 
small lake approximately 900 feet from the school, this 
lake is not fed by any creek or springs, although there 
are signs of a small drainage channel which might have 
earried e small quantity of water into the lake in years 
of normal reinfell. 


In spite of the abundance of rainfall this year 
theleke is lower than before. ‘The possible reason for 
this is that due to the past years of drought, the sub- 
soil moisture is proctically melee and will take 
the moisture for some time before allowing any run-off, 
bm ota being the only available way to raise the lake 
evel). 


fhe question of water supply for the school is 
confined to two alternatives - (1) poveseae to locate 
a deep well close to the school site, or, (2) Bringing 
water into present lake from Fort Leake, a distance ofa 
little over 3 miles. The enclosed sketch (not to scale) 
shows the relative loeation of chains of sloughs, ete. 
from Yor’ Lake to Gordon’s School. ‘This sketch was made 
by GeBe Field from a compass surveys 


In bringing water from Fort Leke 5 methods are 
possible: 


1. By Pumping. 

2. By Gravity Flow through 6" corrugated iron culvert 
controlled by flood gates at Fort Leke. 

3. By excavating a ditch and controlling the flow 
through it by gates at Fort Lake. 


The main objections to method 2 is the cost of 
excavation to get © suitable grade. This may be seen by 
glancing at the profile. 


The objection to method 3 is that the excavation 
would be heavier than thet required in method 2 (although 
no pipe would be bought) and thet many of the flat areas 
such as from station 35-00 to 75-00 would of necessit 
} eget water could arrive at the lake at Gordon's 
Schoole “ 


To wind, should it be decided to bring water 
in from Fort » the best method would be to erect a 
smell pump house et the leke end run « surface line down to 
the school. 


The demand of the school is very smell, a maximum 
of approximately 6000 gallons per day, and an average daily 
demand of approximately 4000 gallons per day. 


I believe, were a pump installed at Fort Lake, 
having e« capacity of 10,000 gallons per hour, by operating 
it for three months in the summer season or longer if 
necessary, & minimum of 6,000,000 gellons could be pumped 
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into the lake at the school, and hence the leke could 
be kept at the desired level. 


I believe the question of water supply for 
the sehool boils down to either attempting to locate 
@ deep well, or pumping from Fort Lake. 


It is impossible for me to estimate the cost 
of a deep well, as one might drill several places and 
not locate water, or water might be found with the first 
attempt. From information I gathered last year while at 
the school, there is absolutely no chance of locating any 
shallow wells. 


The following is en estimate of the cost of 
pumping water from Fort Lake: 


Erection of Pump House at Fort Leke § 1,000.00 
Gasoline driven centrifugal pump 700.200 
2” Pipe (approx. 18,500 feet) 6,600.00 
Freighting & Ley pe | pipe 700.00 
Concreting present well at school 100.00 
Clearing tote road to Fort Lake 200.00 
Valves, drainage cocks, etc. 75.00 
Material for pipe trestles 100.00 
Contingencies 525.00 


$10,000.00 


Two inch pipe is recommended because the spread 
in price (wholesale) between 2" end 3" pipe is nearly 404 
a foot, and it is more economical to use the 2" and increase 
the horse power of the pumping unit rather than use e smell 
unit and e larger pipe. 


The fact that there are no facilities of any de- 
scription at Punnichy, and the school is several miles away, 
greatly increases the cost of any work. All material will 
have to be freighted by truck to the school, and from there 
to the job, by team. 


The enclosed sketch plan is not to seale, and the 
chainage on the profile is only paced. However, the levels 
were run by Mr. Field, and I have every reason to believe 
them accurate, The various sloughs, ete. shown, eould not 
be counted on to be used to pump water, end Fort Lake is the 
only leke to supply such water. 


In the event of a decision being made to pump 
water from Fort Leke, a more accurate survey will have to 
be made, and sounding, etc. taken over Fort Lake.

In reference to your memorandum of 
May 16th last end further to our memorandum of 
the llth instant, I am enclosing herewith re- 
port received prepared by Mr. Dempster with 
regard to water supply at the above school. 
It might be noted that this report is prepared 
from information obtained last fall, end that 
Mr. Dempster, owing to other work on hand, has 
not been able to visit the Gordon School this 
season. Blueprint copies of a sketch showing 
approxim te position of creeks and sloughs from 
Fort Leake to Gordon's Residential School eas well 
as profile of the suggested pipe line are also 
attached. 


It will be noted that Mr. Dempster is 
of the opinion that the whole question comes 
down to a decision between two alternatives, 
mainly to locate a deep well or pump water from 
Fort Lake. With regard to the first alternative 
no estimate is available of the probable cost, 
as it might be necessary to try more than once 
before a suitable supply of water could be ob- 
tained. As regards the second alternative Mr. 
Dempster's estimate is $10,000.00. 


In view of the difficulty there has been 
with wells for the supplying of water at Indian 
schools, we are inclined to favour the obtaining 
of the required supply of water from Fort Leke. 
This would eppear, however, to be © matter on 
which an expression of opinion might be obtained 
from the Indien Affairs Branch as regards the 
amount of money which they are prepared to expend 
at this school. If the Fort Leake alternative is 
finally adopted, it should be noted that a more 
accurate survey than the reconaissance run last 
fell will have to be made and soundings teken over 
Fort Lake.

The 2> horsepower engine 
is now out of commission, und the other is lisble to 20 out uny time if the 
repeirs sre not supplied. This would leave the sehool without eny light. 

It has been the practice at the school to use the 2e horsepower engine during 
light-losd hours, using the 6 horsepower only when » hesvy losd wes on. This 
made ® considereble saving in the amount of gesoline end oil consumed. At 
the present time they h»ve to use the 6 horsepower altogether. 


These parts can be obteined only from the Mumford, Medlend, of Winni- 
peg. If the parts ere Supplied the engineer of the school een install them. 
In checking over this school end buildings I find thet the school itself has 
been calsomined end psinted from top to bottom esch yerr. The buildings heave 
been kept in » splendid stete of repeir. The Principal has expended over

After an inspection of the water supply at the Gordon School 
I find the following conditions; 


The small lake east of the school from which all water is 
pumped covers an area of about thirty five acres, and from 
numerous soundings taken appears to have a fairly uniform 
depth of twelve feet; although several spots showed thirteen 
to thirteen and a half feet. The bottom shelves rapidly and 

at forty or fifty feet from the shore line this maximum depth 
is found. This area of water gives 8,447,000 gallons per foot 
of depth. At your present rate of cansumption, 4,000 gallons 
per day, 55 acre feet of water is enough for six years. 

Of course there is the loss by evaporation which has been 

very marked during the past ten years. Since the school was 
built in 1922 the vertical drop in the surface of the lake has 
been about ten feet, but the water pumped in that time would not 
account for more than three feet of this assuming an annual 
consumption of 1,500,000 gallons. With a return of wet years 
the annual rainfall will naturally more than take care of 

the water used plus evaporation. 


At the present time a 3" intake pipe runs out into the lake 
and water is pumped direct to the school, but with the falling 
level this pipe is now only four feet below the surface and 
very near the danger line from frost. You can see the 
advantage of doing away with this and having the pipe run 

well under ground to a reservoir or well which would be 
accessible at all seasons.

In order to insure the water supply being clean and adequate, 
and to take advantage of the full depth of water in the lake, 
I suggest that a fourteen feet well, seven by seven, be dug 
at the present water line where the 5" supply pipe enters the 
lake. This to be concrete lined, and concrete carried some 
three feet above water line, and suitable covered. The lake 
side of this well to be perforated to allow free flow of 
water into well, and from this side a five feet wide trench 
be dug out into the lake to depth of ten feet. This trench 

to be filled with field stoen, gravel, and sand to act as a 
filter bed. It will of course be necessary to crib out into 
the lake about fifty feet and pump water from crib before 
excavating trench and refilling with filter material. After 
this has been completed the whole end of the crib may be 
removed to allow lake water to flow through filter bed. 


I have prepared a sketch of the work suggested, and 

have also secured a preliminary estimate of the work from 
Mr. Johns of Messrs. Smith Bros. & Wilson, Regina. His 
figure is $1,700.00 which might be reduced if the work 
were undertaken on a cost-plus basis.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 17th 
inetant with reference to the repairs required for 
the two engines which operate the lighting plant 
at the Gordon's Indian Residential School. 


It appears from your letter that these 
repairs are required immediately and you may arrange 
for their purchase from Mumford, Medland, Winnipeg. 
I enclose copy of the purchase requisition which 
you forwarded. 


I note from the latter part of your letter 
that the Indian Agent is requesting us to provide 
$1000.00 in the estimates for the fiscal year 
1939-40 to cover improvements at the Gordon's School. 
His request will receive careful consideration when 
we are preparing our estimates.

Re: SCHOOL WATER SUPPLY. 


After an inspection of the water supply at the Gordon School 
I find the following conditions; 


The small lake east of the school from which all water is 
pumped covers an area of about thirty five acres, and from 
numerous soundings taken appears to have a fairly uniform 
depth of twelve feet; although several spots showed thirteen 
to thirteen and a half feet. The bottom shelves rapidly and 
at forty or fifty feet from the shore line this maximum depth 
is found. This area of water gives 8,447,000 gallons per foot 
of depth. At your present rate of consumption, 4,000 gallons 
per day, 55 acre feet of water is enough for six years. 

Of course there is the loss by evaporation which has been 

very marked during the past ten years. Since the school was 
built in 1922 the vertical drop in the surface of the lake has 
been about ten feet, but the water pumped in that time would not 
account for more than three feet of this assuming an annual 
consumption of 1,500,000 gallons. With a return of wet years 
the annual rainfall will naturally more than take care of 

the water used plus evaporation. 


At the present time a 3" intake pipe runs out into the lake 
and water is pumped direct to the school, but with the falling 
level this pipe is now only four feet below the surface and 
very near the danger line from frost. You can see the 
advantage of doing away with this and having the pipe run 
well under ground to a reservoir or well which would be 
accessible at all sgeasons.

In order to insure the water supply being clean and adequate, 
and to take advantage of the full depth of water in the lake, 
I suggest that a fourteen feet well, seven by seven, be dug 
at the present water line where the 3" supply pipe enters the 
lake. This to be concrete lined, and concrete carried some 
three feet above water line, and suitably covered. The lake 
side of this well to be perforated to allow free flow of 
weter into well, and from this side a five feet wide trench 
be dug out into the lake to depth of ten feet. This trench 

to be filled with field stone, gravel, and sand to act as a 
filter bed. It will of course be necessary to crib out into 
the lake about fifty feet, and pump water from crib before 
excavating trench and refilling with filter material. After 
this has been completed the whole end of the crib may be 
removed to allow lake water to flow through filter bed. 


I have prepared you a sketch of the work suggested, and 
have also secured a preliminary estimate of the work from 
Mr. Johns of Messrs. Smith Bros. & Wilson, Regina. His 
figure is $1,700.00 which might be reduced if the work were 
undertaken on a cOst-plus basis.

Our Engineer, Mr. Dempster, was instructed 

/ to investigate the suggestions of Mr. W. Swan in regard

report by wire. He states that there is a large discrepancy 
between lake bottom levels, as shown by Mr. Swan, and those 
taken in the field. At the same time, Mr. Dempster does not 
agree with the gravel gallery as suggested and believes the 
most suitable method is to construct a good concrete well 
connected to the lake by universal joint pipeline in as 
deep water as can be found. Mr. Dempster is having necessary 
field levels and information checked up and will wire the 

cost of his proposal as soon as possible.

I am in receipt of your memorandum of 
September 50 in connection with the above and note 
that in a preliminary report by wire Mr. Dempster 
does not agree with some of the Suggestions made 
by Mr. Swan. 


If it can be arranged without unnecessary 
Gelay I feel that it would be advivable for Mr. Dempster 
to arrange a joint meeting with Venerable archdeacon 
Irwin, Mr. Swan and Dr. Robertson, Inspector of [ndian 
Agencies, in order that the matter may be discussed 
from ell points of view, 


For your information I may ad@ thet the 
Gordon's Residential School is conducted unter the 
ausplees of the Church of mngland Diocese of Qu'appelle 
and the Bishop of this Diocese directed Venerable 
Archdeacon Irwin to come to Ottawa ten days ago with 
instructions to remain here until he received definite 
assurance that immediate steps would be taken to 
improve the water supply. At that time Arehdeacon 
Irwin interviewed Mr. C. w. Jackson, Secretary and 
Chief Executive Assistant, also the officials of this 
Branch and was definitely advised that immediate action 
would be taken to improve the water supply at the 
Gordon's School. 
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As you oan realize the question of the 
eost of improving the water eystem is a most important 
one to this Branch, especially in view of the fact 
that no funds were specifically provided for this 
purpose in the ourrent year's appropriation and any 
expenditure that is made will mean that disbursements 
at other Indian Residential Schools will have to be 
curtailed. [t is for this reason that I am suggesting 
in the first part of this memorandum a joint interview 
as it might result in arranging for the installetion 
of a water supply at a much less cost than Mr. Dempster's 
original estimate about which you wrote me in your 
memorandum of August 25. 


I might add that Archdeacon [Irwin Was 
paar ome | of the opinion that unless water could be 
iamediately secured in conformity with the plan sub- 
mitted by Mr. Dempster or Mr. Swan the school would 
have to elosed and the children returned to the 
Reserve.

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With reference to the water supply for the above 
school, the area of the leke from which the water is taken 
is epproximately twenty-four acres as compared to thirty- 
five acres mentioned by Mre Me Swan. The enclosed plan 
shows the traverse of the lake and also the profile of the 
lake bottom taken by Mr. Lazorka. You will note that Mr. 
Swan states that e depth of twelve feet is found at forty 
or fifty feet from the shore line. From Mr. Lazorke's 
soundings it can be seen that a depth of twelve feet is 
reached at a distance of one hundred feet from the shore. 


With reference to the su stion meade by Mr. Swen 
to filter the water through a gravel and stone enliers to 

the well, there is no doubt that if it would work the water 
would certainly be improved. However I am afreid that the black 
muddy bottom would eventuselly plug up the sand (how long this 
would take I have no idea) and affect the flow through the 
porous gallery. 


It would certainly be advantageous if the water could 
be filtered somewhat as it is very poor and, according to the 
Prineipal, even with the pressure filters in the school itself 
small particles are present. 


To my mind there are two a) ternatives:- 


1. Construct a concrete well with approximately 200 feet of 
5" inlet pipe (flexibhe joints to permit laying from sur- 
face of lake). The end of the pipe would have a clearance 
of 3.0 feet above the lake bottom and would be subjected to 
e head of approximately 10 feet of water (see sketch). A 
well of epproximetely the sive ‘ientioned by Mr. Swan, 
7° x 7* would have sufficient eapacity to permit a certain 
emount of settling of the solid particles. A valve would 
be installed to permit the dewatering of the well so clean- 
ing of sediment can be done. 


The pipe sections above the leke bottom would be sup- 
ported by cable suspended from piles driven well into the 
lake bottom As 1 eat walk of timber would be placed 
upon the piling to permit the reising of the end of the 
flexible jointed pine should it prove necessary to clean 
the screen et any time. 


From the profile it may be seen that it is not neces- 
sary to carry the pipe any further than 150 feet from the 
shore line. However an additional 40 feet is suggested in 
order to allow hoisting of the flexible pipe. I have writ# 
ten for information regarding the maximum attainable angle 
of flexibility of two types of thie pipe and, should it be 
found that e shorter length of pipe would suit, it would be 
used. 


The suggestion made by Mr. Swan could be carried out at en 
inereased cost due to the fact that his soundings were evi- 
dently in error. Also the 6" concrete wall shewn on his 
sketch would certainly not be sufficient to withstend the 
semifluid pressure due to the type of earth and water ex- 
isting at the site. 
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As I have already mentioned, I would be afraid of the 
black muc® bottom settling in and pl ng the send filter 
bed. In order to cope with this I would st that, while 
the cofferdaming is being done and the gravel and stone be- 
ing laid, a pipe line as suggested in No. 1 above be installed 
as a precautionary measure against the plugging of the sand 
filter. The additional cost of this would be only the cost 
of the pipe and valve plus the labour of laying the pipe as 
the cofferdam work would have to be carried out in order to 
construct the gallery. 


The mein disadvantage of this would be the inability to 
bail out the well to permit cleaning. However this co be 
overcome by having two separate chambers to the well, one 
for Mr. Swan’s proposal and the other containing the 5" 
pipe line inlet.

Owing to the uncertainty of cofferdam work, it is 
necessary to be on the safe side in estimating end I believe 
the above figures are such. If no great difficulties were 
encountered, the work might be done for somewhet less than 
the figures above. Should the Department see ite way clear 
to provide funds for Proposal No. 2, I believe it should be 
tried. However I would not guarantee the effectiveness over 
a long period of years of the gravel gallery. 


According to the area calculated by Mr. Lazor“a of 
twenty-four acres, this gives e figure of approximately 
5,790,000 gallons of water per foot of depth. This, of 
course, does not teke into account the receding of the 
shore lane. Also, in spite of the exceptionally wet yeer, 
the water in the lake has lowered a foot. I believe that, 
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due to the condition of the subsoil, it will teke at least 
three or four years of good rainfeli to put the ground 
water table back to its normal level and hence until it 
reaches that level very iittle runoff can be expected. 

At the present rate of lowering, during ae four year per- 
iod the water will have receded four feet end vy thet time, 
if such thing happens, it may be necessary to look else- 
where for water to replenish the leke; if dry years occur, 
it may be necessary much sooner. 


As far as the two proposals are concerned, No. 1 
will provide ample water and is less expensive than No. 2 
However the filtering of the water in by method No. 2 would 
be very useful providing (as I heve already mentioned) thet 
the black mucky bottom does not plug up the filter bed. Of 
course this still would not leave the school without weter 
but would only meen the money spent on this part was wasted. 
If the Indian Affairs Branch have sufficient funds to per- 
mit method No. 2 being carried out, I would suggest it be 
tried out; if not, then method No. 1 should be used. 


The water is so bad in the lake that the pipes 
corrode up and henee I have suggested a 5" line to the 
lake, not that it is required for the quantity of water but 
rather to safeguard against the plugging up of the line. 


With reference to the work, there is no immedi- 
ate danger of the present pipe freezing, providing the 
new work is completed before the end of Januery. There 
is only three feet of water over the present pipe and, 
should there be ea very cold winter, the suction line would 
certainly be endangered. 


It is also essential that some reputable firm be 
given the work either on « cost plus besis or by contract. 
Possibly by contract would be the most satisfactory as fer 


as cost is concerned because in connection with the driving 
of sheet piling I recall Mr. Field mentioning that consid- 
erable boulders were encountered. The work could be most 
economically carried out once the ice was thick enough to 
withstand the weight of any equipment such as piledrivers, 
etc. that might be required although the work on the well 
itself could be done any time and the cost of concrete 
would be less than if winter precautions hed to be taken. 


As soon ss 4 decision has been made es to which 
proposal is to be used, if you will notify me I will pre- 
pare more detailed plans and figures such es would be re- 
quired for contract work. The prices on the flexible pipe 
are only approximate as the correct figures have not been 
received from the company.

As requested in your memorandum of the llth 
instant Mr. Dempster was instructed to arrange a joint 
meeting with Venerable Archdeacon Irvin, Mr. Swan and 
Dr. Robertson, Inspector of Indien Agencies.

With further reference to this project, I may 
say that © report hes also been received from Mr. Demp- 
ster dealing particularly with Mr. Sven's proposal as 
submitted to the Indian Affairs Branch. A copy of this 
report with blueprint sketch plan is attached. It will 
be noted from this report that in Mre Dempster'’s opinion 
the suggestion made by Mr. Swan could be carried out at 
en increased cost. This increased cost being due to the 
fact that Mr. Swan's lake soundings were evidently in 
error. Also Mr. Dempster is of the opinion that the 6" 
concrete wall proposed by Mr. Swan would not be suffi- 
cient, and should be made stronger to withstand the semi- 
fluid pressure due to the type of earth and water exist- 
ing at the site. 


Another point that Mr, Dempster is very doubtful 
of is the permanency of results that might be obtained from 
endeavouring to send filter the water. He is of the opine 
ion that owing to the quentity and nature of the matter 
held in suspension in this lake water, that a sand filter 
would soon become clogged end useless. Mr. Dempster sug- 
gests two schemes, one at an estimated cost of $1800.00 
and the other at an estimated cost of $2250.00. The only 
difference between these two proposals is that the latter 
one would try out the sand filtering scheme and if found 
feasible same could be continued. However, if a failure 
then the scheme would operate as Proposal No. l. 


Under the circumstances it is recommended thet if 
the Indian Affairs Branch wish to heve anything done at this 
point they should be requested to provide funds for Proposal 
Noe 2, namely, $2250.00. For the additional $450.00 over 
Proposal No. 1, it is felt that it will be well worth while 
to try the sand filtering idea.

D am in receipt of a letter from the Ven. 
Archdeacon J. K. Irwin - Chairman of thé Qu'Appelle 
Diocesan Indian Committee, in which he remarks that 
those he interviewed at Ottawa regarding the above 
matter were reluctant to approve of my plan for the 
reason it had not been approved by the Department's 
own Engineer.

Dr. Robertson thers said no one could object 
to a suggestion. I then went to work imnediately. The 
result being the finding of quantity of water etc. etc. 
by Mr. W. Swan ( local architect ), which I mailed you 
with Blue Print. I very much regret having taken this 
step, but again it was purely in the interest of this 
School's wants, for which purpose I presumed I am here. 
There is no implication and the cost of the survey will 
be paid by the School.

The school had some difficulty after the contractors had com- 
pleted the work, due to the fact that they had only covered the pipes 
to a depth of or 4 feet, allowing them to freeze.

Dear Sir: 


Mr. Waddy writes that the Poorman's Band are asking that 
there be erected, at the Gordon's School, a shed for horses and a shack 
for the people who visit the school to see their children. He states 
that so far as the Principal is concerned, there is little chance of 
him putting up shelters, as aside from the cost, he feels it upsets 
the pupils to have their parents hanging around. 


The erection of such a building would no doubt be of con- 
siderable benefit to both the horses and the people, but if not under 
complete control, it would prove a nuisance. Lebret School has, in 
my opinion, the best system in this respect that I have met with, but 
there the Indians provide their own food and fodder, and are only 
allowed to remain, I think it is 24 hours. 


With regard to this request, if it is favourably considered, 
I think the Band should be required to do the work themselves and 
pay for any materiel required out of their own Band Funds.
